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THE 

RIGHT HONOURABLE THE COUNTESS GROSVENOR. 



The Ladt/ Elizabeth Leveson-Gower, youngest daughter of his Grace 
George-Granyille, Duke of Sutherland, espoused, in 1819, Richard, then (by 
courtesy) Viscount Belgrave, eldest son of Robert, Earl Grosvenor, but now Earl 
Grosvenor himself, in consequence of the elevation of his noble fether to the 
Marquisate of Westminster. 

The GowERS,* Lords of Stittenham in Yorkshire, were seated in that county 
long before the time of the Norman Conquest. Sir Allan Guhyer, Guer, or 
GowER, appears to have been Sheriff at that period. In the 12th of Edward III., 
Sir Nicholas Gower, one of the Knights of the Shire, was summoned to a 
great council, held at Northampton, by Edward the Black Prince, in the absence 
of his &ther ; and, for fourteen days* attendance upon that occasion, he received 
the sum of £5 125. 

Thomas, the grandson of Sir Nicholas, served in the French wars under 
Henry V., and for his signal bravery was made governor of the castle of Mans. 
Sir John Gower, his brother, was standard-bearer to Prince Edward, son of 
Henry VL, and having been taken prisoner at the battle of Tewkesbury, on the 
4th of May, 1471, he was there beheaded, in violation of the privilege of sanc- 
tuary, and of the promise of King Edward. 

Thomas Gower, the fifth in descent from Sir John, was knighted by King 
James I., and created a baronet on the 12th of June, 1620. Sir Thomas, his

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M>n, suffered severely for his loyalty to Charles 1. HaTing been twice High Sherifl' 
of Yorkshire, he attended the King when he was shut out of Hull ; and he raised 
a regiment of dragoons, of which his brother Doyley had the command. By his 
second wife, Frances, daughter and coheiress of Sir John Leveson,* of Haling, in 
Kent, and of Lilleshul, in Shropshire, he had two sons, Edward, and William - 
Leveson, the lineal ancestor of the present Marquess of Sta£R>rd. Edward died 
before his father ; and his brother, Sir Willi a is- Leveson Gower, the fourth 
Baronet, vras the adopted heir of Sir Richard Leveson, K.B. of Trentham, in 
StaflTord shire, brother to Sir John Leveson, of Haling. This Sir William- 
Leveson Gower, who married the Lady Jane Granville, eldest daughter of John 
Granville, Earl of Bath, was one of the Duke of Monmouth's bail in 1683. 

His son. Sir John-Leveson Gower, was raised to the peerage by the title of 
Lord Gower, of Stittenham, in Yorkshire, on the 16th of March, 1723. His Lord- 
ship, then Cliancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster, was one of the commissioners 
who finally arranged the Union between England and Scotland. John, his 
eldest son, was, for his numerous and important senices, in the rebellion of 1746, 
and upon other occasions, advanced to the dignities of a Viscount and Eail of 
Great Britain, as X'iscount Trentham, in the county of Stafford, and Earl Ciower, 
on the 8lh of July, 1746. By his first wife. Lady Evelyn Pierrepoint, daughter 
of Evelyn, Duke of Kingston^ and sister to the celebrated Lady Mary Wonley- 
Montagu, he had Granville, the late Marquis of Stafford, and several other 
children. 

Tlie lastmentioned nobleman was of the Privy Council, and held many other 
honourable offices in the reign of George IIL His Lordship stood proxy for 
the Duke of Saxe Gotha, at the baptism of his Roj-al Highness, l*rince Frederick, 
late Duke of York. On the 28th of Februar)-, 1786, he was advanced to the 
title of Marquess of Stafford ; and, on the 1 1th of February-, 1771, elected one of 
the Knights Companions of the most noble Order of the Garter. His Lordship's 
second wife, mother of George-Granville-Leveson Gower, present Duke of Suther- 
land, who was bom on the 9th of Februstry, 1758, was the Lady Louisa Egerton, 
daughter of Scroop, first Duke of Bridgewater. 

His Grace George-Granville-Leveson Gower, Duke of Sutherland, Marquess 
of Stafford, Earl (iower. Viscount Trentham, Baron (iower, of Stittenham, Knight 
of the most noble Order of the Garter, &c.,t succeeded his father in all the 
honours but the Dukedom, on the 26th of October, 1 803 ; having been pre- 
viously (in 1798) called up to the House of Peers in that nobleman's barony, as 
Lord Gower. While a commoner, he represented the county of Stafford in 
parliament. In 1790 he was sent as ambassador extraordinary to Paris, whence 
he was recalled in 1792. In January, 1803, on the death of his uncle, Francis, 
the last Duke of Bridgewater, he became the heir general of that nobleman^ 
and succeeded to all his immense property in the numerous extensive canals for 
which this country is indebted to his Grace as the founder. 

His Lordship, distinguished equally by his diplomatic talents, and as a muni- 
ficent patron of the fine arts, was created Duke of Sutherland in the present year

t lilt Lordkblp U, In rii^ht of hi* wife, hereditary Hish Sheriff of SuthcrUndbhirc. He is 
alto Recorder of Htafford, &c. 
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(1833). He married^ on ihe 4th of September, 1785, Elizabeth, Countess of 
Sutherland, and Baroness of Strathnaver, in Scotland, in her own right. Of this 
marriage, Countess Grosvenor is the second and youngest daughter, and tlie 
youngest of six chikiren.* 

We now proceed to a brief notice of the Grosvenor family which flourished in 
Normandy, where it always ranked amongst the foremost, for nobleness of blood 
or of power, from the time of that country *s first erection into a sovereign dukedom, 
A.D. 9 1 2, to the conquest of England in 1 066. From the possession of the high and 
honouiable office of Le Grovenour it derived its surname. The patriarch of the 
house was the uncle of Rollo, and one of the principal commanders, who, in the 
year 856, accompanied that fiuuous chieftain in his descent upon England, where 
he proposed to establish himself and his followers. Failing, however, in his 
object, he sailed for France, and there obtained so firm a footing, tliat ultimately 
Charles, sumamed the Simple, was compelled to make him a grant of that part 
of Neustria which lies between the Seine and the Epte, with the title of Duke of 
Normandy. Rollo embraced the Christian faith, did homage to the French 
monarch, and married his sister or daughter Giselle. 

After the Conquest of England, by Rollo*s successor, Hugh Lupus, Earl of 
Avranches, in Normandy, nephew to Duke William, obtained from his uncle, then 
King William, in 1070, the whole earldom and county of Chester, " to be holden 
as freely by his sword as the King himself held England by his crown.'' From 
this period the Grosvenor fiimily, in its respective branches, made a conspicuous 
figure in the annals of England. Raufe le Grosvenor, who adhered to the cause 
of the Empress Maud against King Stephen, was with his cousin, Ranulph de 
Jemoniis, fourth Earl of Chester, at the battle of Lincoln, in February, 1241, 
when that prince was made prisoner. Robert, his successor, followed the lion- 
hearted Richard in his crusade for the recovery of the Holy Land. He was, con- 
sequently, with that prince, the pride and glory of chivalry, when he assaulted 
and took Messina, in revenge of King Tancred*s expelling the English soldiers 
for abuses they had committed there — at the conquest of the island of Cyprus, 
where some of the English forces had been wrecked, and barbarously treated by 
Isaac, the usurper — at the memorable siege and capture of Acre — and at the 
equally memorable victory obtained over Saladin, by which Richard became master 
of Joppa, Ascalon, and Cssarea. 

Sir Robert le Grosvenor, fourth in descent from this nobleman, accom- 
panied Edward IIL when he besieged Vannes, in Britanny, in 1342. He was 
also with that sovereign at the passage of the river Somme, at the famous battle 
of Cressy, and at the siege of Calais in 1346. Sir Robert le Grosvenor, his 
grandson, was the defendant in a &mous plea with Sir Richard le Scrope, 
respecting a coat of arms, viz. azure, one bend, oa.f This suit, which was 
tried before the High Constable and High Marshal of England in special com-

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mission, was not determined till the year 1389. The proceedings were exceed- 
ingly curious, and of deep interest to the parties. The sentence of the Court was, 
that Sir Richard le Scrope should bear the arms of azure, one bend, or, as for- 
merly, and that Sir Robert le Grosvenor should bear the said arms, but with a 
BORDURE d'argent. Sir Robert appealed to the King, the pleadings were re- 
viewed, and the final decision was, that Sir Richard should continue the usage of 
the said arms, and that Sir Robert should either use the same arms with a bordure, 
or, instead of the bend, or, he might bear a garb, or, firom the arms of the 
ancient Earls of Chester, his consanguinity to whom had been fully proved on 
the trial. Sir Robert le Grosvenor, in consequence, ever after bore for his arms, 
azure, a garb, or, and the same have been constantly used by his successors.^ 

Raufb, one of the grandsons of Sir Robert, was the continuator of the male 
line of the fiunily ; and Ranulph, another, was progenitor of the Grosvenors of 
Warwickshire. Richard, the second son of Robert, heir to Raufe, was ancestor 
to the present Earl Grosvenor. He married, in 1509, Catherine, the third 
daughter and one of the coheirs of Richard Coton, Esq., of Rudware-Hampstall, 
in Staffordshire, by whom he had a family of sixteen children. Richard 
Grosvenor, the fourth in succession from Richard, was knighted in the year 
1619, and created a baronet on the 23d of February, 1621-2. Sir Richard, his 
son, who was Sheriff of Cheshire, for the King, in 1644, raised the posse comi" 
tatus to oppose the army commanded by Lord Fairfax. By continuing steadfast in 
his loyalty during the whole of the civil war, he had his estates sequestrated, 
and was subjected to many other hardships, until the period of the Restoration. 
Roger Grosvenor, Esq., his eldest son, had his estate sequestrated at the same 
time. In 1 659, when the Royalists meditated a general insurrection in favour of 
their exiled sovereign, Charles II., he was ready and prepared, in Wales, as one 
of their leaders; and, in 1660, in consideration of his unshaken attachment to 
the crown, he was one of the thirteen gentlemen of Cheshire, who were no- 
minated to be Knights of the Royal Oak;f when the restored sovereign proposed 
the institution of that order as an honorary reward to several of his friends. 
This gentleman unfortunately lost his life in a duel in 1661, and consequently, 
his broilier Thomas succeeded to the title and estate in 1664. 

Sir Thomas was one of the representatives in parliament for the city of Ches- 
ter, in the reigns of Charles II., James II., and William III., and was Mayor

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of Chester in 1685. In that year he had the honour to conunand a troop in the 
£arl of Shrewsbury's regiment of Horse, then encamped on Hounslow Heath ; 
and when the bill was brought into the House of Commons for repealing the 
penal laws and test acts, he was closeted with the King, and offered the regiment 
and a peerage for his assent. This offer, splendid as it was, he refused, nobly 
preferring the religion and liberty of his country to all the distinctions that might 
be purchased by their sacrifice. He resigned his commission, went to the House, 
and gave his vote against the bill. 

Sir Richard, his second son and successor, was lord of the manor of Wy« 
mondeley, in the county of Hertford ; by virtue of which tenure, he officiated 
at the coronation of George II. as grand cup-bearer of England, presenting the 
first cup of wine to his Majesty after he was crowned, and receiving the cup as 
his fee. Dying without issue, though he had been twice married, he was 
succeeded, respectively, by his brothers Thomas and Robert. 

Sir Richard Grosvenor, the son of Robert, and the seventh baronet, was 
created Lord Grosvenor, Baron Grosvenor, of Eaton, in the county palatine of 
Chester, by patent, on the 8th of April, 1761 ; and on the 5th of July, 1784, he 
vras advanced to the dignities of Viscount Belgrave and Earl Grosvenor. His 
Lordship, who officiated as great cup-bearer of England at the coronation of 
George III., was sometime Lieutenant-Colonel of the Cheshire militia ; and he 
had the honour of being created Doctor of Laws by the University of Oxford in 
full convocation. He married Henrietta, daughter of Henry Vernon, Esq., of 
Hilton Park, in the county of Stafford, by whom he had four sons : Ridiard, 
bom in 1765, died in 1766 ; Robert, present Marquess of Westminster, bom 
on the 22d of March, 1767; Thomas and Richard, who both died in their 
infancy. His Lordship died on the 5th of August, 1802, and was succeeded by 
his only surviving son^ Robert. 

This nobleman, several years a member of the House of Commons, had been 
distinguished as an occasional speaker. In 1781, he was appointed one of the 
Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, an office which he held till the 9th of 
June, 1791. His Lordship married, on the 30th of April, 1794, Eleanor, only 
daughter of Thomas, Earl of Wilton, by whom he has three sons, viz., Richard, 
Earl Grosvenor, bom January 27, 1795 ; Thomas, who succeeded his maternal 
grandfather in the Earldom of Wilton, bom December 30, 1799 ; Robert, bom 
April 24, 1801. His Lordship was created Marquess of Westminster in Sep- 
tember, 1831.

The Right Honourable Sir John Marjoribanks, who had been created a Baronet, 
on the 27th of December, 1814, the year in which he had served the office o^ 
Lord Provost of Edinburgh. Sir John was bom on the 13th of January, 1763. 
On the 15th of April, 1791^ he married Miss Ramsay, and has a family of four 
sons: — 1. Edward, bom in January, 1792; — 2. William, bom in December, 
1792, married Maxy, eldest daughter of Henry Stone, Esq., of London, banker; 
— 3. Charles, in the civil service of the East India Company ;— 4. David, a 
merchant in London: vfith five daughters; Janet, married first y in 1816, to 
Robert Shuttleworth, Esq., of Gawthorpe Hall, in the county of Lancaster, by 
whom (who died) she has an only child, Janet Shuttleworth; she wedded, 
secondly f Frederick North, Esq., of Rougham, in Norfolk. 

Rachel married, in 1823, Josiah Nisbet, Esq., of the Madras civil service. 

Agnes married, in 1818, Sir Edward Poore, Bart., of Rushall, in the county 
of Wilts, and Cuffiiiels, Hants. 

Mary married, in 1826, Sir John Murray Nasmyth, Bart., of Posso, in the 
county of Peebles. 

And Susan married, in 1824, Charles Craigie Halkett, Esq., of Craigie, and 
of Hallhill, in the county of Fife. 

Sir John Marjoribanks was twice member for the island of Bute, and after- 
wards represented the county of Berwick in several successive parliaments.

Tab fiunily of the Campbells, Dukes of Ai^gyll, from which the Viscountesy 
Tullamore is inatenially dascended, appean to have been of Anglo-Norman 
origin, and txr ha?e settled in Scotland soon after the Conquest. Gillespie 
Campbell acquired the Lordship of Lochow, by marriage with an heiress in 
the eleventh century. Sir Colin Campbell, his descendant, sumamed Mort, 
or Great, was one of those distinguished persons who were summoned by 
Robert Bruce to Berwick, in the year 1291, when Edward I. of England went 
thither to arbitrate between that renowned personage and John Baliol respecting 
the succession to the crown of Scotland. Sir Duncan Campbell, the fifUi in 
descent from Sir Colin, was the first of the family who assumed the title of 
Argyll. He was created a Baron of Parliament, as Lord Campbell, of the county 
of Argyll, in the year 1445. His Lordship married Margery, the second daughter 
of Robert, Duke of Albany, Regent of Scotland. His grandson, Coum, was, in 
1457, created Earl of A^ll; in 1470, Lord of Lorn ; and, from 1483, till his 
decease in 1492, he held the honourable and important office of Lord High 
^hancdlor of Scotland. 

Archibald, his son, the second Eail, commanded the van of the Scotdi army, 
at the batde of Flodden Field, in 151 3, and was killed in that conflict, with his 
royal matter, James IV. Abchibi&o, the seventh Earl in direct descent, 
married Aime, dfti^ter of William Douglas, Bail of 11^ HisMO^ 

Archibald, theeic^th Eaii, was created Marquess of Argyll in 1641. This 
nobleman exerted himself strenuously in the cause of Charles II.; and had the 
honour, in 1650, of placing the crown of Scotland on hb royal master*s head at 
Scoon. After the Restoration, however, he was accused by the Earl of Mid- 
dleton of supporting Cromwell in the death of Charles I. ; and, being con- 
demned by parliament, was beheaded on the 27th of May, 1661, at the Market 
Cross of Edinburgh. 

Archibald, his son, by Margaret, daughter of William Douglas, serenth Earl 
of Morton, was restored in 1663 to the honours and estates of his ancestors, as 
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Earl of Argyll only. In 1681, his Lordship was found guilty of high treason, 
and sentenced to death, and his estates confiscated. Contriving to escape from 
prison, in the dress of a lady's page, he went to Holland. In 1685, having col- 
lected some officers and soldiers in that country, he embarked them in three ships, 
and landed in Argyllshire. There he sustained a defeat, was taken by a peasant, 
and sent prisoner to the castle of Edinburgh ; and, on the 30th of June, 1685, 
was beheaded at the Market Cross in that city, on his former sentence. His 
eldest son, 

Archibald, by Mary Stewart, daughter of James, Earl of Murray, was 
acknowledged as Earl of Argyll by the parliament before they took off the 
attainder; and, on the 23d of June, 1701, he was created Duke of Argyll, 
Marquess of Kintyre and Lorn, Earl of Campbell and Cowall, Viscount 
Lochow and Glenila, Lord of Inverary, Mull, Morven, and Tyrie, to him and 
his heirs male. His Grace married Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Lionel Tollemache, 
Bart., of Helmingham, in the county of Suffolk (ancestor of Louisa, present 
Countess of Dysart). His eldest son, 

John, the second Duke, acquired eminent distinction by his bravery and con- 
duct through the entire course of Queen Anne's wars. lie was, in 1705, created 
Baron of Chatham, and Duke and Earl of Greenwich ; but, on his death, in 
1743, those titles became extinct,* and he was succeeded by his brother, 

Archibald, as third Duke of Argyll. That nobleman had previously been 
created a peer of Scotland, by the titles of Lord Oransay, Dunoon, and Arrase ; 
also Viscount and Earl of Hay ; which titles, on his death without issue, in 
1761, became extinct. His Grace was succeeded by his cousin, 

John Campbell, K.T., son of John Campbell, of Mamore, second son of 
Archibald, ninth Earl of Argyll. His eldest son, 

John (by Mary, daughter of John, second Lord Bellenden) was the grand- 
father of the Viscountess TuUamore. Bom in the year 1720, he married, on the 
3d of May, 1759, Ehzabeth, widow of James, sixth Duke of Hamilton, and 
second daughter of John Gunning, Esq., of Castle Coote, in the county of Ros- 
common.

On the 19th of December, 1766, whilst Marquess of 
Lorn, he was created a peer of England, by the title of Baron Sundridge, of 
Coombank, in the county of Kent,t with remainder to the issue male of his 
brotliers Frederick and John. By his wife, the Duchess, he had five children,! 
of whom the youngest.

The Right Honourable Harriet, Countess of Sheffield, is the eldest daughter of 
the Earl of Harewood. Her Ladyship was bom on the 19th of June, 1802; 
andy on the 6th of June, 1825, she was united in marriage to the Right Ho- 
nourable George-Augustus-Frederick-Charles Holroyd, Earl of Sheffield, Vis- 
oonnt Perensey, Baron Sheffield, of Dunamore, in the county of Meath, and 
Baron Sheffield, of the county of York, in the peerage of the United Kingdom. 

Tlie &mily of Lascelles, ancestors of Lady Sheffield, is of ancient standing and 
respectability in the county of York. Roger de Lascelles received summons 
amongst the peers in the year 1293. John de Lascelles, of Hinderskelfe, now 
called Castle Howard, in the wapentake of Bulmer, in the North Riding of York- 
ahiveyheld divers lands in that place, in 1315. John, one of his descendants, 
living in 149S, was named in deeds " filius Johannis, alias Jackson.'' Amongst 
the fiunily possessions, were the manors of Gawthorpe and Engholme Grange ; 
and, subsequently, those of Stank and North Allerton. 

Daniel Lascelles, of Stank and North Allerton, was father, by his first wife 
(Margaret, daughter of William Metcalf, Esq., of North Allerton, by Anne, 
daughter of Sir George Marwood, Bart., of Little Bucksby), of Henry Lascelles, 
of Harewood, whose son, Edwin (by Jennet, daughter of John Whetstone, 
Esq., of Barbados), was, on the 9th of July, 1790, created Baron Harewood, of 
Harewood Castle, in the county of York. He died, however, without issue, in 

1795, and the title became extinct 

The abovementioned Daniel Lascelles, Esq., had, by his second wife (Mary, 
daughter of Edward Lascelles, Esq., of London), a son, Edward Lascelles, Esq., 
of Barbados, whose second son (by his wife, Frances, daughter of Guy Ball, 
Esq., of Barbados) was, 

Edward Lascelles, first Earl of Harewood. He was bom at Barbados, in the 
year 1739-40; was elected M.P. for the borough of North Allerton, in 1761, 
1768, and 1790 ; and, having succeeded to the large family estates, on the death 
of his cousin, Edwin, Lord Harewood, in 1795, he was, on the 18th of June, 

1796, elevated to the peerage by the title of Baron Harewood, of Harewood 
Castle, in the county of York. On the 7th of September, 1812, he was ad- 
vanced to the dignities of Earl of Harewood, and Viscount Lascelles. His Lord- 
ship married, in 1761, Anne, daughter of William Chaloner, Esq., of Guis- 
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borough, in the county of York, by whom he had two sods : Edward, died 
unmarried in 1814; Henry, the present Earl; and two daughters; Frances, 
married to the Honourable John Douglas, and died in 1817; and Mary-Anne, 
married to Richard York^ Esq., of Wighill Park, and died in 1831. North 
Allerton being what was termed a proprietary borough, hb Lordship's eldest son 
was one of its representatives in three parliaments. Enthusiastically devoted to 
the Pitt interest, his Lordship was desirous of carrying one of the seats for the 
county of York. He therefore caused his second son, the present peer, to 
stand for the county. The contest is said to have cost him upwards of £100,000 ; 
but having to meet tlie two powerful interests of the late Earl Fitzwilliam and 
Mr. Wilberforce, he was not successful. His Lordship died on the 3d of April, 
1820, and was succeeded by his only surviving son, 

Henry Lascelles, second and present Earl of Harewood, Viscount Lascelles, 
and Baron Harewood, now Lord Lieutenant of the county of York. This noble- 
roan vTas bom on the 25th of December, 1767. He married, on the 3d of Sep- 
tember, 1794, Henrietta Saunders, sister of the present Sir John Saunders 
Sebright, Bart., by whom he has had issue : — 

1. Edward, V^iscount Lascelles, bom July 13, 1796, married in July, 1796, 
Miss Louisa Rowley; — 2. Henry, M.P. for North Allerton, bom June 1 1, 1797, 
married, in 1823, Lady Louisa Thynne, second daughter of Thomas, second 
Marquess of Bath; — 3.

The Holroyds, Earls of Sheffield, are a family of great antiquity in the West 
Riding of the county of York. They take their name from the hamlet or manor 
of I^olroyd, or Howroyd, in Bark Island, six miles from Halifax, of which they 
were in possession as early as the time of Edward L* Hi^h de Holroyd, of 
Bark Island, and Gracia, his wife, gianted two oxgangs of land to John Faber, in 
the year 1407. To the grant, a seal is appendant— a rose, encircled with the 
words " S. Hugonis de Holroid." This ensign was afterwards increased to fi!e 
roses in saltier, now borne by the family ; a circumstance which shows the anti- 
quity of the coat. 



* Antiquaries derive the name of Holrofd, or Howroyd, from the Anirlo-Sazon Now, a hill 
a word which signifles, when applied to land, such as was harren and uneoltiTated, and which, 
on that accoont, paid only twopence per acre, and was freed firom the senrioe of graTe and 
other taxes. This etymology accords with the soil and situation of Holroyd (now the pro- 
perty of the Horton funily) adjoining the mountainous district called Black-itone-edge, which 
separates Lancashire flrom Yorkshire. The name Holdenroid is also to be found tn Holstetn. 
ftc, the country of the Anglo-Saxons. 
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Isoc Holrc^d, Esq., settled in Ireland, where lie acquired L'aosideroble po*- 
sessioiis ill llie reign of Cliarles II. lie was an ardent supporter of the revolu- 
ticii of 161)8. 

.louN HoLRuvt), his great-grandson, first Earl of Sheffield, and lather of the 
prescDt peer, succeeded, on failure of male issue, lo the estates of his mother's 
family, in Yorkshire, Buckioghanisbire, and Middlesex ; and assumed, pursuunt 
In the will of his mateniat uncle, tlie name of Baker, as a pre&x to that of tloi.- 
iioiu. He was bom in the year 1735. llen-os not educated for any profession • 
liul he entered into the army in the year 1760, and obtained a troop of light liorse, 
in the Itoyal Foresters, a regiment raised by the Marquess of Gninby.* Afier 
ihe peace of 1763, he itavelled, during three yean, over die principal parts of 
Europe, viaitiiig the courts of France, Italy, and Germany. It was in the course 
of these travels that he lirst became acquainted with Gibbon, the historran. 

Having entered into the marriage stale in 1767, he resided partly at Greave 
HhII, in Yorkshire, but chiefly at Sheffield liouse.t in Sussex; where lie dis- 
iinguished himself as an active magistrate and useful country gentleman. He 
became a £inner upon a large scale ; and, that he was both practically and theo-

The Honourable Louisa Beresford, youngest daughter of the late Archbishop 
of Tuam, William, first Lord Decies, espoused on the 6th of April, 1806, Hiomas 
Hope,* Esq., of Deepden, in the County of Suney, and that gentleman dying in 
February, 1831, she married, secondly f in 1833, the gallant general officer, Wil- 
liam, Viscount Beresford. In a formelt memoir, that of Lady John Thynne, a 
member also of the Beresford family, we referred to the maternal descent of that 
l^ouse, fibm the old Barons la Poer, lineally sprung from Sir Roger la Poer, who 
accompanied Strongbow, Earl of Pembroke, in his expedition to Ireland. We 
then stated that those Barons traced their Barony horn Nicholas Poer, who was 
summoned to parliament in 1375, as Baron la Poer. His son, Richard la Poer, 
married the daughter of Lord Decies, by whom he had a son, Richard, created 
Baron la Poer, in 1435. The baron*s eldest son, Peter, dying without issue, the 
title devolved upon his next son, John, whose grandson, Richard, was, in 1673, 
created Viscount Decies, and Earl of Tyrone. John, the eldest son of the Earl, 
dying unmarried, was succeeded by his brother James ; on whose death, with- 
out male issue, in 1535, the earldom of Tyrone and viscounty of Decies became 
extinct. His Lordship*s only daughter and heiress, Catherine, succeeded to the 
barony of la Poer. She became, in 1 7 1 7, the lady of Sir Marcus Beresford, Bart. ; 
who, in 1720, was created Baron Beresford, and Viscount l^one, and, in 1746, 
Earl of Tyroi^, by whom she had three sons. The eldest, George de la Poer, was 
created Marquess of Waterford in 1789 ; the second, barrister-at-law, became a 
commissioner of the revenue of Ireland ; and the youngest, William, was the 
father of Lady Beresford. He was bom on the 16th of April, 1743, and educated 
for the church ; wherein, enjoying many preferments, he was consecrated Bishop 
of Dromore, in 1780; Bishop of Ossory, in 1782; and Archbishop of Tuam, 
in 1794. On the 81st of December, 1812, his Grace was created Baron 
Decies, of the county of Waterford ; a title which vras enjoyed by his maternal 
ancestor, James de la Poer, third and last Viscount Decies, and Earl of Tyrone. 
Early in life, on the 19th of June, 1763, he had married Elizabeth, the second 
daughter of John Fitzgibbon, Esq., of Mount Shannon, in the county of Limerick, 
and sister of John, First Earl of Clare, Lord High Chancellor of Ireland, and

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Baron Fitzgibbon, of Sidbury, in the county of Devon.* By this lady (who died 
on the 24th of August, 1807), Lord Decies had a family of fifteen children,t 
of which the Honourable Louisa, now Viscountess Beresford, was the 
youngest. His Grace died on the 6th of September, 1819, and was succeeded 
by his eldest son, tlie Right Honourable and Rev. John de la Poer-Horsley Beres- 
ford, the present Lord Decies.^ 



* ** The funily of Fltzgibbon, the chief of which was styled the White Knight, otherwise 
Ctangibbam, is descended from the Fitzgeralds, Barons OfEUey, progenitors of the great houses 
of Kildare and Desmond ; from the same orig:in are descended the knights of GUu, and the 
Fmiiept uui the knights of Kerry , otherwise the Black Knights. These titles were conferred 
by ttie Earl of Desmond, as a ooont Palatine, on Junior branches of the house of Fitzgerald } 
in the like manner as Hugh Lupus, the Earl of Chester, created his inferior barons."— John 
Fttzgibbon, the maternal grandfather of Lady Beresford, was an eminent barrister.

Fitzgibbon died in 178O, at the age of seventy- 
two, universally respected for his independence as a senator. His wife was Ellinor, daughter 
of John Grove, Esq., of Ballyhimock, in the county of Cork, and sister of Ridiard Grove, . 
Esq., whose daughter and sole heir, Mary, was married to FTancis-Charles, first Earl of 
Annesley.

The £uDily of Joscelyn — variously written Josselin, Joslyne, Josceline, 
Joceline, and, by the French and Normans, Gosseline — is accounted ancienL So 
early as the year 1139, Jocelinus was Bishop of SaUsbury; in 1191, Reginald 
FitZ'Jrxteline was translated from the see of Bath to that of Canterbury ; and> 
in 1205, Joceline de Welles, was promoted to the sees of Bath and Wells. 
Godfrey (or Geoffrey), Duke of Brabant, haying married Sophia, daughter of the 
Emperor Uemy IV., was fruher of Josceline, Lord of Petworth, in Sussex ; an 
estate whidi was presented to him by William de Albini, Earl of Arundel, who, 
by his marriage with Agnes, daughter and heir of the Percies, Barons of Topdift, 
assumed the name of Percy, and was ancestor to the Earls of Northumberland, 
whose issue male terminated in a Josceline, in the year 1670. 

A pedigree of the Joscelyns, drawn up in the year 1712, from the public 
records of the kingdom, and private evidences of the fiunily, describes them as 
'* inhabiting in the counties of Hertford and Essex, from the Norman Conquest to 
this day, being now three-and-twcnty generations." 



Thomai Joscelyn (adescendant of Geoflry, younger brother of Gilbert Joscelyn, 
of SeRi|imigham) by hii marriage with Maud, daughter and coheitess of Sir John 
tilde, Knt., of lUde Hall, in Sawbridge worth, in the county of Heitlbtd, 
obtained the loidship and manor of Hide Hall, aitualed upon a hill, on the east 
tide of the river. In the titae of the Conqueror, Hide Hall, still the principal 
«eat ofthe Joscclyns, EarU of Roden.waB included aniongat the lands of Geoffry 
de Magnaville. It obtained its preient name from the Hides, who succeeded llie 
Magnavillea, or Mandevilles. 

George JoacetTn, sixth iu lineal descent frotn Thomas, was called Joscelyn the 
Courtier.* He married Maud, daughter andheii«s9 of Edmund, Lord Bardolpb. 
His eldest son, George, sold his lands to his uncle, and died nithout issue- 
John Joscelyn, Esq., his imcle, heir, and successor, was auditor of Ihe au;;- 
mentBlioiis upon the dissolution of abbeys by King IlENnr Vllt. tlis son. 

Sir Thomas Joscelyn, of Hide Hall, was created a Knight of the Bath at the 
coronation of King Edward VI. He moiried Dorothy, daughter of Sir Geoffry 
Gales, or Gale«, KnL, and sister of Sir John Gates, of the county of Essex, and 
Privy Councillor to the King b 1554. Bylhis bdy he had six sons, and two 
daughters; of whom, 

KtCHAan, the eldest, was bis successor.t He married Aime, daughter of 
Thomas Lucas, Esq., of Bury St. Edmund's, in Suffolk.

Sir Robeet Joscbltv, Knt» of Hkle Hall, and of New Hall, was Sheriff of 
the county of Hertford, in 1645. By his wife, Bridget, third daughter of Sir 
William Smyth, of Hill Hall, in Essex, he had six sons and three daughters ; of 
whom, 

Robert, his third and eldest sunriTing son, was created a Baronet on the 8th 
of June, 1665. He senred the office of Sheriff for the county of Hertford, in 
1677. By his wife, Jane, daughter and coheir of Robert Strange, Esq., of 
Somerford, in the county of Wilts, he had nine sons (of whom Thomas, the fifth, 
was grandfather of the first Earl of Roden) and four daughters. Sir Robert died 
in 1712, aged about ninety years, and was buried at Sawbridgeworth. His second 
surviving son and successor,* was 

Sir Strakoe Joscelyn, Bart., who married Mary, daughter of Tristiam 
Conyers, Esq., of Walthamstow, in Essex, Sergeant-at-Law. Of seven sons 
whom he had by this lady, only two survived him. His second son, 

Sir John Joscelyn Bart., Barrister^it^Law, died unmarried in 1741 ; and 
was succeeded in the title and estate by his only brother, 

Sir Conyers Joscelyn, Bart, M.D., who was Sheriff for the county of 
Hertford in 1745. On his death, also without issue, the Baronetcy devolved 
upon Robert Joscelyn, first Earl of Roden. 

Thomas, the fifth son of Sir Robert Joscelyn, the first Baronet, married Anne, 
daughter of Thomas Bray, of Westminster, Esq. His only son, 

Robert Joscelyn, Esq. (afterwards Baron Newport, and Viscount Joscelyn), 
was bred to the profession of the law. In 1726, he was appointed third Sergeant- 
at-Law to his Majesty George I., who, in 1727, made him Solicitor-Geneml. 
The latter office was renewed to him in the same year, on the accession of 
George II.; in 1730, he was made Attorney-General; in 1739, he was pro- 
moted to the high office of Lord Chancellor of Ireland ; subsequently to that 
period, he was twelve times sworn a Lord Justice of that kingdom, in the absence 
of the Lord Lieutenant ; and he died in the government, in 1756. On the 25th 
of October, 1743, his royal master was pleased to raise him to the peerage, by 
privy seal, dated at Hanover, and by patent, at Dublin, on the 29th of November 
following, by the title of Baron Newport, of Newport On the 6th of December, 
1755, his Lordship was advanced, by patent, to the dignity of Viscount Joscelyn, 
pursuant to privy seal at St. James*s, on the lith of November preceding. His 
Lordship married,7{r«/, Charlotte, coheiress of Charles Anderson, Esq., of Wor. 
cester ; seamdly, in 1754, Frances, daughter of Thomas Claxton, Esq., of Dublin, 
relict of Richard, first Earl of Ross. By his first lady he had a son. 



* Bdward Joscelyn, B.D., the foorth ton, of Queen*! Oollefe, Cambridge, was rector of 
High Roothinf , in Basez, nearly forty yew.— Oeorge, the eighth son, wm a Colonel in the 
Guards. By his services in the armies of WUliam and Mary, and Queen Anne, he was pro- 
moted to a regiment, in 1706; and, in 171S, he succeeded Colonel Francis Langston in his 
regiment of Horse; having been made a Brigadier-General in 1710. He married Catherine, 
daughter and heiress of Sir Francis Withens, one of the Judges of the Court of King's Bench, 
and widow of Sir Thomas Twysden, Bart. He had three sons, aU in the army. The eldest, Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel George Joscelyn, was wounded in the battle of FOntenoy, in 1745 ; and was 
afterwards i4>pointed Deputy-Governor of Carlisle. 
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RoBBRTy second Viscount Joscelyn. This nobleman was returaed to par- 
liamenty in 1743, for the borough of Old Leighlin. In 1750, he was appointed 
Auditor-General of Ireland. By privy seal at St. James's, on the 19th of Oc- 
tober, and by patent at Dublin, on the 1st of December, 1771, he was created 
Eael Roden, of High Roding, in the county of Tipperary, with the usual limi- 
tatioos. His Lordship married, in 1752, the Lady Anne Hamilton, eldest and 
only surviring daughter of James, Earl of Ckmbrassil (by Henrietta Bentinck, 
daughter of WDliam, first Earl of Portland), and heiress of her brother, James, 
last Earl of Clanbrassil. By this lady, he had issue : — 

1. RoBEBT, his successor; — 2. George, married Miss Thomasine Bowen, and 
left, at his decease, five daughters ; — 3. Percy, D.D. ; — 4. John, married Miss 
Margaret Fitzgerald, and left, at his decease, in 1828, an only daughter, Anne- 
Charlotte, the wife of Robert Bourke, Esq. ;— 5. Harriet, married Chichester 
Skeflington, Earl of Massereene ; — 6. Caroline, now deceased ;— 7. Charlotte ;^- 
8. Sophia, married, 1798, James Arbuckle, Esq. ;— 9. Louisa, married, 1800, 
Bfajor-General Orde, of Westwood House, Northumberland, died 1807 ; — 10. 
Amelia, married to John Stratton. 

RoBEBT, second Earl of Roden, K.P., Auditor- General of the Exchequer, 
Cusios Rotidorum of the county of Louth, &c., was bom on the 26th of October, 
1756. His Lordship married,^rs/, in 1788, Frances Theodosia, eldest daughter 
of Robert Bligh, Dean of Elphin, brother of John, Earl of Damley ; by whom he 
had issue : — 

1. RoBEBT, his successor, bom October, 27, 1788; — ^2. James Bligb, Lieu- 
tenant, R.N., died unmarried, in July, 1812; — 3. Thomas, Captain in the 23d 
Foot, died in February, 1816 ; — 4. George ; — 5. Francis Theodosia, bom 1795, 
married, 1813, Richard, fifth Viscount Powerscourt, died May, 1820;— 6. Anne, 
died October, 1822. 

His Lordship married, secondly ^ in 1808, Juliana- Anne, daughter of John 
Orde, Esq., of Westwood, Northumberland, by whom he had two sons, John, 
and Augustus-George-Frederick. His Lordship died on the 29th of June, 1820 ; 
and was succeeded by his eldest son, 

RoBEBT, present and third Earl of Roden ; who, as already stated, was made 
a Peer of the United Kingdom, by the title of Baron Clanbrassil, on the 17th of 
July, 1821 ; and who, also, as already stated, married, in 1813, Maria-Frances 
Catherine, daughter of Lord le Despencer. ,

HONOURABLE MRS. PAKENHAM 



Emily, the lady of the Honourable Colonel Hercules-Robert Pakenham, C.B., 
Aide-de-Camp to the King, is the fourth daughter and sixth child of the late 
Right Honourable Sir Thomas Stapleton^ Bart, who inherited the ancient barony 
of Le Despencer, as twenty-second Lord; and died on the 3d of October, 1831. 

The family from which Mrs. Pakenham deduces her lineage is amongst the 
most ancient in the kingdom. Robert Despencer — brother of Urso de Abetot, 
otherwise Urso de Worcestre, hereditary sheriff of Worcestershire — was steward 
(as the name imports) to William the Conqueror ; and, at the time of the 
Domesday Survey, he held, by gift from his royal master, no fewer than thirty- 
seven manors, in the respective counties of Warwick, Lincoln, Leicester, and 
Gloucester. 

William and Thurstan Le Despencer were successively stewards to 
Henry II. The latter had four sons : Walter, Lord of Stanley, Usher of the 
Chamber to the same monarch, died without issue ; Almaric ; Hugh ;* and 
Geoflfrey, founder of Marlow Abbey, in Buckinghamshire. — Almaric, the second 
soDy had three sons, of whom 

Thurstan and Almaric, were amongst the barons who took up arms against 
King John ; the lands of Almaric were in consequence seized by the crown, and 
given to the King's natural son, Osbert GifTard. Thurstan appears to have 
been much in favour with Heniy III. His grandson, 

Hugh, Lord Le Despencer, was one of the greatest barons of his time.f 
Taking arms, with other nobles, in defence of ancient privileges, he was chosen 



* Hii|:h Le Despencer went with Richard I. to the Holy Land, in 1190, and was at the siege 
of Acre; in the 8th of Henry III. (1233) he was sheriff of Shropshire and Staffordshire, and 
Governor of Shrewsbury and Bridgnorth Castles ; in 1225, he was sheriff of Berkshire, and 
governor of Wallingford Castle ; in 1232, he was goyemor of Belsorer Castle, in Derbyshire ; 
and, in 1996, he was sent with Stephen de Segrave, and Henry de Aldithley, to take charge of 
the castles of Chester and Beetson. 

t Oeofftey Le Despencer (younger brother of Hugh) Lord of Marchly, in Worcestershire, 
was the direct ancestor of the present Dnke of Marlborough. 
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by his colleagues, in 1258, one of the twelve, who, with twelve other barons, 
nominated by the King, were to amend and reform the abuses of the govern- 
ment. In 1259> he was advanced to the high office of Chief Justiciary of 
England ; a situation which at the period comprehended the jurisdiction of all 
the law courts. In 1264, he appeared in arms against the King (Heniy III.) at 
Northampton. At the battle of Lewes, at which the King was taken prisoner, 
he behaved so gallantly, that the barons made him Governor of Orford Castle, in 
Suffolk, of the castle ofDevizes, in Wiltshire, and of Bernard Castle, in the bishop- 
ric of Durham. In the autumn of the same year, he was constituted one of the 
six procurators and commissioners, to treat about the reformation of the state of 
the kingdom, with power to execute whatever they should deem necessary in the 
business. He was also one of the three barons who were con6ded in, to be always 
about the person of the King. Notwitlistanding these high honours, disgusted at 
the haughty behaviour of Simon de Montfort, Earl of Leicester, he seceded from 
the barons, and was, in consequence, appointed Justiciary, by patent, dated De- 
cember 14, 1264, and summoned to parliament as a baron. He subsequently, 
however, rejoined his former friends, in opposition to the royal cause ; and fought 
with his usual intrepidity at the battle of Evesham, but there paid the forfeit of 
his life {anrto) 1265. This nobleman was father of 

Hugh, Lord Le Despencer, Earl of Winchester, and grandfather of Hugh, 
Lord Le Despencer, Earl of Gloucester, the wealthy and powerful, but un- 
fortunate favourites of Edward II.* The latter, who was one of the godfathers 
of Edward III., married Eleanor, eldest daughter of Gilbert, Earl of Clare, 
Gloucester, and Hertford, by whom he had four sons : Hugh, died without 
issue; Edward, the continuator of the line; — Gilbert, of Melton Mowbray, in 
Leicestershire; and Philip ;t he had likewise a daughter, Isabel, wife of Richard 
Fitz-Alan, Earl of Arundel. 

Edward Le Despencer, mentioned above as the continuator of the line, lef^ 
by Anne, his wife, daughter of Henry, Lord Ferrers, of Groby, three sons : 
Edward, Lord Le Despencer, K.G.; Thomas; [and Henry, the warlike 
Bishop of Norwich, who died in 1406. 

Thomas, Lord Le Despencer (commonly called Despencer of Glamorgan) 
was the eldest son of the abovementioned Lord Edward. He made a con- 
siderable figure in the reign of Richard II.; by whom, in 1398, he was created 
Earl of Gloucester, and had his great-grandfather*s sentence of exile reversed in 
parliament. On the accession of Henry IV., he was divested of the title of 
Earl; and, in 1400, having engaged with other noblemen in a scheme for 
restoring Richard IL, he suffered decapitation at Bristol, whence his body was 
removed to Tewkesbury for interment. '' In his petition to parliament for 



* The fate of these noblemen is well known to every reader of Bng-lish history ; they both 
perished on the scaffold, in the year 13S0. Refer to Buaas's Extinct Peerage. 

t This Philip Le Despencer had, by his wife, Margaret, daugiiter and heir of Ralph Goussell» 
a son, Philip, who took the arms of Ooussell — Barry of six, or and azure, a canton ermine. 
This lastmentioned Philip was sacceeded by another Philip, whose daugiiter and heir, Mar- 
gery, was married to Sir Roger Wentworth, of Nettlested, in Suffolk, ancestor of the Went- 
worths. Viscount Wentworh, and of Thomas, late Earl of Cleveland, Ac. 
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annulling the sentence of Hugh, his great-grand&ther, it appears that the said 
Hugh was then possessed of no less than fifty-nine lordships in sundry counties^ 
28,000 sheep^ 1000 oxen and steers, 1200 kine with their calves, forty mares 
with their colts of two years, 160 drawing horses, 2000 hogs» 3000 bullocks, 
forty tuns of wine, 600 bacons, eighty carcasses of Martinmas beef, 600 muttons ; 
in his lardere, ten tuns of cyder; armour, plate, jewels, and ready money, better 
than £l 0,000 ; thirty-six sacks of wool, and a library of books." 

Thomas Le Despencer, Earl of Gloucester, by his wife, Constance, daughter 
of Edmund of Langley, Duke of York, fifth son of Edward III., left one son, 
Richard, Earl of Gloucester, who married Elizabeth, daughter of Ralph 
Neville, Earl of Westmorland ; by whom, however, ne had no issue. This 
Earl had two sisters : Elizabeth, who died an infant ; and Isabel (a posthumous 
child), who married Sir Richard Beauchamp, Lord Abergavenny and Earl of 
Worcester, and became mother of Elizabeth Beauchamp, who carried the baronies 
of Le Despencer and Abergavenny to Edward Neville, fourth son of Ralph, 
Earl of Westmorland. 

From him they descended down to Henry Neville, Lord Abergavenny, who 
died 1589 ; on that nobleman's death the inheritance of the baronies was contested 
between his only daughter, Mary, wife of Sir Thomas Fane, Knt., and his cousin 
and heir male, Edward Neville, Esq., when King James I. was pleased to separate 
the two baronies, and confirm that of Abergavenny to the heir male, and that of 
Le Despencer to Lady Fane. From her it descended to her sod and heir. Sir 
Francis Fane, who was created, in 1624, Earl of Westmorland, and from him to 
Thomas Fane, seventh Earl of Westmorland, who died without issue, 1762, when 
the Earldom went to the male heir, but the barony fell into abeyance, between 
the heirs of his two sisters. Lady Mary Dashwood, and Lady Catherine Paul. 
Sir Francis Dashwood, Bart., was summoned as Lord Le Despencer, 1763, as 
son and heir of Lady Mary, the eldest coheiress. His Lordship died without issue, 
9th of December, 1781, when the barony again fell in abeyance, between his 
sister, Rachel, relict of Sir Robert Austen, Bart., and the heirs of Lady Cathe- 
rine Paul. Lady Austen died without issue, 1788, when the barony devolved upon 
Sir Thomas Stapleton, as sole heir of Lady Catherine Paul, second coheiress of 
John, seventh Earl of Westmorland, which Lady Catherine, married William 
Paul, Esq., of Braywick, in the county of Berks, and died September 25, 1737, 
leaving an only daughter, Catherine, married to Sir William Stapleton, Bart.,and 
died June 27, 1753, leaving issue, William, died unmarried ; Sir Thomas, who 
succeeded ; and Catherine, married to Sir James Wright, Bart., of Wrayhouse, 
in the county of Essex. 

Sir Thomas Stapleton, Bart., only surviving son, succeeded his father. Sir Wil- 
liam, of Gray's Court, in the county of Oxford, bom February 27, 1727, 
married, November 27, 1765, Mary, daughter of Henry Fane, Esq., of Wormsley, 
in the county of Oxford, and had issue: — 1. Sir Thomas, the late baron;-— 
2. Maria, bom January 13, 1768; — 3. Catherine, bom January 15, 1769; — 
4. William, Lieutenant-General in the army, bom June 6, 1770, and died in 1826. 
General Stapleton married, 1790, Anna-Maria, eldest daughter of the late Hon. 
and Riglit Rev. Frederick Keppel, Bishop of Exeter, son of William-Anne, 
second Earl of Albemarle, and left an only surviving son, John-Horace-Thomas, 
who married, June 2, 1814, Georgiana-Maria, eldest daughter of George- Ferdi* 
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nand, second Lord Southampton ; and William-Francis, died 1808 ; — 5. James- 
Henry, bom June 20, 1777. Sir Thomas died January 1, 1781, and was suc- 
ceeded by his eldest son, Sir Thomas Stapleton, late Lord Le Despencer. 

It may here be remarked, that tlie Stapleton family, which took its name from 
the town of Stapleton, in the county of York, is no less famous by the great 
and renowned men whom it produced, than by the dignities and honours con- 
ferred on them by the respective kings in whose reigns they lived. In the wars 
which England was at different times engaged in, with France, Ireland, and the 
Saracens, many of the family were eminently distinguished, and are to be found 
amongst those on whom the knighthood of the Garter was first bestowed. 
*' They afterwards transplanted themselves into Ireland with the first English, 
and enjoyed a considerable estate in Tipperary, which was held by them, till John 
Edmund Stapleton, Esq., of Thorlesbegg, in that county, who lived in the reign 
of King Charles I., suffered considerably by adhering to the royal cause. This 
&mily, being then dispossessed of their estates, dispersed : some of them 
went into Spain, where they were raised to high posts in the army ; others to 
France, where they bore arms, and were likewise honoured with considerable 
military employments. In that country, one gentleman of this family and name 
lately bore the title of Count de Trivesy and possessed a considerable estate at 
Dervalieres, near Nantes, in Bretagne." 

The late Lord Le Despencer, father of the Hon. Mrs. Pakenham, was bom on 
the 10th of November, 1766. He married Elizabeth Eliot, second daughter of 
Samuel Eliot, Esq., of Antigua, by whom he had four sons and six daughters, as 
follows : 

1. Thomas, bom 1792, married, 1816, Maria- Wynne, second daughter of 
Henry-Bankes, Esq., of Kingston House, in the county of Dorset, by whom 
(who died in 1823) he left at his decease, June 1, 1829, an only daughter, 
Mary-Frances-Elizabeth, present Baroness Le Despencer; — 2. Elizabeth- 
Mary, bom 1793, died unmarried in 1823; — 3. Maria-Frances-Catherine, bom 
1794, married, 1813, Robert Jocelyn, present and third Earl of Roden, K.P. ; — 

4. Emma, bom 1796, married. May 5, 1825, to Charles Broderick, Esq.; — 

5. William, bom 1797, died September 26, 1826;— 6. Emily, married, Decem- 
ber, 1817, the Honourable Colonel Pakenham, C.B.; — 7. Miles-John, bora 
1801, married, 1820, Anue-Byam, only child of the late Honourable Thomas- 
Norbury Kerby, of the council of Antigua, by whom he left issue at his decease 
in 1830; — 8. Frances; — 9. Anne, married, in 1828, to Henry Maxwell, Esq.; 
— 10. Francis, who inherited the baronetcy at the decease of his father in 1831, 
and is the present Sir Francis-Jervis Stapleton, Bart. 

The noble family of Pakenham, into which the Hon. Emily Stapleton 
married, is of Saxon origin ; taking its name from Pakenham, in the county 
of Suffolk, where William de Pakenham, one of the judges, resided in the 
reign of Edward I. His eldest son. Sir Edmond Pakenham, Knt., married, in 
the time of Edward II., Rose, one of the daughters and coheirs of Robert de 
Valoines; from whom descended Sir Hugh Pakenham, who died in the reign of 
Henry VII. leaving issue : — 

1. Sir John Pakenham, whose only daughter and sole heir, Constance, carried 
the estate of Lordington, in the county of Sussex (where the family had fixed 
their residence about the latter end of the reign of Henry V. or beginning of 
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that of Henry VI.) to her husband, Sir Geo£Bpey de la Pole, Knt., second son of 
Sir Richard de la Pole, K.G., by Margaret Plantagenet, Countess of Salisbury, 
only daughter of George, Duke of Clarence, brother to Edward IV. ; — 2. Ni- 
cholas, ancestor of the Earls of Longford j — 3. Anne, married, ^rs^, to Sir 
Thomas Fitz-William, who fell in the battle of Flodden Field ; secondly, to Sir 
William Sidney, Knt. Banneret, by whom she was mother of Sir Henry Sidney, 
K.G., Lord Deputy of Ireland. 

Sir Edward Pakenuam, Knt., grandson of Nicholas, accompanied his 
cousin. Sir Henry Sidney, to Ireland, in 1576. His grandson, Henry Paken- 
uam, was seated at Pakenham Hall, in the county of Westmeath, in the reign of 
Charles II., and was father of Sir Thomas Pakenham, Knt., Prime Sergeant- 
at-Law, in 1695. Edward Pakenham, son and heir of Sir Thomas, M.P. for 
the county of Westmeath, in 1713, was fieither of 

Thomas Pakenham, Esq., who was bom in the year 1713, and married, in 
1739, to Elizabeth, daughter and sole heiress of Michael Cuffee, Esq., nephew 
and heir of Ambrose Aungier, second and last Earl of Longford, of that family. 
He was subsequently raised to the peerage, by privy-seal, dated at Kensington, 
on the 23d of April, 1756, and by patent, at Dublin, on the 7th of the ensuing 
month, by the title of Baron of Longford ; and, by privy-seal, at St. James's, 
on the 3d of May, 1785, and patent at Dublin, on the 20th of June following, 
his Majesty George III. was also pleased to elevate his lady (then Dowager- 
Baroness) to the rank of Countess of the county of Longford, with remainder to 
the heirs male of her body. 

By his lady, Elizabeth, who died in 1794, Lord Pakenham had issue as 
follows : 

1. Edward-Michael, second Lord Longford, bom April 1, 1743 ; — 
2. Robert, an officer in the army, died unmarried in 1775; — 3. William, died 
young ;— 4. Sir Thomas, Admiral of the Red Squadron, G.C.B., &c., bom 
1737, married, 1785, Louisa, daughter of the Right Hon. John Staples, by whom 
he has had six sons and four daughters ; — 5. Elizabeth, born 1742 ; — 6. Frances, 
manried, 1776, John Ormsby Vandeleur, Esq., died 1779 ; — 7. Helena, married, 
1768, William Sherlock, Esq., of Sherlockstow. 

His lordship died on the 20th of April, 1776, and was succeeded by his 
eldest son, 

Edward-Michael, second Lord Longford ; who married, on tlie 25th of 
June, 1768, Catherine, second daughter of the Right Hon. Hercules-Langford 
Rowley, by Elizabeth, Viscountess Langford. By that lady, who died in 1816, 
his Lordship had issue : — 

1. Thomas, his successor, the present and third Baron, and first Earl of 
Ix)ngford, bom May 14, 1774; — 2. Sir Edward-Michael, G.C.B., Major- 
General in the army, and Colonel of the 6th West India regiment, bora March 
19, 1778, killed in action in America, January 8, 1815 ;• — 3. Hercules-Robert, 



* The Hon. Major-General Sir E. M. Pakenham was highly distingaished in the late war. 
On the 8th of November, 1813, he received the unanimous thanks of both houses of par- 
liament, for the valour, steadiness, and exertion, so successfully displayed by him, in 
repelling the repeated attacks which were made on the positions of the allied army by the 
whole of the French force under the command of Marshal Soult, between the SSth of July 
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C.B., Lieutenant-Colonel in the army;— 4. William, bora September 20, 1782, 
Captain in the Royal Navy, drowned in his Majesty's frigate Saldanha, near Lough 
Swilly, Ireland, December 4, 1811 ; — 5. Henry, in holy orders, bora August 23, 
1787 ; — 6. Elizabeth, bora September, 1769, married Henry Stewart, Esq. ; — 
7. Maiy, died 1787 ; — 8. Catherine, married, April 10, 1806, his Grace, Arthur, 
Duke of Wellington, by whom she left issue, Arthur, Marquess of Douro, 
bora 1807, and Charles, bora 1808.

The Hon. Colonel Hercules-Robert Pakenuam, third son of the late, and 
brother of the present Lord Longford, was bora on the 29th of September, 1781. 
He was severely wounded at Badajoz, in the year 1812; and he has since 
received the honourable distinction of C.B. for his gallant services at Busaco, 
Fuentes d'Onor, Ciudad Rodrigo, and Badajoz. He married, as already stated, 
in 1817, the Hon. Emily Stapleton, and has issue: Edward-William; 
Arthur-Hercules ; Thomas-Henry ; Emily ; Elizabeth-Catherine ; Mary-Frances- 
Hester.

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THE RIGHT HONOURABLE 
MARY-EUZABETH, BARONESS-DOWAGER DE CLIFFORD. 



Mart-Elizabeth, Lady Db Clifford, relict of Edward-Southwell CiifTord, 
Baron De Clifford, of Clifford Castle, in the county of Hereford, is the second 
daughter of the Right Hon. and Right Rev. Joseph.Deane Bourke, third Earl of 
Mayo, and Archbishop of Tuam, and sister of John Bourke, the present Earl. 
Her mother was Elizabeth-Meade, only daughter of Sir Richard Meade, Bart., 
and sister of John, first Earl of Clanwiliiam. 

The ftmtiily of De Burgo, De Burgh, Bourke, or Burke, ranks amongst the 
most ancient in his Majesty's dominions. Hubert De Burgh, Earl of Kent, en- 
joyed the highest rank next to the blood royal, in the reigns of King John and 
Henry III. His uncle, Adhelm De Burgh, settled in Ireland, and was ancestor 
of Richard De Burgh, Lord of Connaught and Tuam, who died in 1243, leaving 
two sons, Walter, Earl of Ubter, and William, ancestor of the Earls of Clanri- 
carde. Hie Mayo branch of the fiunily of De Burgh derives from Sir Edraond — 
sumamed Albanach, or the Scot, from the circumstance of his having been a 
hostage in Scotland for twenty-two years. He was the second son of Sir William 
De Buigh Fitzwilliam, and younger brother to William, the first Mac William 
Eighter, of Clanricazde. He was the first who bore the title of Mac William 
Oughter. Hie distinction of Eighter (that is, the upper, nearer, or southern), 
and Oughter (the lower, fietfther, or northern) thus arose : In the year 1333, 
William de Burgh, Earl of Ulster was murdered. Sir Edmond was a principal 
in the muider. The fiunily of the Bourkes, seeing their chief cut off without 
issue male, and none left to govern or protect the province of Ulster, intruded 
into all his famds, which, fi^m the minority of his daughter and heir-geneial, 
ought to have beeo vested in the crown. Within a short time, two of the moat 
potent — die hrotbers, William and Edmond— <iivided the seignioiy of Ulster be- 
tween them ; the former adopting the designation of Mac William Eighter, the 
latter that of Mac William Oughter. Aware that the law of England would 
speedily evict them, they threw off the English yoke — ^became mere Irish — and, 
by their example, induced all the English in the province to do the same; 
changing their names, language and apparel, with all their civil manners and 
customs of living, and suffering their possessions to run in course of thanistiy 
and gavelkind. By this course, Mac William Oughter (Sir Edmond, the Scot) 
acquired a very large seigniory in the county of Mayo. Great disturbances, 
however, ensued — the Bourkes, and their English adherents, were nearly extir- 
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minated from the district — and Mac William Oughter was compelled to flee 
into Scotland. There he obtained a considerable force — returned — repossessed 
himself of his seigniory — ^performed great services to the crown, in Ulster — ^be- 
queathed large possessions to the church — and died, an aged man, in the year 
1375. The earldom of Ulster, however, had been carried from the family by the 
marriage, in 1352, of Elizabeth De Burgh, sole heiress of William, Earl of 
Ulster (by Maude, third daughter of Henry Plantagenet, Earl of Lancaster, 
Leicester, and Derby, grandson of Henry IIL) with Lionel of Antwerp, Duke 
of Clarence, third son of Edward III. 

Sir Thomas Bourke, Mac William Oughter (eldest son of Sir Edmond), 
with Walter De Birmingham, slew, in 1397, a large body of rebellious Irish, and 
their Captain, Mac Conn. This service procured him high favour with the 
crown, and gave him, by virtue of his offices, great weight and consideration in 
the country. By his wife, 0*Conor's daughter, he left five sons ; of whom, the 
first, Walter of Shruel and Culeagh, was ancestor of the Earl of Mayo; and 
Edmond (Barbatus, called, by the Irish, ny Fenog, or the Bearded), ancestor 
of the Viscounts Mayo. To trace the immediate descent farther would carry us 
beyond our limits. — John, the first Earl, and grand^ther of Lady De Clifford, 
was a descendant from the abovementioned Walter Bourke, of Shruel and 
Culeagh. He served many years in parliament for the borough of Naas, and was 
First Commissioner of his Majesty's revenue in Ireland. He was raised to the 
peerage by the title of Baron Naas, of Naas, in the county of Kildare, on the 
14th of October, 1777 ; on the 13th of January, 1781, he was created V^iscount 
Mayo, of Moneycrower, in the county of Mayo; and, on the 24th of June, 
1785, he \*'as advanced to the dignity of Earl of the county of Mayo. His 
Lordship had married, in 1725^ Maiy^ the third daughter and coheiress of the 
Right Honourable Joseph Deane, Lord Chief Baron of the Exchequer, by Eli- 
zabeth, daughter of John Parker, Archbishop of Dublin. His first son, Theo- 
bald, died young. 

His second son, John, who succeeded him as second Earl of Mayo, mar- 
ried the Lady Margaret Leeson, eldest daughter of Joseph, Earl of Milltown ; 
but, dying without issue, was succeeded by his next brother, 

Joseph-Deane (third son of the first Earl). His Lordship was consecrated 
Bishop of Leighlin and Ferns, on the 11th of October, 1772, and was trans- 
lated to the Archiepiscopal see of Tuam, on the 30th of July 1782. He married, 
in 1760, Elizabeth Meade, only daughter of Sir Richard Meade, Bart., and 
sister of John, first Earl of Clanwilliam. By that lady (who died in 1807) he 
had issue : — 

1. John, his successor, fourth Earl of Mayo, bom on the 18th of June, 1766, 
married, in 1792, Arabella, fourth daughter of William Macworth Praed, Esq., 
of Bitton House, in the county of Devon ; — 2. Richard, Lord Bishop of Water- 
ford, bom in 1767, married, in 1795, Frances, second daughter of Robert Fowler, 
Archbishop of Dublin, left at his decease (with other issue) Robert, heir pre- 
sumptive to the Earldom ; — 3. Joseph, Dean of Ossoiy, bora in 1771, married, 
in 1799. Mary, eldest daughter and coheiress of Sackville Gardiner, Esq., uncle 
of the first Viscount Mountjoy;— 4. George-Theobald, bom in 1776, in holy 
orders, married, in 1808, Miss Webster, second daughter of Thomas Webster, 
Esq.; — 5. Catherine; — 6. Mary-Elizabeth, married, on the 19th of February, 
1789, the Right Hon. Edward Southwell, Baron De Clifford, &c. ; — 
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7. Elizabeth; — 8. Mary-Anne, married, in 1806, Thomas Sotheby, Esq., Admiral 
ia the Royal Navy, and died in 1831 ; — 9. Charlotte, married, in 1794, William 
Browne, Esq., of Browne's Hill, Carlow, died in 1806 ; — 10. Harriet, died in 
1781; — 11. Louisa; — 12. Theodosia-Eleanor, married, in 1807, Robert 
Hale, Esq. 

Lady De Clifford's father, the late Earl, died on the 20th of August, 1794, 
and was succeeded by his eldest son .

We now proceed to the family of Clifford — a family no less interesting than it 
is ancient and noble. It claims a lineal descent from Richard, Duke of Nor- 
mandy, grandfather of William the Conqueror. Richard had six sons and three 
daughters : Richard, sumamed the Good, fifth Duke of Normandy ; Robert, the 
sixth Duke, and father of the Conqueror ; William, surnamed Ponce, or Poncius, 
Earl of Arques and Toulouse, ancestor of the Cliffords ; Nicholas, Abbot of St. 
Andrews; William, a monk; and Mauger, Archbishop of Rouen ; the daughters 
were : Eleanor, married to Baldwin IV., Earl of Flanders ; Alisa, married to 
Rainauld, Earl of Burgundy ; and Papia, married to Gilbert, advocate for 
Valery. 

William, Earl of Arques and Toulouse, came into England with the Con- 
queror. His third son, Richard Fitz-Pontz, or des Pontz, obtained from Henry I. 
the cantred of Bychan and the castle of Lahnyndhry, in Wales. He married 
Maud, daughter of Ralph de Toney, of Clifford Castle, in Herefordshire. His 
eldest son, Simon, was the founder of Clifibrd Priory. Walter, his second son, 
was called, at first, Fitz-Richard Fitz-Pont ; but, after he came into possession 
of Clifford Castle, through his mother, he assumed the surname of Clifford, 
which has continued with his posterity. Fair Rosamond, mistress of Henry II., 
was one of his daughters. Roger Clifford, his great-grandson, married Isabel, 
eldest daughter and coheiress of Robert de Vipont, Lord of Westmorland : in 
her right, he held Brougham Castle, in Westmorland; part of which he built, 
and caused an inscription in stone over the door of the inward gate, ''This 
MADE Roger." His son, 

Robert De Clifford, first Lord De Clifford, slain in the memorable battle 
of Bannockbume, was a great favourite with his sovereign, Edward II., who 
created him Earl Marshal of England, and conferred upon him, in the year 1311, 
the barony, or honour and fee, of Skipton, in Craven, Yorkshire.* His 
eldest son, 

Roger, second Lord De Clifford, having been beheaded at York, with Thomas, 
Earl of Lancaster, in 1327, vras succeeded by his brother. 



* SUi^on, pfeyioosly to the Norman oonqiiest, had been a posaeasion of Barl Edwin, son of 
Leofwine, and brother of Leofin, Earla of Merda. On the parcelling oat of lands, after the 
Conquest, it was granted to Robert de Bomille, who built the castle. By marriage, the baronjr 
descended to the house of Albemarle, in which it continued till the gth of Edward I., when it 
was surrendered to the crown. Edward II. almost immediately after his accession, conferred 
it on his minion. Piers de Gaveston, and subsequently, as above stated, on Robert de Clillbrd.

Robert, third Lord De Clifibrd. This nobleman made so many important 
additions to Skipton Castle — including seven round towers, connected by 
rectUinear apartments, forming an interior quadrangular court — that his cele- 
brated descendant, Anne, Countess of Pembroke and Montgomery, speaks of him 
as the chief builder of the strongest parts of the structure, which had been out of 
repair and ruinous from the time of the Albemarles. He married Isabel, 
daughter of Maurice, Lord Berkeley, of Berkeley Castle. His second son (suc- 
cessor to his brother, who died without issue) was 

Roger, the fifth Lord, recorded to have been " one of the wisest and gal- 
lantest of all the Cliffords. " His third son (by Maud, daughter of Thomas De 
Beauchamp, Earl of Warwick) was Sir Lewis Clifford, ancestor of the Cliffords of 
Kent, and of the Barons Clifford, of Chudleigh. His grandson, 

John, seventh Lord De Clifford, R.G., was slain at the siege of Meaux, in 
France, in 1442. His wife was Elizabeth, daughter of Henry, Lord Percy, com- 
monly called Hotspur. The grandson of this nobleman was 

John, ninth Lord De Clifford. He was extensively engaged in the wars of his 
time ; and, in 1460, being in the battle of Wakefield, and siding with the King 
(Henry VL) who gained the victory, he is said to have made so great a slaughter, 
that he was from that time called the butcher. Upon his character, also, rests the 
imputation, of having stabbed to the heart, in, or after, the battle of Wakefield, 
young Edmund Plantagenet, Earl of Rutland, fourth son of Richard, Duke of 
York ; an incident of which the bard of Avon has powerfully availed himself. 
Remaining firm to the house of Lancaster, he was slain in the battle of Towton, 
in 1461. Hb eldest son (by Margaret Bromflete, daughter and sole heir of 
Henry, Lord Bromfiete and Baron Vescy) was 

Henry, tenth Lord De Clifford. The history of this nobleman is singularly 
romantic. His mother, being by birth Baroness Vescy, brought the title of Baron 
Vescy to the Cliffords, and also Lauesborough House, and other estates. How- 
ever, the house of York prevailing, he was, when about seven years old, disguised 
in the mean habit of a shepherd's boy, to prevent hb filing into their hands, as 
they probably would have revenged themselves on the son of a man who had 
rendered himself so odious to them, by killing the young Earl of Rutland : — 

Now who is he that bounds with Joy, 

On Carrock's side, a shepherd boy i 

No thoughts hath he but thoughts that pass 

Liffht as the wind along the grass. 

Can this be he who hither came 

In secret— like a smothered flame * 

O'er whom siich thankftd tears were shed. 

For shelter* and a poor man's bread t 

God loves the child ; and God hath willed 

That those dear words should be MfiUed— 

The lady's words when forced away. 

The last she to her babe did say : 

" My own I my own I Tliy fellow gneat 

I may not be } but rest thee, rest ; 

rot lowly shepherd's life is best I "

Our CUiford was a han>y youth. 
And thankfiil through a weary time. 
That brought him up to manhood's prime. 
—Again he wanders forth at will. 
And tends a flock from hill to hiU : 
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niM f«rb iM humble ; ne'er was seen 
Such gmrb with such a noble mien ; 
Amonc the shepherd.grooms no mate 
Hath he, a child of strength and state ! * 

In the first parliament of Henry VII., after a lapse of five-and-twenty years. 
Lord De Clifford, at the age of thirty-two, was restored in blood and honour, and 
to all his possessions. Dr. Whittaker, in his History of Craven, thus records 
some curious particulars respecting him : 

** On the accession of Henry VIII., emerged from the Fells of Cumberland, 
where he had been principally concealed for twenty-five years, Henry Lord 
Clifford, with the manners and education of a shepherd. He was almost alto- 
gether illiterate; but far from deficient in natural understanding; and what 
strongly marks an ingenuous mind in a state of recent elevation, depressed by a 
consciousness of his own deficiencies. On this account he retired to the soli- 
tude of Bardin, where he seems to have enlarged the tower out of a common 
keeper's lodge, and where he found a retreat equally fiivourable to taste, to in- 
struction, and to devotion. The narrow limits of his residence shew that he had 
learned to despise the pomp of greatness, and that a small train of servants 
could suffice him who had, to the age of thirty, been a servant himself. 

** His early habits, and the want of those artificial measures of time which 
even shepherds now possess, had given him a turn for observing the motions of 
the heavenly bodies ; and having purchased such an apparatus as could then be 
procured, he amused and informed himself in these pursuits, with tlie aid of the 
canons of Bolton, some of whom are said to have been well versed in what was 
then known of the science. It is pleasing to find these religious so employing 
themselves, and so well qualified to afford their illiterate, but curious patron, a 
liberal occupation, which alone could prevent him from sinking into sordid 
habits. 

^* In these peaceful employments, whether rational or otherwise. Lord Clifford 
spent the whole reign of Henry VII., and the first year of his son. But in the 
year 1513, when almost sixty years old, he was appointed toa'principal command 
over the army which fought at Flodden, and shewed that the military genius of 
the £unily had neither been chilled in him by age, nor extinguished by habits of 
peace. 

" He survived the battle of Flodden ten years, and died April 23, 1523, aged 
about seventy." 

This Lord De Clifford is described in the Memoirs of the Countess qf Pem- 
broke, as '* a plain man, who lived for the most part a country life, and came 
seldom either to the court, or London, excepting when called to parliament ; on 
which occasions he behaved himself like a wise and good English nobleman.'' 
Wordsworth, in the song referred to in the note below, thus makes his minstrel 
pour forth a war-exciting strain :

Id the old poem of Flodden Field, De Clifford and his band are not for- 
gotten : 

From Penigent to Pendle Hill, 
From Linton to Long Addingham, 
And aU that Craven coasts did till. 
They with the lusty Cliflbrd came; 
All Staindilfe hundred went with him. 
With striplings strong from Wharlcdale, 
And all that Uanton hills did dimb. 
With Longstroth eke and Utton DiOe, 
Whose milk'fed fellows, fleshy bred. 
Well browned with sounding bows upbend ; 
AU such as Uorton Fells had fed. 
On dlflbrd's banner did attend. 

Wordsworth, however, ailusiyely to the peaceful character of Lord De Clifford, 
adds, 

Alas ! the fervent harper did not know 
That for a tranquil soul the lay was framed. 
Who, long compeUed in humble walks to go. 
Was softened into feeling, soothed, and tamed. 

Love had he found in huts where poor men lie ; 
His daily teachers had been woods and rills, 
The silence that is in the starry sky. 
The deep that is among the lonely hills. 

In him the savage virtue of the race. 
Revenge, and all ferocious thoughts were dead : 
Nor did he change ; but kept in lottj placa 
The wisdom which adversity had bred. 

Glad were the valet, and every cottage hearth} 
The shepherd lord was honoured more and more -, 
And, ages after he was laid in earth, 
"The good Lord Clifford " was the name he bore. 

Lord De Clifford's life, in its earlier periods, was a life of romance. There is 
reason to believe that the celebrated ballad, entitled the Nut-Browne Maid, was 
founded on what really occurred to him, and to the object of his attachment, 
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" Foi n early

thirty years," observes a writer in the CotraraiiMroria, vol.vii., "he 
10 forego tlie patrimony of his feihers, and in that period, if, as I sui 
the rtal hero of the Nvt-Bruvine Maid, the adventure recorded in the poem took 
place. The great li/nage of ihe lady, and her being a baron'i chiliie, agree per- 
fectly witti the descent of bis first wife, Amie, daughter of Sii John Si. John, of 
Blelsoe." TTiis lady was, by half blood, cousin gerraan to King Ilenty VII. By 
her he had several children ; of whom, the eldest son, his successor, was 

Uenht, eleventh Lord De Clifford, created Earl of Cumberland in 1633, at 
the age of thirty. In consequence of his youlhftil extravagance, he had, for 
several years, lived on bad terms with his £ither. 

" The method which this high-spirited young roan look to supply his necessi- 
ties, is characteristic of ihe times. Instead of resorting to JewK and money- 
lenders, coroputing the value of his father's life, and raising great sums by antici- 
pation, tnelhods which are better suited to the calm, uneaierprising dissipation of 
the present age, Henry Clifford turned outlaw, assembled a band of dissolute 
followers, harassed the religious bouses, beat ibeir tenants, and forced the inlia- 
bilanls of whole villages to lake sanctuary in their churches. 

" He is said, however, to have been reclaimed in good time j and there is 
great reason to hope, that bis father lived losee the effects of hit reformation; for 
it can scarcely be supposed that he continued this ine^lar course of life long 
after his marriage, and be was a father by his second lady at twenty-four. 

" For the Earldom and ihe Garter, the latter of which was conferred on him 
seven years after the fbrmer, lliia nobleman made every return which became a 
grateful man, and a dutiful subject; and when attacked in Skiplon Caslle, by 
Aske and his fellow rebels, amidst a gt^eral defection of tlie dependents of hts 
&ffiily, bravely defended it against them all." 

The licentiousness of this nobleman is ascribed to the circumstance of his 
having been bred up the fellow-student and companion of Prince Henry, after- 
wards Henry VIII. HisjSrjt wife was Margaret, daughter of George, fourth 
Earl of Shrewsbury; bis tecond, Uargoret Percy, daughter of Henry, Hfih Earl 
of Northumberland, by Eleanor, daughter of Edmund Beaufort, Duke of 
Somerset, a lineal descendant from John of Gaunt, Duke of Lancaster. His 
tovereign, who bad not forgotten their former intimacy, raised him to the dignity 
of Earl of Cumberland within two months after the death of his &ther, (Jn 
this occasion he made a journey to London ; and it is not a little curious to find, 
thai his expenses on the road, attended, as he was, by thirty-three of his serranls 
on horseback, amounted only to £7 ISi. Id, ; and that, lodged at Derby Place, 
DOW the Heralds' College, his eipenditure for himself and his whole retinue, 
horses included, for five weeks and one day, did not amount to more liiaii 
£46 7j., or about £9 per week. Besides many liishionable articles of dress, of 
which bis Lordship had ever been passionately fond, we find, amongst the Irea- 
nirei which be look back wilh him into the north, a bugle hum, tipped wiih 
silver — a green sash — a pair of shooting gloves — several dozens of arrows — a 
bound, obtained from Lord Westniorland-~a lalcon, purchased for £l — "a white 
(roDletett broidered and wrought wiih gold for my lady, £2 lOi." — " velvet lo 
Iiiy lady, 7»." — " wyne to my ladie, £l."&c. 

The Earl of Cumberland was, at difTertnl periods, Governor of Carlisle, Pre- 
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sident of the Council in the North, Warden of the West Marches towards Scot- 
land, Lord President of Wales, &c. He was installed K.G. in 1537. Henry VIII., 
continuing his royal favour, recommended Henry Lord CliflTord, his Lordship's 
eldest son and successor, to the Lady Eleanor Brandon, his cousin, daughter of 
Charles Brandon, Duke of Suffolk, by Maiy, Queen Dowager of France, daughter 
of Henry VII. The Earl of Cumberland, in consequence, built the great gal- 
lery of Skipton Castle, for the reception of hb high-bom daughter-in-law. The 
year before his death (which occurred in 1542) he received, as a reward for his 
courage and loyalty, a grant of the priory of Bolton, with the lands belonging to 
it in Skipton, &c. Dr. Whittaker, who was permitted to enter the family vault 
at Skipton, in the year 1803, found the leaden cofHn of this nobleman, much 
corroded, and exhibiting the skeleton of a short and very stout man, with long 
flaxen hair, gathered in a knot behind tlie skull. Next to the Earl, lay the re- 
mains of Margaret Percy, his second Countess, whose cofHn was entire, and who 
appeared to have been a slender and diminutive woman. His son and successor 
by this lady, was 

Henry, second Earl of Cumberland, who, when only sixteen years of age, 
was made a Knight of the Bath, at the coronation of Anne Boleyn. His mar- 
riage with the lady Eleanor Brandon was solemnized at Brandon House, Bride- 
well, in 1537. This royal alliance brought with it a train of expenses, and for a 
time greatly impoverished the Cumberland estate. '' He had a good library, was 
studious in all manner of learning, and much given to alchemy.*' After the 
death of his Countess, which occurred in 1547, '' he withdrew into the country, 
grew rich, and became a purchaser.*' Dr. Whittaker tells us that 

<' The Earl fell into a languishing sickness, and was reduced to such an ex- 
treme state of weakness, that his physicians thought him dead ; his body was 
already stripped, laid out upon a table, and covered with a hearse-cloth of black 
velvet, when some of his attendants, by whom he was greatly beloved, perceived 
symptoms of returning life. He was once more put to bed ; and by the help of 
warm clothes without, and cordials within, gradually recovered. But for a 
month or more, his only sustenance was milk sucked from a woman*s breast, 
which restored him completely to health, and he became a strong man." 

By his jirtl wife, the Earl had an only child, the lady Margaret Clifford, 
married to Henry Stanley, Earl of Derby. By his second lady, Anne, daughter 
of William, Lord Dacre, he had two sons and a daughter. His eldest son was 

George, third Earl of Cumberland, and fourteenth Baron De Clifibrd. He 
succeeded to the title at the age of eleven years and five months. There is yet 
existing at Skipton Castle, a large but much decayed picture of this Earl and his 
fiimily on a sort of screen, divided into three compartments, and exhibiting a 
curious combination of family history and portrait painting, on the same canvass ; 
for, of each personage — the Earl, his Countess, and his half-sister, the Countess 
of Derby — his sister, Frances, Lady Wharton — and Elizabeth, Countess of Bath, 
and Anne, Countess of Warwick, sisters to his Countess, &c. — a copious bio- 
graphical sketch is given from the pen of the Countess of Pembroke, assisted, 
according to tradition, by Sir Matthew Hale. From the sketch, relating to the 
Earl of whom we are speaking, we learn that 

'* When he was almost nineteen years old he was married in ye church of St. 
Mary Overs in Southwark, June 24th, 1577, to his virtuous and onely lady the 
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Kd]' Mai^t Russell, third daughter and youngest child to Frances, second Eai) 
of Bedford hy his flrst wife Margaret St. Jolin, by wboni be bad two sonces and 
one daughter Francys and Robert whoe being succesiively Lords Clifford, died 
young in their Other's life-time ; and the Lady Anne Ctiffbrd, whoe was just 
fifteen years and nine months at her fatlier's death, being then his sole daughter 
and heire. He performed nine viages by sea in his onn person, most of Uiem to 
the West Indies, with great bonour tu himself, and servis to bis Queue and 
country, having gained the strong town of Fiall, in die Zorrous Islands, in the 
yeare 1589, and in bis last viage the strong forte of Portereco, in the yeare 1598. 
He Wits made Kt, of the Garter by quene Etiz. and councellor of slate by 
K. James. He died in the Dutchy-hoiise, in the Savoy, London, the 30th of 
October, 1005, being then of age forty-seven yeares and three months wanting 
nine days. His bowellsand inner paries was bureyed in Skipton Church, in 
CiBven, in Yorkshire, the 1 3th of March following. By his death the title of 
Earl of Cumberland cam to his only brother Sir Francys Cliffbid. But t)ie 
ancient right to his baionies, honors, and ancient lands, descended then lo his 
only daughter and heir, the lady Ann ClifTord, for whose right to them liir worthy 
mother bad, after great suits at law with his brother Francys earle of Cumberland. 
This eati Georg was a man of many natural perfections, of a great wii and 
judgement, of a strong body, and full of agility, of a noble mind, and not sub- 
ject to pride or am^ance, a man generally beloved in this kiugdome. He died 
of a bloody flix, caused, as was supposed, by the many wounds and distempers 
lie leceyved formerly in his sea riages. He died penilenily, willingly, aud 
chrislanly. His ooely daughter and heire, the lady Anue ClifTord, and the 
Countess, hir mother, weare both present at his death," 
This nobleman, however, did not leave a fair character. Dr. Whitlaker ob- 

" Geoige, £arl of Cumberland, was a great bul unamiable man. His story 
odnurably illustrates the difference between greatness and contentment, between 
fame and virtue. If we trace him in the public history of his times, we see 
nothing but the accomplished couilier, the skilful navigator, the intrepid com- 
mander, the disinterested paliiol. If we follow him into his fiunily, we are in- 
stantly struck with the indifferent and unlaithful husband, the negligent and 
thoughtless parent. If we enter his muniment room, we ate surrounded by me- 
morials of prodigality and debts, mortgages, and sales, inquietude and approacl)- 
iQg want. By the grant of the Nortons' estates, he set out wuh a larger estate 
than any of his ancestors : in Utile more tlian twenty years he made it one of 
(he least." 

A magnificent tomb, of black marble, was erected to his memory in Skipton 
church, by his daughter, the Countess of Pembroke. This monumeal exhibits, 
on ils sides, no fewer than seventeen shields ; " an assembli^e of noble 
bearings," observes Di. W., " such as probably cannot be found on the tomb of 
any other Englishman." These bearings are as follow : 

" I . Clifford and Hussel wiihin the Garter, on carl's coronet above. 2. Cliflbrd 
between Biandon and Dacre. 3. Clifford and Percy within the Garter ; a coronet 
above. 4. Veteripont and Duly. 5. Veieriponl and Ferrers. 6. Veteripont 
and Fitz Piers. 7. Clilfotd and Veleripotii, 3. Clifford and Clare. 9. Quar- 
terly, CltObrd and Veteripont. 10. Clifford and Beauchamp. 11. Clifford and 
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Roos. 12. Clifford and Percy, within the Garter. 13. Clifford and Dacre. 
14. Clifford and BromHet (de Vesci). 15. Clifford and St. John of Bletsho. 
16. Clifford and Berkeley. 17. Clifibrd and Neyill. 

Francis, fourth Earl of Cumberland, bom in Skipton Castle, 1559, died in 
the same apartment more than eighty years after. By his Countess, Grisold, 
daughter of Thomas Hughes, Esq., of Uxbridge, and widow of Edward Nerill, 
Lord Abergavenny, he had two daughters, one married to Sir Thomas Wentworth, 
afterwards Earl of Strafford, the other to Sir Gerrase Clifton, Bart. ; and a son, 

Henry, fifth and last Earl, of the family of Clifford. He married Lady 
Frances Cecil, only daughter of Robert, Earl of Salisbury, by whom he had an 
only daughter and heir, married to Richard Boyle, Earl of Cork, who was created 
Lord De Clifford, of Lanesborough, iu 1644. By the death of this Earl of 
Cumberlaud, in 1643, the long family contest for the barony of Skipton was 
finally closed ; and, after thirty-eight years of discord, Anne Clifford, Baroness 
De Clifford, Countess Dowager of Dorset, and then Countess of Pembroke and 
Montgomery, entered upon the inheritance of her ancestors. 

This lady, who was one of the most illustrious women of her own, or of any 
age, and whose memoirs alone would form an interesting and valuable volume, 
was married, firtt, to Richard Sackville, Earl of Dorset, a man of sense and 
spirit, but of licentious morals ; secondfyy to Philip Herbert, Earl of Pembroke 
and Montgomery, the illiterate and despicable tool of a party. '' Her person,'' 
remarks Whittaker, ** was tall and upright ; her dress, after she resided in the 
north, usually of black serge ; her features more expressive of firmness than 
benignity. The principles of physiognomy are certainly fidlacious ; for no one 
who ever saw the picture of Lady Pembroke, witliout knowing whom it repre- 
sented, would suppose it to have been meant for a beneficent and amiable 
woman.'' It was diis lady who addressed the following memorable reply to Sir 
Joseph Williamson, Secretary of State to Charles II., who had written to nomi- 
nate to her a representative in parliament for the borough of Appleby : 

'' I have been bullied by an usurper ; I have been neglected by a court ; but 
I will not be dictated to by a subject : your man shan't stand. 

'' Anne, Dorset, Pembroke, and Montgomery." 

Here is the inscription which appears over the present entrance into Skipton 
Castle, as the record of Lady Pembroke's labours : 

'*This Skipton Castle was repayred by the Lady Anne Clifford, Countess- 
Dowager of Pembroke, Dorsett, and Montgomerie, Baroness Clifford, Westmor- 
land and Vesie, Ladye of the Honour of Skipton, in Craven, and Sheriffesse by 
Inheritance of the County of Westmorland, in the Yeares 1657 and 1658; after 
this Maine Part of it had layne Ruinous ever since December, 1648, and the 
January following, when it was then pulled downe and demolished, almost to 
the Foundation, by the Command of the Parliament, then sitting at Westminster, 
because it had been a Garrison in the then Civil Warres in England. 
Itaiahf chap. Iviii. v. 12.* God's name be praised."

Thou Shalt raise up the foundations of many grenerations, and thou shalt be called the 
repairer of the breach, the restorer of paths to dwell in.** 
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Lady Pembroke parted with her motlier only seven weeks previously to the 
decease of the latter, on the road between Penrith and Appleby, an event 
which she recorded by erecting a pillar upon the spot, with the following in- 
scription : 

** This pillar was erected in the year 1656, by Ann, Countess Dowager of Pem- 
broke, &c., for a memorial of her last parting, in this place, with her good and 
pious mother, Margaret, Countess -Dowager of Cumberland, on the 2d of April, 
1616 ; in memory whereof she hath left an annuity of £4 to be distributed to 
the poor of the parish of Brougham, every 2d day of April, for ever, upon the 
stone table placed hard by. Laus Deo I '' 

On the decease of Lady Pembroke, in 1675, the baronies of Clifford, West- 
morland, and Vescy devolved — no issue remaining from Isabella, her younger 
daughter. Countess of Northampton — upon her grandson, Thomas Tufton, sixth 
Earl of Thanet, son and heir of her elder daughter. Lady Margaret Sackville. 
This nobleman's claim was allowed by the house of peers, in 1691. On his 
death, in 1729, the respective baronies again fell into abeyance amongst his five 
daughters (by the Lady Catherine, daughter of Henry, Duke of Cavendish) ; 
Catherine, wife of Edward, Viscount Sondes, son of Lewis, Earl of Rocking- 
ham ; Anne, wife of James, fifth Eai\ of Salisbury ; Margaret, wife of Tliomas 
Cooke, Earl of Leicester; Mary, married, ^r5f, to Anthony Grey, Earl Harold, 
son of Henry, Duke of Kent; secondlt/y to Jolm, Earl (Jower; and Isabella, 
married, first, to Lord Nassau Paulet, son of Charles, third Duke of Bolton ; 
secondly, to Sir Francis Blake Delaval, K.B. In 1734, the Kin^ was pleased to 
terminate the abeyance in favour of Margaret, Countess of Leicester ; and, on 
her death, without surviving issue, in 1775, in favour of Edward Southwell, Esq., 
father of the late Lord De Clifford. 

The ancient and honourable family of Southwell derives its name from the 
town of Suelle, Sewel, Suthwell, or Southwell, in the county of Nottingham, 
where they resided, and were lords thereof until the reign of Henry VI. The 
Southwells then began to flourish in the eastern and southern counties of Eng- 
land ; several of their collateral branches being in that reign transplanted and 
dispersed into Norfolk, Surrey, Sussex, Essex, &c. Sir liobert Southwell, of 
King's Weston, in the county of Gloucester, was Clerk of the Privy Council to 
Charles XL, and ambassador to several foreign courts. In the reign of 
William III. he was principal Secretary of State for Ireland, and he attended his 
Majesty in his expedition of 1690, for the reduction of that kingdom. He was 
five times chosen President of the Royal Society. Edward Southwell, his 
eldest son and successor, married Catherine, daughter of the abovementioned 
Edwai'd Watson, Viscount Sondes, and Lady Catherine Tuflon, and sole heiress 
of her brothers, Lewis and Thomas, Earls of Rockingham. By tliat lady, he left 
an only son and heir, 

Edward Southwell, Esq., who, by the death of Margaret, Baroness De 
Clifford, and Countess - Dowager of Leicester, received his summons to 
parliament, as Baron De Clifford, in 1776. He was then member of 
parliament for the county of Gloucester, to which he was returned in 
1763, 1768, and 1774. His Lordship married Sophia, third daughter of 
Samuel Campbell, of Mount Campbell, in the county of Leitrim, m Ire- 
land, governess, at a later period of her life, to the Princess Charlotte, of 
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Wales.* His Lordship died oo the Ist of November, 1777, and was succeeded 
by his eldest son^ the present 

Edward Southwell Clifford, Baron De Qifibrd. Tliis nobleman was 
bom on the 23d of June, 1767 ; and manied, as already stated, in February, 
1789, to the Lady Mart-Elizabeth Bourke, second daughter of Joseph, 
third Earl of Mayo, and Archbishop of Tuam ; by whom he had no issue. 
He died on the 3(Mh of September, 1832, when the Baromy of Clifford fell 
again into abeyance, amongst the issue of his three late sisters, Catherine, 
Sophia, and Eliiabeth ; the eldest, Catherine, mairied Colonel George Couss- 
maker, and her only surviving issue is Sophia, wife of Captain John Russell. 
Mrs. Coussmaker died in 1801. The second, Sophia, wedded Viscount Sidney, 
and died in 1795 ; and the third, Elizabeth, espoused the Earl of Albemarle, 
and died in 1817.

RIGHT HONOURABLE ANNE-JANE, LADY AUDLEY. 



Ann&Jakb Donnelly, eldest daughter of Vioe-Admiral Ross Donnelly, 
espoused on the 18th of April, 1816, the Right Hon. George- John Thicknesse- 
Tuchet, Baron Audlet, of Heleigh Castle, in the county of Stafford. 

The fiimily of Tuchet came into England with the Comquebok, and was at 
the period of considerable note. The name appears on the roll of Battle Abbey, 
and in the chronicles of Normandy. 

William Tuchet distinguished himself in Edward the First's wars with 
Scotland. From the 28th to the 34th of diat king's reign (1298 to 1305) inclu- 
sive, he had summons to parliament amongst the barons of the realm. His suc- 
cessor, William, was also repeatedly in the wars with Scotland ; but, about the 
year 13S1, having engaged in die insurrection of Thomas, Earl of Lancaster, he 
was taken prisoner with his leader at Borough Brigg, and suffered death at 
Pomfret. 

Sir Robert Tuchet, Kntf was, in the 13th of Edward II. (1319) one of 
those barons, who, with the Earls of Lancaster and Hereford, assembled at Sher- 
borne, in Elmedone, and swore to stand by each odier, until they should have 
amended the state of the realm. Notwithstanding their oath, however, he and 
several of the others submitted to the King. 

Sir John Tuchet, grandson of this Robert, Lord Tuchet, was a principal 
commander in the wars vrith France in the time of Edward III. He was killed 
in an engagement vrith a Spanish fleet off Rochelle, in 1370. His wife viras 
Joan, eldest daughter of James Aldethley,or Audley, Lord AuDLEY,of Heleigh, 
in the county of Stafford (created, by summons, January 26, 1296), and sister and 
coheir of Nicholas, Lord Audley. John Tuchet, their grandson, succeeded his 
great uncle, Nicholas, Lord Audley. He was employed by Henry IV. against 
the Welsh. His son, 

James, Lord Audley, accompanied Henry V. in his wars with France. On 
the coronation of that King, with his Queen, he was Lord Almoner, in the room 
of the Earl of Cambridge; and, in 1422, on the death of the King, in France 
he yna one of the Lords that attended on the royal obsequies from Bois de 
Vincennes to Paris, and thence to Calais and Dover, to the interment at West^ 
minster. By his successor, Henry VL, he was employed on many important 
occasions.

The Lady Sarah-Sophia Fane, eldest daughter of John, Earl of Westmorland, 
K.G., &c.^ by his first wife, Sarah-Anne, daughter and sole heiress of Robert 
Child, of Osterley Park, in the county of Middlesex, married on the 23d of May, 
1804, George Villiers, fifth Ea&l of Jersey. 

It appears, firom an ancient pedigree, that the founders of the fiimily of Fane, 
represented by the Earl of Westmorland, descended from Howel ap Vane, 
of Monmouthshire, living before the time of William the Conqueror, The son 
of Howel, styled, by the Welsh heralds, GriflBth ap Howel Vane, married Lattice, 
daughter of Bledwin ap Kenwyn, Lord of Powis. His son, by her, was Iron 
Vane, called, ftom his complexion, the fair Vane ; from whom, through his mar- 
riage with Angharaud, daughter of Owen ap Edwin, or ap Evan Meredith, de- 
scended Sir Henry Vane, who was knighted for his valiant conduct at the battle 
of Poictiers, on the 19th of September, 1356. That gentleman continuing in 
France, in the service of Edward, Prince of Wales, married there a French lady, 
Grace, daughter and heir to Sir Stephen de Leeke. John Vane, Esq., of Hilden, in 
Tonbhdge, fifth in descent from Sir Henry Vane, married Isabel, daughter of John 
DareU, Esq., of the county of Rent. He was the first of the fiunily who took the 
name of Fane. Of four sons, his second, Richard, was ancestor of the Earl of 
Westmorland, and his fourth, John, ancestor of the Marquess of Cleveland. 

The Richard Fane, here mentioned, seated at Badsell, in Tudely, in Rent, 
had, by gift of his ftither in his will, the manor of Snergate, in Kent; also his 
lands in Lamberfaursty with his manor and lands in Morden, after the decease of 
Isabel, his mother ; and further, he enjoyed the residue of his elder brother 
Heniy*s estate. He married Agnes, daughter and heir of Thomas Stidolph, 
Esq., of Badsell, descended from an ancient family seated at Stidolph, in Surrey. 

Thomas Fane, his grandson, was implicated in Sir Thomas Wyatt's rebellion, 
in the first year of Queen Mary, but pardoned. On the 26th of August, 1573, 
he was knighted at Dover Castle, by Robert, Earl of Leicester, in the presence 
of Queen Elizabeth. By his second wife, the Lady Mary Nevile, daughter and 
heir of Henry, Lord Abergavenny, by Frances, daughter of Thomas Manners, 
Earl of Rutland, he had four sons and two daughters. Lady Mary, his relict, 
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was restored to the name, style, and dignity of Baroness Le Despencer, to 
descend to her heirs with the ancient seat, place, and precedency of her an- 
cestors.* Her eldest son, Francis, was made a Knight of the Bath at the coro- 
nation of James I., on the 15th of July, 1603 ; and, on the 29th of December, 
1684, he was advanced to the titles of Baron Burghersh and Earl of Westmor- 
land. His Lordship (who died in 1628, and was buried at Mereworth, in Kent) 
married Maiy, daughter and heir to Sir Anthony Mildmay, of Apethorp, in 
Northamptonshire, with whom he had a large estate. The issue of this marriage 
was seven sons and six daughters ; of whom, Mildmay, the eldest son, became 
second Earl of Westmorland ; and Francis, the third, was the direct progenitor 
of the present Earl. This Francis was Knight of the Bath at the coronation of 
Charles !• ; and, in the time of the civil wars, he was Governor of Doncaster 
Castle, and afterwards of Lincoln, for the King. He obtained some reputation 
as a writer, having produced three dramatic pieces, and a variety of miscellaneous 
poems-t He was seated at Fulbeck, in Lincolnshire, and at Aston, in Yorkshire. 
By his wife, Elizabeth (eldest daughter of William West, Esq., of Tirbeck, in 
the county of York, and vndow of John, Lord Darcy) he had issue : — 

1. Francis; — ^2. William, died unmarried; — 3. Henry, K.B. at the corona- 
tion of Charles II., M.P., a Member of the Privy Council, &c.: he married 
Elizabeth, daughter and heir of Thomas Sapcot, Esq., of Exeter, by whom he 
had a son, Charles, who, on the accession of George I. was appointed of his 
Majesty's Privy Council; and afterwards (1718) created Viscount Fane, in the 
kingdom of Ireland : by his vrife, Mary, youngest daughter of Alexander Stan- 
hope, Esq., sister to James, created Earl Stanhope, he had two sons and four 
daughters ; of whom Judith married John, fifth Ead-^ Sandwich : Charles, his 
eldest son, became second Viscount Fane ; and on his death, in 1782, the title 
became extinct;— 4. Edward ; — 5. Mary. 

Francis, the eldest son of Sir Thomas above mentioned, was one of the Knights 
of the Bath at the coronation of Charles II. He married Hannah, daughter of 
John Rushworth, Esq., of the county of Essex, author of the well-known UisiO' 
rical Collections, Henry, his second surviving son by this lady, married Anne, 
daughter of Thomas Scrope, Esq., of Bristol, and sister and coheir of John 
Scrope, Esq., of Walmsley, in the county of Oxford, Secretary to the Treasury, 
by whom he has issue : — 

1. Francis, member in several parliaments, one of his Majesty's Council-at-law, 
one of the Commissioners for TVade and Plantations, &c., died in 1757 ; — 
2. Thomas, eighth Earl of Westmorland ; — 3. Henry, M.P., one of the chief 
Clerks of the Treasury, and also to the Privy Council ; married, ^r«/, Charlotte, 
only daughter of Nicholas Howe, Poet Laureat, by whom he had a daughter, 
Charlotte, married Sir William St. Quintin, Bart., of Harpham, in Yorkshire ; 
ieeondlyf Anne, daughter of Dr. John Wynn, Bishop of Bath and Wells, by 
whom he had a daughter, Mary, married Sir Thomas Stapleton, Bart, and was

John, the present Earl of Westmorland, Recorder of Lyme Regis, &c. His 
Lordship was bom on the Ist of January, 1759. He married, firtt, on the 20lli 
of May, 1782, Saiah-Aune, sole heiress of Robert Child, Esq., of Osterley Park, 
in the county of Middlesex. By this lady, who died on the 9th of November 
1793, his Lordship had issue :—

the Kmg, and a Colonel in the Army ; bom February 2, 1784, married Mary, 
datighler of the Right Honourable William Wellesley Pole, Lord Maryborough ;

Augusta, bom March 17, 
t78C, married, June 20, 181)4, John Parker, lirst Earl of Morley (which marriage 
was dissolved by act of parliament, February 14, 1809) and afterwards, the 
Right Hon. Sir Arthur Paget, G.C.B., son of Henry, lirst Earl of Uibridge, and 
brother of Henry, Marquess of Anglesea, G.C.B.; — 4. Maria, bom May 11, 
IT87, married, November 16, 1B05, John, Viscount Duncannon, eldest son of 
Frederick Ponsonby, Earl of Besborough ; — 5.

The family of Villiers is descended from the ancient noble house of Villiera 
(variously written Villere, Villiers, V'ileres, Vylers,&c.) Seigneurs of Lisle Adam, 
in Normandy. Some of its members appear to have come into England with 
William the Norman^ in 1066, for, soon afterwards, Pagan de Villars was Lord 
of Crosby, in tlie county of Lancaster, and was also possessed of Newbold, in 
the county of Nottingham, which his posterity held till the reign of Edward ITI. 
Tliis Pagan de Villars gave to the church of St. Peter, and to Roger, Archbisliop 
of York, the tithes and church of Kinalton, for the use of the household of the 
Archbishop, in the year 1100. lie flourished in the reign of William II. and 
Henry 1., and was a witness to the foundation charter of Roger of Poictou, to the 
monasteiy of Lancaster. He was father of 

1. Matihew, whose grandaughter and heir married Sir William de Boteler, 
of Warrington ; — 2. William of Newbold, in the county of Nottingham ; — 

3. Allen, whose daughter and heir married, about the time of King John, 
Robert Molincux, of Seflon, in Lancashire, from whom descended the Earls of 
Sefton, and Sir Francis Molineux, Bart., of Teversall, in Nottinghamshire ; — 

4. Pagan ; — and, as is supposed, one or two other sons. 

Alexander de Villiers, of Kinalton, in the county of Nottingham, and 
Lord of Brooksby, in Leicestershire, was grandson of Pagan de \ illiers, by his 
fourth son Pagan. By his first wife. Cicely, daughter of William Seis, of 
Donington-super-le-IIeath, he was fether to Sir Richard de Villers, a renowned 
warrior, who, in 1268, following Edward 1. into the Holy Land, relinquished his 
paternal coat of arms, sabUy three cinquefoiU, argent — in allusion to the cinque- 
foiliy the ancient arms of Beaumont, Earl of Leicester, from whose grant this 
family became possessed of lands in Leicestershire— and in lieu thereof, as- 
sumed the Crou of St. George, the patron of England, and Jive euallopshelU 
on it, denoting the cause of his expedition.* He married Maud^ daughter and 
coheiress of Sir John Hyde, Knt., of Hyde Hall, in Sawbridgeworth, Herts, by 
Elizabeth, daughter of John, Lord Sudley, and widow of Thomas Joscelyn, 
Esq., ancestor of the Earl of Roden, in Ireland ; by whom he had five sons ; of 
whom. Sir John, the second, continued the line at Brooksby. 

Sir John Villiers, a descendant of the Sir John here mentioned, brought 
forces to the aid of Henry VII. (in 1487) against the Earl of Lincoln, Lambert 
Simnel, &c., and distinguished himself by his valour in the battle of Stoke, near 
Newark-upon-Trent, in which tlie rebels were defeated, and the Earl of Lincoln 
was slain. In 1490, he was Esquire for the body to the King ; in 1490, 1494, 
and 1499, he vras Sheriff of the counties of Lincoln and Warwick ; and (No- 
vember 14, 1501) he was made Knight of the Bath at the marriage of Prince 
Arthur, the King*s son. 

Sir Jouk, the eldest son and heir of Sir John, was Sheriff of the counties of 
Leicester and Warwick, in 1531 and 1537. In his last will, reciting '' that he 
intended, by the grace of God, shortly to pass the seas into the realm of France, 
to serve the King's Majesty in his wars against the French King, he orders his

of the VilUers family, is FIdci cotlcuta crtu-Tlie Cross is the Test of Fkith. 
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body to be buried in the chancel of the parish church of St Michael, of 
Brokesby, if it should fortune him to die in Leicestershire, or else to be buried 
where it shall please God ; and that his executors cause a great stone, then lying 
in the chancel of Brokesby church, to be laid on his father and mother, and cause 
two images of iaten, with their arms, to be set on the same stone, with Scripture 
round about it ; as also another stone of the like value to be laid over him, if he 
should die in England.'' In this instrument, " he bequeaths to his good lord, Sir 
Edward Montague, Knt., Lord Chief Justice (with whom he leaves his will), his 
basin and ewer of silver, and his best ambling gelding, desiring him to be a good 
lord to all his friends ; and constitutes his brother, George Vllliers, sole executor, 
leaving him the residue of his goods not here bequeathed/* 

Sir George Villiers, son and heir of William, a younger brother of the 
John and Geoige here mentioned, marned,^rs^, Audrey, daughter and heiress of 
William Sanders, Esq., of Harrington, in the county of Northampton, by whom 
he had issue : — 

1. Sir William, Sheriff of the county of Leicester, in 1608, created a baronet, 
July 19, 1619;* — 2. Sir Edward, Knt., President of Munster, in Ireland; from 
whom descended the Viscounts and Elarls of Grandison, of the surname of 
Villiers, and also the present Earl of Jersey ; — 3. Elizabeth, married John, Lord 
Butler, of Bramfield ;— 4. Anne, married Sir William W^ashington, of Packing- 
ton, in the county of Leicester ; — 5. Frances, died unmarried. 

Sir George Villiers married, tecondly, Mary, daughter of Anthony Beaumont, 
Esq.,t of Glenfield, in the county of Leicester, by whom he had issue : — 

1. Susan, married William Fielding, Earl of Denbigh, and ancestor of the 
present Earl ; — 2. John, created Baron Villiers, of Stoke, and Viscount Purbeck, 
June 19, 1619 ; — 3. George, the celebrated Duke and Marquess of Buckingham, 
successively the favourite of James I. and Charles I., and who fell by the hand 
of Felton, the assassin ; — 4. Christopher, who, on the 24th of September, 1623, 
was created Earl of Anglesea and Baron of Daventry ; and whose son, Charles, 
Earl of Anglesea, died without issue in 1659, leaving Susan, his sister and heir, 
who was married to Thomas Saville, Earl of Sussex. 

Sir Edward Villiers, second son of Sir George, by his first wife, received 
the honour of knighthood, at Windsor, in 1616; in 1620, he was sent ambassa- 
dor to Bohemia i and# in 1622, by the interest of his brother, the Duke of 
Buckingham, he was advanced to the Presidentship of Munster, in Ireland. 
'' He lived there,^' says Sir Henry Wotton, *' in singular estimation for his justice 
and hospitality ; and died (in 1626) as much to the grief of the whole province, 
as ever any governor did, ' before his religious lady, who was of a sweet and 
noble disposition, adding much to his honour.'' Sir Edward was buried in the 
Earl of Cork's chapel, at Youghall, where a tablet, bearing the following lines, 
was placed to his memory :

Sir Edward's lady was Barbara, eldest daughter of Sir John, of Lidiard TVe- 
gose, in Wiltahire, and niece to Sir OliTer St. John, created Viscount Grandisoo, 
in Ireland (January 3, 1 620) with limitation of that honour to ker posterity. He 
had issue by her — ^besides three daughters — * 

1. William, who succeeded his fiither in estate, and, in 1630, his uncle, St 
John, in the title of second Viscount Grandis<»i. He married Mary, third 
daughter of Paul, Viscoimt Bayning. On the breaking out of the civil war, he 
adhered to Charles I., and signalized himself on several occasions. Having 
been wounded (in July, 1643) at the siege of Bristol, he was carried to Oxford, 
where he died on the following month, in the thirtieth year of his age.f A noble 
monument was erected to his memory in the cathedral of Christ Church, where 
be was buried, by Barbara, Duchess of Cleveland, his only daughter and heiress, 
married to Roger Palmer, Earl of (^tlemain, in Ireland. 

8. John, succeeded his brother William, as third Viscount Giandison, but 
died without male issue. 

3. George, fourth Viscount (jfandison, married the Lady Mary Leigh, 
daughter of Francis, Earl of Oiichester, by whom he had three sons and two 
daughters. — Edward, the eldest son, married Catherine, daughter of John Fitz- 
gerald, Esq., of Dromana, in the county of Waterford, and in her right became 
seized of a large estate in that county. Dying before his fiitber, in 1693, he left 
two sons : John, who succeeded his giand&ther, as fifth Viscount Grandison ; 
and William;— Kmd four daughters. Of the latter, Harriet, the third, married 
Robert Pitt, Esq., elder brother of Thomas, Earl of Londonderry, by whom she 
was mother of William Pitt, first Earl of Chatham, and grandmother of the hUe 
Right Hon. William Pitt — Catherine, relict of Edward Villiers, Esq., had a

t *' He was a young man of so virtuous a habit of mind,** observes Lord Clarendon, in his 
HUtorjf of the RebeiiUm, ** that no temptation or provocation could corrupt him j so great a 
lover of Justice and integrity, that no example, necessity, or even the barbarities of this war, 
could make him swore from the most precise rules of it) and of that rare piety and devotion, 
that the court, or camp, could not shew a more fhnltlen person, or to whose example young 
men might more reasona bl y conform themselves. His personal valour aad courage of aU 
kinds (for he had sometimes indulged so much in the corrupt opinion of honour, as to venture 
himsdf in duels) was very eminent, insamuch as he was accused of being too prodigal ci hia 
person ; his afllsction, aeal, and obedience to ttie King, was sudi as became a branch of that 
fiMnily.**--Further, Lord Clarendon Observes, his Lordship was wont to say, " that if he had not 
understanding enough to know ttie uprightness of the cause, nor loyalty enough to inform 
him of the duty of a sul^ect, yet the very obligations of gratitude to the King, on the behalf 
of his house, were such, as his lifie was but a due sacriflce. And, therefore, he no sooner saw 
the war unavoidable, than he engaged all his b re thr e n , as weU as himseU; in the service ; and 
there were then three more of them in command in ttie army, when he was so unfortu- 
nately cut oir,** 
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patent fiom King William, dated JanuMy 6, 1699, graining her tbe pririlege to 
enjof the same lille ood piecedence ai Ihough her buaband hod survived liis 
father, and had been acluall]> possessed of die honour of ViscounI Grandison. — 
Joho, the fifth Viscoual, was, by his Majesty, Geoi^ I., advanced to the dignity 
of Earl Giandison, of Limerick, in 1721. Id 1733, he was snom of the Priv; 
Council, and appointed Governor of the county vod city of Waterfbrd. Hu 
Loidsbip mairied Fiances, daughter of Anthony Car(^, Viscount Falkland, pre- 
mier Viscount of Scotland, by whom he had two sons atid three daughters. The 
Miu, and also the fitst daughter, having died young, or wilbout surviving issue, 
Elizabeth, tbe second daughter, mho married Aland-John Mason, Esq.. of 
Wueribrd, was created Countess Grandison. On the death of her son George, 
Earl Grandison, in the year 1600 (who led only a daughter and hdKss, Gertrude, 
married to Lord Henry Stuart, both since deceased) the Earldom oF Grandison, 
became extinct t but the title of Viscount devolved on Wdliam VilHns, third 
Earl of Jeisey, the lineal descendant of 

4. Edward, of whom we are now about to sp«k. 

This EowARD, fourth son of Sir Edward Villiers, Knt., President of Munstnv 
attached himself to the royal cause, on the breaking out of tbe civil war against 
Charles 1 . Wheo it had been resolved to take the command of the fleet from 
the Earl orNortliumberland,and to send letten to all the captains with orden to 
observe the command of Sir John Pennington, the business was comntitled to 
the care of Mr. Villiers, " whose diligence and dezteiily," observes Lord 
Clarendon, " his Majesty found fit for any tmst." He was afterwards, as a 
Lieutenant-Colonel in his Majesty's Army, in several engagements; particularly 
in that of Newbuiy, in 1(>43, where he was wounded. Having by theie and 
other services recommended himself to Charles II., he received the honour of 
Knighlbood at Whitehall, in 16B0; and was made Knight Marshal of his 
Majesty's Household, on the death of Sir William Wyndham, Colonel of the 
Duchess of York's regiment, and Governor of Tinmouth Castle. He also had a 
grant from the King of the royal house and manor of Hichmond ; and liis lady 
(Fiances, daughter of Theophilus Howard, Earl of Suffolk) was governess of the 
Princesses, Mary and Anne, afterwards Queens of England. — By James 1. he 
was continued in his jtost of Knight Marshal ; but as his Majesty was desuous 
of possessing tbe old palace at Kichmoud, for the purpose of a royal nursery, he 
resigned it for a valuable consideiation. 

Sir Edward Villiers lived tu see his eldest i 
vanccd to the post of Master of the Horse b 
efiecied by King William. He died in 1681 
Abbey ; having left issue : — 

I. Edward; — 2. Henry, a Colonel in the Army, and Governor of Tinmouth 
Castle ; — 3. Elizabeth, Maid of Honour to Maiy, Princess of Uraoge, married 
X.ord George Hamilton, third son of William, Duke of Hamilton, afterwards 
created Earl of Orkney ; — 4.

Edward, the eldest son and heir of Sir William, attended the Princess Mary 
into Holland, after her marriage with the Prince of Orange. Returning with their 
Highnesses in 1688, he was, on the first settlement of their household, as King and 
Queen of England, made Master of the Horse to the Queen. Soon afterwards, being 
then a Knight, he was chosen by his Majesty to compliment the ambassadors from 
the States General, on their arri?al to congratulate their Majesties on their acces- 
sion to the English throne. On the death of his father, he succeeded to the post 
of Knight Marshal. 

Adrancing in his Majesty's favour. Sir Edward was, on the 20th of March, 
1691, created Viscount Villiers, of Oartford, and Baron V^illiers, of Hoc, both 
in the county of Kent. At the funeral of Queen Mary, he led a mourning 
horse, attended by two equerries, and, as his office of Master of the Horse had 
terminated on the death of his royal mistress, he was sent Envoy-extraordinary 
and Plenipotentiary to the congress at the Hague. In the course of the year 
1697, he was successively constituted one of the Lords Justices of Ireland, one 
of the Plenipotentiaries for the treaty of Ryswick, and Ambassador-extraor- 
dinary to the States General. 

On the 13th of October, 1697, to impart the greater lustre to his employ- 
ments, his Lordship was created Earl of the Island of Jersey ; and, on his return 
to England soon afterwards, he was sworn of the Privy Council. 

At the commencement of the year 1698, his Lordship was appointed 
Ambassador- extraordinary to the court of France ; into the capital of which 
he made his public entry with great magnificence. On his return to Elngland, 
in May, he was constituted a principal Secretary of State ; when the King 
went over to Holland, at the close of the same month, he was declared one of 
the Lords Justices for the administration of the government ; and, before the 
end of the year, he was sent for by his Majesty to attend him at Loo. In the 
same year he was appointed one of the Plenipotentiaries for the second treaty 
of partition; and, in 1700, he was made Lord Chamberlaiu of his Majesty's 
Household. 

On the accession of Queen Anne, his Lordship was sworn of her Privy 
Council ; and, on the 14th of April, 1702, he was constituted Lord Chamberlain 
^of her Majesty's Household. In the same year, while the Queen was at Oxford, 
he was presented with the degree of Doctor of the Civil Laws. He enjoyed the 
post of Lord Chamberlain till the year 1704, after which time he held no public 
employment. He died on the 26th of August, 1711, the very day on which he 
was to have been named Lord Privy Seal. It had been also determined that his 
Lordship should be one of the Plenipotentiaries to the congress of Utrecht. He 
was buried in St. Michael's chapel, Westminster Abbey. — His Lordship married 
Barbara, daughter of William Chiffinch, Esq., closet-keeper to Charles II., by 
whom he left issue : — 

1. William, his successor; — 2. Henry, died without issue; — 3. Mary, 
married, ^rs/, Thomas Thynne, Esq., of Old Windsor, Berks, by whom she was 
mother of Thomas, second Viscount Weymouth ; secondly, George Granville^ 
Lord Lansdowne. 

William, second Earl of Jersey, was elected M.P. for the county of 
Kent, in 1705. By his wife, Judith, daughter of Frederick Heame, Esq., he 
had issue : — 

1. William, his successor; — 2. Thomas, created Earl of Clarendon, in 
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1776 ;* — 3. Barbara, married, firtt^ Sir Walter Blacket, Bart., of Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne ; secondly f Bussey Mansel, Esq., uncle to Thomas, last Lord Mansel i 
thirdly f George Venables Vernon, Esq., afterwards Lord Vernon. 

William, third Earl of Jersey, who succeeded his father in 1721, was one 
of the Gentlemen of the Bedchamber to Frederick, Prince of W^ales, at whose 
luneral he was one of the six supporters of the pall. In 1740, he was ap- 
pointed Lord Chief Justice in Eyre of all his Majesty's forests, chases, parks, 
&c., on this side Trent. He was also of his Majesty's Privy Council. His 
Lordship married, in 1733, the Lady Anne Egerton, daughter of Scroop, first 
Duke of Bridgewater, and relict of Wriothesley, Duke of Bedford ; and by her 
he had issue : — 

1. Frederick- William, bom 1734, died 1742; — 2. George- Bussey, his suc- 
cessor, bom in 1735. 

George-Bussey, fourth Earl of Jersey, was, on his uncle's being created Lord 
Hyde, in 1756, elected M.P. for Tamworth, in Staffordshire, in his room ; and, 
at the general election in 1761, he was again returned for the same borough, in 
1761, he was appointed one of the Lords of the Admiralty, an office which he 
j:esigned in 1763. Having vacated his seat in parliament, on this appointment, 
he afterwards sat for the borough of Aldborough, in Yorkshire ; and, at the 
general election in 1768, he was returned for Dover. In 1765, he was ap- 
pointed Lord Chamberlain of his Majesty's Household. On the 28th of August, 
1769, he succeeded his father in the Earldom ; on the 9th of the ensuing month, 
he resigned his office of Lord Chamberlain, and was appointed Lord of the 
Bedchamber, a post which he held till the close of the year 1777. In 1782, his 
Lordship was appointed Master of his Majesty's Buck-hounds : this he resigned 
in 1783; he vras then made Captain of his Majesty's band of (fentlemen Pen- 
sioners ; — an appointment which he resigned in 1 790, and was afterwards Master 
of the Horse to the Prince of Wales, our late sovereign. 

His Lordship married Frances, sole daugtiter and heiress of Dr. Philip 
Twysden, Bishop of Raphoe, in Ireland (younger son of Sir Philip Twysden, 
Bart., of Hoyden Hall, in Kent) by whom he had issue : — 

1. Charlotte, bora 1771, married, 1789, Lord William Hussell, only broliier of 
John, present Duke of Bedford, died 1808; — 2. Anne-Uarlrara-rninces, bom 
1772, married, ^/£r»f, William-Henry Lambton, Esq.; necundlif, Uie lion. (Jliarles 
Wyndham, son of Charles, second Elarl of Egremont ; — 3. (Jeorgc?, the prfrs^mt 
Earl;— 4. Catherine-Elizabeth, bom 1774, married,^r«/, llenry-William, prenent 
Marquis of Anglesea (which marriage was dissolved by tlie laws of Scotland) ;

7. William-Augustus-Henry, bom 1780, assumed, by royal sign-manual, 1802, 
the surname of Mansel (pursuant to the will and testament of Louisa-Barbara, 
Baroness Vemon), died unmarried, 1813 ; — 8. Elizabeth, died unmarried, 1810; 
9. Frances, married, 1803, John, Lord Ponsonby, of Imokilly; — 10. Harriet, 
married, 1806, the Hon. and Rev. Richard Bagot, brother of William, Lord 
Bagot, died 1816. 

George-Child Villiers, fifth and present Earl of Jersey, succeeded his father 
on the 22d of August, 1805. He married, as already stated, on the 23d of May, 
1804, Lady Sarah-Sophia Child, eldest daughter of John, Earl of Westmorland, 
K.G. (by Sarah-Anne, sole heiress of Robert Child, Esq., of Oslerley Park, in 
the county of Middlesex), who inherits the very large property of her maternal 
grandfather. By this lady, his Lordship has issue as follows : 

1. GEORGE-AuGUSTUs-FaEDERiCK, Viscount Villiertf bom April 4, 1808 ; — 
2. Augustus-John, bom July 10, 1810, married, in 1831, the Hon. Georgiana- 
Augusta-Henrietta Elphinstone, second daughter of George, first Viscount 
Keith; — 3. Frederick-William, bom July 20, 1815 ;— 4. Francis- John-Robert, 
bom October 11, 1819;— 5. Sarah-Caroline-Frederica, bom August 12, 1822 ; — 
6. Clementina-Augusta- Wellington, bom May 6, 1824; — 7. Adela-Cousande- 
Maria, bom May 25, 1828. 

It remains only to add, that the Earl and Countess of Jersey were authorized, 
by his Majesty's licence, granted in the month of December, 1819, to assume 
the name and arms of Child.

THE RIGHT HONOURABLE 

ADELAIDE, BARONESS RIBBLESDALE. 



Adelaide Ltsteb, eldest daughter of Thomas Lister, Esq., was married to 
her cousin* the HoDOunble Thomas Lbter, now Baron Ribhlesdale, of Gisbume 
Park, in the West Riding of the county of York, on the 9th of February, 1826. 

The fiunily of Lister ranks amongst the most ancient of Yorkshire. For 
more than 500 years, its chief residence has been at Gisbume, in Craven. 
^* Gisbume Park," observes Dr. Whittaker, in his History of Craven, ^ is beau- 
tifully situated at the confluence of the Ribble and the Stockbeck ; and the 
house, with much simplicity, has a very elegant and pleasing effect. The noble 
owner may congratubite himself on the possession of two residences admirably 
adapted to the varieties of our climate ; for if an epicure in air and weather were 
permitted to make his own choice in Craven, he could scarcely be better accommo- 
dated than by the warm and sheltered air of Stockbeck in winter, and the keen 
and invigorating atmosphere of Malham water in its proper season." 

These demesnes appear to have come to the family about the year 1312, by the 
marriage of John, son of Sir Thomas Lister, with Isabel, daughter and heiress of 
John de Bolton, bow-bearer of Bolland ; firom which John Lister, Thomas, the 
present Lord Ribblesdale, is the eighteenth in lineal descent. ''The above 
Isabel, it is believed, also, was descended through the illustrious families of Clare, 
Gant, and Roumare, from the old Saxon Earls of Mercia ; William de Roumare, 
one of the great Norman barons, having, after the Conquest, married Lucy, sister 
and heiress of Edwin, the last Earl ; and thereby possessing, as it is quoted by 
Sir William Dugdale, * Cravennamy et Couplandiam, et AUerdaUy et Cockeram^ 
jure hertditario* " 

John Lister, second in descent firom the firstmentioned John, inherited the 
estate of Midhope from his grandmother, Isabel Bolton ; ^' the manor of Mid- 
hope, one of the most extensive and valuable farms in Craven, having been 
parcel of the great possessions of the above Boltons, and having passed into the 
Lister family by the above marriage in the reign of King Edward II.'' His 
great-grandson, Thomas, was the ancestor of Lord Ribblesdale. The fifteenth, 
however, in lineal descent, from the acknowledged founder of the Listers, was 

Thomas Lister, Esq., of Gisbume Park, great-grandfother of the present 
peer. He was bom in 1688 ; and, on the death of his father, Thomas, in 1708, 
during his minority, succeeded to the fiunily estates. In 1710, he was elected 
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M.P. for the borough of Clithero ; for which place he sat afterwards in the 
several successive parliaments of 1713, 1715, 1722, 1727, 1734, and 1741, till 
his death, in 1745. He married, in 1716, Catherine, daughter and coheiress of 
Sir Ralph Asheton, Bart., of Whalley, by whom he had two sons : Thomas, his 
successor ; and Nathaniel, who, purchasing Armitage Park, in the county of 
Sufford, settled there, and was M.P. for Clithero, from 1761 to 1773. 

TuoMAS, the eldest son, was bom in 1723. On his father's death, in 1745, he 
was elected his successor in the representation of the borough of Clithero ; for 
which place he was again chosen at the general elections in 1747, 1754, and 1761. 
He married Beatrix, daughter of Jessop Hulton, Esq., of Hulton Park, in the 
county of Lancaster, by whom he had a son and two daughters. Dying in 1761, 
he was succeeded by his son, 

Thomas, D.C.L., Colonel of the Craven Legion, and first Lord Ribblesdale. 
He was bom on the 22d of March, 1752 ; he married, in 1789, Rebecca, 
daughter of Joseph Fielding, Esq., of the kingdom of Ireland (by Elizabeth, 
daughter of Christopher Jackson, Esq., of the county of Nottingham) ; and, on 
the 26th of October, 1797, his Majesty, King George III., was graciously 
pleased to confer upon him the dignity of the peerage, by the title of Baron 
RiBBLESDALF, of Gisbumc Park, in the county of York. By hb lady (who 
died on the 21st of May, 1816) his Lordship had an only son, Thomas, the pre- 
sent peer; and two daughters : Catherine, bom on the 23d of December, 1793, 
married, Jirst, on the 4th of September, 1810, to James-Skurray Day, Esq., of 
Burnett, in the county of Somerset ; secondly, in December, 1817, to the Rev. 
John-Flemming Parker, son of the late John Parker, Esq., of Browsholme Hall, 
in the county of York ; and Rebecca- Adelaide, bom on the 31st of August, 1800. 
—Dying on the 22d of September, 1826, his Lordship was succeeded by his son, 

Thomas, second Baron Ribblesdale. His Lordship was bom on the 23d of 
January, 1790. On the 9th of February, 1826, he married his cousin, Ade- 
laide, daughter of Thomas Lister, Esq., of Armitage Park, in the county of 
Stafford, second son of Nathaniel Lister. Esq. (by his wife Martha, daughter and 
coheiress of John Fletcher, Esq., who died on the 28th of December, 1793) ; of 
this marriage there is issue : Thomas, bom in 1828; Adelaide; and a younger 
daughter.

GEonctxNA-MAKU CoTTiN, youngest daugtiterof Lieulenant-ColonelColtin, 
manied, in November, 1810, Sir John -Fleming Leicester, first Lord De Tabley, 
by whom [irho died in 182T) ahe has two sons ; Geuhce, the present Lord ; 
and Henry, an Officer in the Army. Her Laily^hip espoused, ucondtv, the Rev. 
Frederick Leicesier. 

The ancient Cheshire family of Leicester traces its origin lo Sir Nicholas 
Leicester, Knl., who wag Senechal to Henry de Lacy, Earl of Lincoln, and 
Constable of Chester, in the reifns of Edward L and II. Tiie hraWy were 
lords of the mnnon of Nethtr Tnbley and Knulsford, as early as the year 1294. 

We purpose completing this tnemoir by a brjef notice of his Loidsliip'a family 
and life. — The fourleentb, in lineal descent from Sir Nicholas, was Sir Peteb 
LetccsiER, who mamed, in 1642, Eliiabelh, daughter of Gilbert, Lord Gerard, 
of Gerard's Biomley, sole heiiusa of Thomaa Dutton,of Dutton, in Slallbrd shire. 
He was aUo related, by mairiage, to the lamily of Lord Byron, in Noitinghuni- 
tbire.* Sir Peter Leicester's grandson, Sir Francis, had a daughter and heiress, 
who majTied, as her second husband, Sir John Byrne, Ban., of Timogue, in Ire- 
land.f Her eldest son, Sir 1'eter BvaNE, succeeded his father in the Irish 
Baronetcy, and his niiiiernal grandfather in the estate of Tabley. In the year 
1 744, he ftSBumed, by act of parliament, the name of Leicester only. This gen- 
llemaD, we are told, " had a love for the fine arts, and patronised WiUon and 
Barrett. Tliere are two landscapes, one, A Fieui of Tabley, by the former, and 
one of Bcrslon Caitle, by the latter, both painted under Sir Petei s hospitable 
roof ; and lie also erected that splendid monument of his taste and libeialiiy, the 
present Tabley House, within view of the venerable family mansion, and about 
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two miles fi:om Knutsfoid.'' Sir Peter married, in 1755, Catherine, third 
daughter and coheiress of Sir William Fleming, Bart., of Ridal, in Westmorland. 
Of this marriage, John-Fleming Leicester, late Lord De Tabley, was the fourth 
and eldest sunriving son. He was bom at the hereditary seat, on the 4th of April, 
1762. ** During his preparatory course of school education, he discovered talents 
for drawing ; and his lather procured for him, in succession, the instructions of an 
artist named Marras, of Thomas Vivaris, the admirable landscape engraver, and 
finally, of Paul Sandby, then justly considered the first landscape painter in 
water-colours in this country. But the young amateur quitted the manner of 
these masters to study nature in his own way ; and formed a light, pleasing style 
of drawing, with pen and ink, washed over with broad tints of Indian ink and 
bistre." Thus the foundation of his future connoisseurship may be said to have 
been laid. His studies were completed at Trinity College, Cambridge, where he 
obtained the degree of A.M. By the death of his &ther, he succeeded, when 
▼ery young, to the title of Baronet. As soon as he became of age, he made the 
tour of France, Flanders, Switzerland, Italy, and Spain; was introduced to all 
the courtly circles of the continent ; and enjoyed abundant opportunities of cul- 
tivating his taste for painting, sculpture, and music. At Rome he became ac- 
quainted with Sir Richard Colt Hoare, with the late Francis, Duke of Bedford, 
&c. It should be remarked, also, that Sir John Leicester was, almost from 
in£u)cy, devoted, through personal attachment, and by congeniality of mind and 
pursuits, to hb late Majesty, by whom he was honoured with close and fiuniliar 
intercourse. At an eventful period of English history, he was returned, with Lord 
Clifton, to serve in parliament, as representative for Heytesbury, in Wiltshire. On 
the great Regency question, he uniformly supported the claims of his Royal 
Highness the Prince of Wales. He was a frequent visiter at Kempshot, shared 
in the field-sports of his Royal Highness, and, with the Prince, became a member 
of the Harmonic Society. Having held the command, as Lieutenant-Colonel, of 
the Cheshire militia for thirteen years, he was appointed Colonel of a regiment of 
provisional cavalry raised for home defence, against the threatened hostility of the 
French republic. Subsequently, he set a noble example of patriotism by raising 
a fine corps, first known as the Earl of Chester's yeomanry, and afterwards as the 
Prince Regent's regiment By the officers and privates of that corps, he was pre- 
sented with a superb vase of massy silver, executed after the antique, with an in- 
scription expressive of their afiectionate gratitude for his devotion to their welfare 
and the public service. Besides his military command. Sir John Leicester had 
the honour to fill the office of Deputy-Lieutenant of the county of Chester. 

Sir John Leicester, whose love of the arts seems to have been hereditary, may 
be said to have been the first patron — and a most munificent one — of native 
talent in painting. Years since he had collected, for his gallery in Hill Street, 
more than sixty chefp-fTasuvre of Atkinson, Barker, Barrett, Behnes, Bone, Bour- 
geois, Calcott, Coates, Collins, Davis, Fuseli, Gainsborough, Garrard, Harlowe, 
Hilton, Hoppner, Howard, Ibbetson, Landseer, Lawrence, Leslie, Loutherbourg, 
Newton, Northcote, Opie, Owen, Pether, Reynolds, Romney, Russell, Shee, 
Thomson, Turner, Vincent, Ward, West, Wilson, &c. Some seasons after the 
founding of the British Institution, in 1805, the Marquess of Stafibrd, and the 
Earl of Grosvenor, with a view of improving the public taste, and consequently 
of promoting the interests of the arts, had publicly exhibited their pictures by the 
old masters, on free tickets of admission to their respective galleries. The British 
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Institution, by exhibiting the works of a few deceased native artists, had effected 
much towards the dissipation of prejudice; yet no English gentleman had 
honoured the artists of his own country with a public exhibition in their favour. 
It remained for Sir John Leicester again to take the lead. He accordingly 
opened his gallery in Hill Street, on tickets of free admission, one day in each 
week, in April and May, 1818. Sir John was correct in his anticipations. His 
gallery was thronged by the rank, fashion, and talent of the country ; and, from 
that period may be dated the establishment, the triumph, of the British school of 
painting. Nobly has the example been followed. It is not too much to say, that, 
but for the fine taste and generous spirit of Sir John Leicester, the National Gal- 
lery would never have existed. He excited a love of the arts in England, which 
had never been felt before, and which will never be extinguished. 

As far back as the year 1810, at a period when, in consequence of the war, our 
printsellers were excluded from the continental markets, and our engravers were 
almost in a state of starvation, Sir John Leicester exerted his influence in founding 
the Calcographic Society. The institution was formed — a committee of managers 
was appointed — Sir John Leicester was nominated treasurer — and several thou- 
sand pounds were collected ; but, unfortunately, differences arose amongst the 
professional members— conciliation could not be effected — the money was returned 
to the subscribers — and the society was dissolved. 

Sir John Leicester was a noble contributor to the National Gallery, established 
in Dublin, under the auspices of the Royal Irish Institution. 

The collection in Hill Street bad so far increased, that it was found necessary to 
remove many of the pictures to Tabley House. In the year 1819 or 1820, an ac- 
cidental fire consumed a portion of that structure ; but, fortunately, it was extin- 
g^uished without injury to the paintings. On that occasion Sir John was his own 
architect. In lieu of those parts of the house which had been burned, he caused 
apartments to be built, in a light and elegant style, from his own designs. His 
attention was also much occupied in plans for the improvement of his estates. 

In the month of March, 1826, Sir John received a distinguishing mark of royal 
favour, by being created Baron De Tabley.* His enjoyment, however, of this 
well-merited dignity was short. In the following December, he was attacked by 
a lingering illness, under which he suffered till the 18th of June, 1827, when he 
expired at Tabley, amidst the lasting regrets of his family, and of all who had the 
honour and happiness of knowing him. 

It was additionally to be lamented, that, very shortly afterwards, it was found 
necessary to dispose of his fine and valuable collection of pictures. They were 
sold by Christie, the aggregate produce amounting to £7466. By artists, and by 
lovers of the arts, the name of De Tabley ought never to be foigotten.

JANE-ELIZABETH, VISCOUNTESS BARRINGTON. 



Jane- Elizabeth, Viscountess Barrington, is the fourth daughter of the 
Right Honourable Thomas-Henry Liddell^ Baron Rayensworth, of Ravensworth 
Castle, in the county of Durham. Her Ladyship espoused, on the 25th of April, 
1823, the Honourable William-Keppel Barrington, who succeeded his father as 
sixth Viscount Harrington, on the 5th of March, 1829. 

The Liddells were anciently Lords of Liddell Castle — so named from its situ- 
ation on the rif«r Lidd, or Lkidell, which fidls into the £sk — and of the barony 
of Buff, or Buft ^^ LiddePs strength on the Mole," remarks Stow, ^ a strong 
entrenchment, with a double ditch, two miles south-west of Netherby, small or 
rather circular, on a steep and lofty clay cliff above the river Liddel (in Cumber- 
land), commanding a vast extent of view, has at one side a very high mount, in 
the middle of which is the foundation of a square building, perhaps the prs- 
torium. It is defended by a sort of half-moon, with a vast foss and dyke. It 
was stormed by David II., King of Scotland. Sir Walter [Seleby, its then pos- 
sessor] would have compounded for his ransom, but the conqueror, after causing 
his two sons to be strangled before his fece, ordered his head to be struck off.'' 

The fiunily have long been proprietors of extensive coal-works in the counties 
of Northumberland and Durham. Thomas Liddell, Esq., of Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne, purchased Ravensworth Castle, in the year 1607. " An ancient structure, 
which stands on the side of a hill, inclining gradually towards the east. Near to 
it, by the road side, is a stone column, but of what event it is the memorial, 
neither history nor tradition gives any account. Ravensworth Castle was a for- 
tress before any record now extant, and is supposed to be of Danish foundation, 
and to have its name from the Danes, as Raffens-helm, or the strong hold of the 
Danish standard (a raven). Weath, a north-country word for sorrow, was pro- 
bably a£Bxed to Raffens, in consequence of some defeat of that people, which 
occasioned the name of Raffensworth, or Danish woe. This castle, anciently, 
formed a complete square, with a tower at each comer, connected with a curtain 
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wall ; two of these towers fonn part of the offices to the present mansion : the 
other two project to the front. The castle is shut in to the north and west by a 
Ane forest of oaks, the nursery of a large breed of herons. Thomas Liddell, 
Esq., became the purchaser of this castle, together also with the manors of 
Ravensworth, Lamesly, and Eighton, in the same county, in the fifth year of 
King James I., from Sir William Gascoigne ; and in the sixth year of the same 
reign, Sir William Gascoigne, with Barbara, his wife, passed a fine of the 
granted estates, for which alienation and fine, a pardon was granted in the second 
year of Bishop James, of Durham." 

Thomas, the grandson of Thomas Liddell, Esq., mentioned above, was 
created a baronet on the 2d of November, 1642. Two years afterwards, he dis> 
tinguished himself in the defence of Newcastle against the Scotch army ; and he 
was returned by the parliament's committee of sequestrators, as one of the most 
*' notorious delinquents " in the county of Durham. He was permitted, not- 
withstanding, to compound for his estate at £4000. His grandson, 

Sir Tuoicas, the second Baronet, married Agnes, or Anne, daughter of Sir 
Henry Vane, of Raby Castle, in the county of Durham. His eldest son. 

Sir Henry, the third Baronet, married Catherine, daughter and sole heiress 
of Sir John Brigiit, Bart, of Badsworth. The Badsworth property descended to 
his second son, who assumed the name of Bright, and his daughter and sole 
heiress marr^-ing Charles, Marquess of Rockingham, the Badsworth property 
now forms part of the possessions of Earl Fitzwilliam. Sir Henry was succeeded 
by his grandso s 

Sir Henry, the fourth Baronet, created, June 29, 1747, Baron Ravensworth. 
He died in 1784, leaving issue an only daughter and heiress, Anne, who married, 
firit, Augustus-Henry, Duke of Graflon; and, secondly y John, Earl of Upper 
Ossory. On Sir Henry*s death, the barony became extinct ; but the baronetcy 
devolved on his nephew, 

Sir Henry-George, the fifth Baronet, who married, in 1773, Eliiabeth, 
daughter of Thomas Steele, Esq., of Hampnet, in the county of Sussex. This 
gentleman was distinguished by a warm and generous spirit, which sometimes 
hurried him into the achievement of wild and romantic exploits. On one occa- 
sion, he made an excursion to Lapland, for a wager, and remmed with two Lap- 
land girls, and some rein-deer. For a time, the deer bred, and seemed to thrive 
in our climate. The girls were returned safe to their own country, after an absence 
of several months, with a purse of £50 and a cargo of trinkets.* Sir Henry 
died in 1791, and was succeeded by his eldest son. 

Sir Thomas-Henry, the sixth Baronet, and present Lord Ravensworth, so 
created on the 17th of July, 1821. Previously to his elevation to the peerage, 
he represented in parliament, at different periods, the county of Durham, tlie 
city of Durham, the town and county of Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and the 
boroughs of Morpeth and Berwick-upon-Tweed. His Lordship married, in 
1796, Maria-Susanna, daughter of John Simpson, Esq., of Bradley, in the

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county of Duiham (by Anne, daughter of Thomas-Bowes Lyon, eighth Bail 
Strathmore and Kinghorn) by whom he has had issue : — 

1. Henry-Thomas, M.P. for the county of Northumberland, bom in 1797, 
married, in 1820, Isabella-Horatia Seymour, eldest daughter of Lord Geoige 
Seymour (youngest son of Francis, first Marquess of Hertford, K.G., and brother 
to the present Marquess) by whom he has issue four sons and five daughters ; — 

2. Maria, married, in 1818, to Henry-Constantine Phipps, Earl of Mulgrave; — 

3. Frances, deceased; — 4. Thomas; — 5. Anne-Elizabeth, married to Sir Hed- 
worth Williamson, Bart., of Whitburn, in the county of Durham ; — 6. Jane- 
Elizabeth, married, as already stated, on the 21st of April, 1823, to the Right 
Honourable William Keppell, Viscount Harrington ; — and ten more sons 
and daughters — to one of whom, George-Augustus-Frederick, bom in 1812, his 
late Majesty stood sponsor ; and on another, Adolphus-Frederick-Octavius, bor* 
in 1818, H.R.H. the Duke of Cambridge conferred a similar honour.

The family of Shute (now Barring^on) is of Norman extraction. In the 
Duchy of Normandy, while annexed to the English crown, were to be seen the 
remains of a castle bearing the name of Shute, and formerly in possession of the 
fiimily. The Shutes have been long settled in the counties of Leicester and 
Cambridge. The Barringtons are descended from the Plantagenets, by the 
marriage of Sir Thomas Harrington, Knight, with Winifred, second daughter and 
coheiress of Henry Pole, Lord Montagu, son of Sir Richard Pole, K.G., by Mar- 
garet Plantagenet, Countess of Salisbury, sister and heiress of Edward, Earl of 
Warwick, and daughter of George, Duke of Clarence, brother of Edward IV., 
and Richard III. John Shute Harrington, bom in 1688, and created Viscount 
Harrington, of Ardglass, in the county of Down, on the 20th of June, 1720, as- 
sumed the name and arms of Harrington on succeeding to the estate of Francis 
Harrington, of Tofts, in the county of Essex, grandson of Sir Thomas Harrington, 
Bart., of Harrington Hall. A monument erected to the memory of this nobleman, 
in the parish church of Shrivenham, in Berkshire, bears the following inscription :

Admiral of the 
White Squadron of his Majesty's Fleet, in 1800; — 6. Shute, consecrated Bishop 
of Llandaff* in 1769, Bishop of Salisbury in 1782, and Bishop of Durham in 
1791 ; died March 25, 1826, at the age of ninety-two; having married, ^/£n<, in 
1761, Diana Beauclerk, only daughter of Charles, second Duke of St. Alban's, 
and, secondly f Jane, only daughter of Sir Berkeley William Guise, Bart., of Rend- 
combe, in the county of Gloucester; — 7. Sarah, married, in 1746, Robert Price, 
Esq., of Foxley, in the county of Hereford, died in 1759 ; — 8. Anne, married, in 
1747, Sir Thomas Clarges, Bart. ;— -9. Mar}', died in 1743. 
His Lordship was succeeded by his eldest son, 

William Wildman, second Viscount Barrington. He was bom in 1717 ; 
appointed a Lord of the Admiralty in 1746 ; Master of the Great Wardrobe in 
1754 ; Secretary at War, and Chancellor of the Exchequer, in 1761 ; Treasurer 
of the Navy, in 1762 ; a second time Secretary at W^ar, in 1764 ; an office whidi 
he resigned in 1778, afler serving the crown thirty-four years, and enjoying the 
confidence, in succession, of two kings, George II. and George III. His Lord- 
ship married Mary, only daughter and heiress of Henry Lovell (youngest son of 
Sir Salathiel Lovell, Baron of the Exchequer) and widow of the Hon. Samuel 
Grimston. He died without surviving issue, in 1793, and was succeeded by his 
nephew, 

William Wildman, third Viscount Barrington, who married Miss Murray, 
of Thetford, in the county of Norfolk. His Lordship died without issue, in 
1801, and vras succeeded by his next brother, 

Richard, fourth Viscount Barrington. His lady was Susan, the daughter of 
Richard Budder, Esq., of Philadelphia. His Lordship also died without issue, 
at Valenciennes, in 1813, and was succeeded by his brother, 

George, D.D., fifth and late Viscount Barrington, of Ardglass, in the county 
of Down, and Baron Barrington, <^ Newcastle, in the county of Dublin ; Pre- 
bendary of Durham, and Rector of Sedgfield. His. Lordship was bom on the 
16th of July, 1761 ; and married, on the ISth of February, 1788, Elizabeth, the 
second daughter of Robert Adair, Esq. (by Lady Catherine Keppel, eldest daughter 
of William, third Earl of Albemarle, and the Lady Anne Lennox, daughter of 
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Charles, first Duke of Richmond and Lennox). The offspring of this union 
were as follows : 

I. His successor, the Right Hon. William Keppel, sixth and present Viscount 
Barrington, bom on the 1st of October, 1793; married, on the 21st of April, 
1823, \he Honourable Jane-Elizabeth, daughter of Lord Ravensworth, and 
has issue: 1. George-William, bom in 1824; 2. Percy; 3. Charlotte; 
4. Caroline ; 5. Another daughter; — ii. George, bom in 1794, a Captain in the 
Royal Navy, married, January 15, 1827, Lady Caroline Grey, third daughter of 
Charles, Earl Grey, and has issue; — iii. Samuel-Shu te Perceval, bom in 1796, 
slain at Quatre Bras; — iv. John-Robert, bom in 1797, died in 1804; — v. Au- 
gustus, bom in 1798 ; — vi. Russell, bom in 1801, married, in 1832, Maria, only 
daughter of the late John Lyon, Esq.; — vir. Lowther-John; — ^viii. Henry-Fre- 
derick-Francis-Adair, bom in 1808; — ix. Caroline-Elizabeth'; — x. Frances, 
married, in 1828, to the Earl of Dartmouth; — xi. Charlotte-Belasyse ; — 
XII. Georgiana-Christiana ; — xiii. Elizabeth-Frances. 

The late Viscount died at Rome, on the 5th of March, 1829.

The Right Hononrable Richard-Ford-William Lambart, seventh Earl of 
Cavan, Baron of Cavan, Viscount Kilcoursie, and Lord Lambart, in the peerage 
of Ireland ; a General in the Army, Governor of Calshot Castle, and Colonel of 
the 45th regiment of Foot; espoused his present Countess, on the 11th of 
August, 1814, Lydia, second daughter of William Arnold, Esq., of Slatwood, 
in the Isle of Wight. 

The ancient and long-ennobled family of Lambart, Lambert, or Lamberd — so 
the name has been variously vnritten — derives its immediate descent from Lam- 
bart, Count of Mons and Louvain, who died in the year 1004. Of three sons 
whom the Count left, the eldest succeeded him in his ; principality; Baldwin, 
the second, settled in Flanders, on an estate given to him by his father ; and 
Rodolph, the third, settled in Normandy, on an estate which he enjoyed in right 
of his mother. From Baldwin descended the Lambertini family, which settled 
at Bologna, and which has been always considered as one of the most illustrious 
families in that state. Cardinal Lambertini, named Prospero, was elected 
Pope on the 27th of August, 1740, at the age of sixty-five. He assumed 
the designation of Benedict XIV.*

BiMilrtiMl, he eheriihed a conititotlonal vivacity wliich never fbnook him. In 1714, he was 
created titular Bishop of Theodotia, and in 17S8 received the cardinal's hat. In 17S1, Clement 
XII., nominated him Archbishop of Bolofna } and, on the death of that pontiff in 1740, after a 
eondave of six montiis, he was elected Pope. He is said to have hastened ttieir deliberatiotta 
by teUinf ttiem that it was idle to spend so much time in discussion. ' If you want a saint, 
dioose Ootti } a politician, Aldrovandi } a pleasant companion, take me.** Benedict XIV. was 
this, and mnch more, being a man of deep leaminy, of elegant taste, of liberal and enlarged 
sentimenti, and of great goodness of heart. He diminished ttte number of festivals, abolished 
many Idle eeremonics, and displayed so confirmed an aTcrsion to soperstttloiis practiees and 
pious flraads, that he obtained the name of the Protestant Pope. He was also a generous patron 
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Radulph (Ralph) de Lambart — son of Rodolph, who had established him- 
self in Normandy — accompanied William the Conqueror in his descent 
upon England, and shared in the triumph of Hastings. To him succeeded 
his son, 

Hugh Fitz-Lambart, who, " conjointly with Matilda, his wife, gave lands in 
Holbech, which beloDged to her father, Peter de Rosse, to the monks of Croy- 
land ; to whom he also gave three acres of meadow, in Weston, and two bushels 
of salt out of his salt-works there, to be received on St. Bartholomew's day, for 
the health of his soul, of his Other's and mother's, and of all his predecessors." 
His son. 

Sir William de Lambart, was witness to the charter of Sir Robert Kyme, con- 
firming to the church of St. James's de Freston, and to the monks there, all his 
estate in the village of St. Botolph's. Sir William de Lambart's wife (widow of 
Roger de Bellamont, Earl of Warwick) was Gundred, fourth daughter of King 
William I., by his wife, Maud, only daughter of Baldwin, fifth Earl of Flanders, 
by Alice, his wife, daughter of Robert, King of France, son of Hugh Capet. Sir 
William's son, 

Henry de Lambart, was appointed standard-bearer to Henry IL; and, in 
compensation for his services, by patent, dated at Leicester Castle, he had an as- 
signment to him and his wife, of a division of lands in the county of York, 
appropriated to them, the monks of All Saints, and Sir Peter Saltmai-she. *' In 
1167, he was sent into Scotland by the said King, to compose and put an end to 
certain accusations made against him by Sir Alexander Olyford, by single combat 
between them at Stryvelyn, before the King of Scotland, his nobility, and clergy." 
He married Alicia, only daughter of Geoffrey de Maundeville, Earl of Essex, 
with whom he received a large fortune in lands and houses in the north of 
England. To him and his wife, and their children, Robert de Chesney, Bishop 
of Lincoln, gave his most solemn benediction, in consideration of certain manors 
and lands given by them to pious uses within his diocese; and, in confirmation 
thereof, he affixed his seal to the writing, dated at his castle of Laflbrd on St. 
Peter's eve, 1164. The original, with the seal in white wax of a bishop in his 
pontificals, circumscribed LincolniensU Episcopi -f SigiU, was in the pos- 
session of the late Charles Lambart, Esq., of Painstown. — Henry de Lambart, 
left a son, 

John de Lambart, who settled at Skipton, in the county of York. To him. 



of literatare : he founded acedemiee at Rome, bestowed benefkctlona on that of Bolofna, and 
corresponded vrith and rewarded learned men both at home and abroad. His principal Ihntt 
was an Insuperable aversion to business } his greatest delight being to retire to a small buildinc 
In the gardens of Monte Cavallo, with a few Intimato friends and select strangers, and jest and 
converse at his ease. He was indeed both ttte suliiect and the utterer of numerous pungent 
bams Mor#. He governed the church with great mildness, and was very desirous of conciU- 
ating the doctrinal differences which divided it. In 1760, he celebrated a Jubilee with great 
splendour, and after a pontiflcate of the unusual length of eighteen years, died in 1758, aged 
cifhty-three. His works were published at Rome, in IS vols., 4to., by Azevedo. The fliat 
eight of these are on ttie beatification and canonization of saints, in which the suhlect is ex- 
hansted } the ninth and tenth are on the mass and the festivals instituted in honour of Christ 
and the Holy Virgin} the devanth, entitled EeciesUutieal ImtUuiimu, contains his instrac 
tlons, mandates, and letters, while bishop and arbhblshop, which do him great credit; and the 
twelfth is.

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William, Earl of Essex, his uncle, con&rmed by charter his mother's fortune in 
the towns of York, Skipton, and Broughton. Uis eldest son and successor, 

Edmond de Lam BART, received the honour of knighthood. He <^gave to the 
monks of Swinshead, in Yorkshire, all his lands there, for the health of his soul, 
and those of his successors ; '' — " and being kinsman to Sir Robert de Rumley, 
he made him a free gift of six canicates of land in Skipton, to hold of him and 
his heirs, in the same manner as he, the said Sir Robert, held his lands of the 

king." 

From this period, the Lambart femily, increasing its possessions, and inter- 
marrying with several noble stocks, established itself in various parts of the 
kingdom. We shall, therefore, witKbut pursuing any of its numerous branchings, 
proceed at once to its lineal representative, 

Sir Oliver Lambart, Knt., first Daron of Cavan, so created in 1607. This 
gentleman was the only son of Walter Lambart, Esq., by his first wife. Rose, 
daughter of Sir Oliver Wallop, ancestor of the Earl of Portsmouth.* Tliis gen- 
tleman, by a series of brilliant and extraordinary services rendered to his country, 
laid the foundation of those honours which have been deservedly conferred on 
him and his descendants. In 1581, we find him in Ireland, where he is 
described as " a gentleman of good credit, and nephew to Sir Henry Wallop, 
Knt., her Majesty's Vice-Treasurer." He attended Ilobert, Earl of Essex, in his 
first expedition to Spain ; and the Earl knighted him in 1596, for his bravery in 
the storming of Cadiz. He was afterwards a commander in the Netherlands; 
and when the Earl of Essex first undertook to conduct the war in Ireland, he 
procured two regiments of old soldiers to be sent from Flanders to that 
country. In one of those regiments — Sir Charles Percy's — Sir Oliver com- 
manded a company of 150 foot ; and, landing before the Earl's arrival, he was 
enabled greatly to benefit the state of the army. He continued to serve against 
the rebels ; and, in the autumn of 1599, the Earl of Essex, on leaving Ireland, 
appointed him, provisionally. Master of the Camp. Subsequently, he was made 
Sergeant-Major of the Army. His succeeding services were many, and emi- 
nently effective. In 1601, he was made Governor of Connaught, and in the 
same year he began to build the fort of Gal way, of which he was abo Governor. 
King James, on his accession, granted him, by letters patent, in fee simple, £lOO 
sterling a year in crown lands ; directed him to be sworn of the privy council; 
and, on the Earl of Clanricarde*s promotion to the government of Connaught, he 
** ordered his entertainment of ten shillings by the day to be giveu to Sir Oliver, 
to hold by way of pension during pleasure." In 1608, and at different periods, 
he had additional grants of lands; particularly in 1611, of the manor of 
Carrick, and 2000 escheated acres in the county of Cavan, on which he erected a 
stone mansion and other buildings. 

In the parliament of 1613, Sir Oliver Lambart served for the county of Cavan. 
In the winter of 1614, he was sent to the island of Ha, in North Britain, against 
some seditious Scots, from whom he took the strong castle of Donavegge and 
other places. On the 20th of May, 1615, he was made one of the council for 



« The second wife of Wmlter Lambart, Esq., wms a daaf bter of Sir George Pivlet, brother to 
WUliam, MarqueM of Winchester, ancestor of Harry, Duke of Boltoo. 
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the proTince of Munster; and, having completed all his undertakings with the 
greatest honour to himself, and satis&ction to his royal master, he was advanced 
to the peerage of Ireland, by patent, at Dublin, February 17, 16 1 7, creating him 
Lord Lambart, Baron of Cavan, pursuant to privy seal at Westminster, on the 
10th of January preceding. 

His Lordship married Hester, daughter of Sir William Fleetwood, Knt., 
of Carrington Manor, Bedfordshire, a descendant from the ancient family of 
Fleetwood, of Lancashire. He died in 1618, and was succeeded by his 
eldest son, 

Charles, second Baron, who sat in the English House of Commons for the 
borough of Bossiney, in Cornwall ; was a leading member, and a principal 
speaker in the Irish House of Lords ; and who, in reward for numerous important 
services performed against the rebels, in Ireland, was promoted to the dignity of 
Earl of the county of Cavan, and Viscount of K'ilcoursie, by privy seal, dated at 
Newcastle, January 14, 1646. The Eail married Jane, the younger daughter of 
Richard Robarts, Lord Robarts of Truro, sister to John, created Earl of Radnor, 
sometime Lord Lieutenant of Ireland. Dying in the year 1600^ he was suc- 
ceeded by the eldest of five sons, 

Richard, the second Earl; who married^ ^rs/. Rose, second daughter of Sir 
James Ware, Knt., of Macetown, in the county of Dublin; and, tecondty^ 
Elizabeth, widow of Francis Derenzie, Esq., otherwise Keane, of Tinecrosse, in 
the King's County. His Lordship died in 1660, and was succeeded by his only 
son, by his first marriage^ 

Charles, third Earl of Cavan, who wedded Castilini, daughter of Henry, and 
sbter of St. Leger Gilbert, Esq., of Kilminchy, in the Queen's County. His 
Lordship died in 1702 ; and, having previously lost his eldest son, Charles, Lord 
Lambart was succeeded by his second son, 

Richard, the fourth Earl, who first sat in the English House of Commons in 
1703 ; and, being well versed in the rules and constitution of parliament, he was 
constantly employed on committees, and was consulted in all af&irs of moment. 
His Lordship married (whilst serving in the army at Barbados) Margaret, 
daughter of Governor Trant, and niece of the celebrated Sir Richard Steele. Lord 
Cavan died in 1741 . His elder son, Gilbert, Lord Lambart, having died young, 
he was succeeded by his only surviving son. 

Ford, fifth Earl of Cavan. His Lordship dying without male issue, in 1772 ; 
the family honours then devolved on his first cousin, 

Richard, sixth Earl of Cavan, son of Henry Lambart, third son of Charles, 
the third Earl. He married, Jirst, Sophia, daughter and coheir of Oliver 
Lambart, fourth son of Charles, the third Earl, by whom he had no issue ; 
secandii/, in 1762, Elizabeth, eldest daughter and coheir of William DavieSyEsq., 
a Commissioner of the Navy, by whom he had a son, his successor ; a daughter, 
Sophia, bom in 1767, deceased; and another daughter, Elizabeth-Jane, bom in 
1775 ; married, jSrf/, in 1793, to William-Henry Ricketts, Esq., R.N. (nephew of 
John, Earl St. Vincent, and then heir apparent to the Viscounty, but was 

drowned in 1805) ; secondly j to the Rev. Brickenden. His Lordship was 

Colonel of the 15th regiment of Foot, and a Lieutenant-General. Dying on the 
2d of November, 1778, he was succeeded by his son, 

Richard, seventh and present Earl of Cavan. His Lordship was bom on

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the 10th of September, 1763, and first took his seat in parliament on the 16th 
of February, 1766. 

The Earl married, on the 8th of August, 1782, Honora, youngest daughter and 
coheiress of Sir Henry Gould, Knt., one of the Judges of the Court of Common 
Pleas, Westminster, by whom he had issue : — 

1. Richard-Henry-Robert-Gilbert, bom in 1783, died in 1785; — 2. Honora- 
Elizabeth-Hester, married,^^ in 1805, Captain Woodgate, who died in 1806 ; 
secandli/f in 1809, Captain G. F. Harvey, of the 18th regiment of Dragoons;—- 

3. Alicia-Margaretta-Northmore, married, in 1813, Philip-Duncombe Paunce- 
fort-Duncombe, Esq., of Brickhill, in the county of Bucks; died in 1818; — 

4. Sophia- Amintor, died in 1798; — 5. George-Frederick-Augustus, Viscount 
Kilcoursie, bom in 1789; married, in 1811, Sarah, only daughter of J. P. 
Coppin, Esq., of Cowley, near Oxford, by whom (who died in 1823) his Lord- 
ship left at his decease, in 1828, five children, two sons and three daughters; 
—6. Edward-Henry- Wentworth-Villiers, bom in 1791, died in 1812. 

Honora, the late Countess of Cavan, died on the 1st of October, 1813; and 
the Earl married, ucondly^ as already stated, Lydia, the second daughter of the 
late William Arnold, Esq., of Slatwood, in the Isle of Wight, and has three sons 
Richard, bora on the 9th of December, 1815 ; Edward, bom on the 2d of March, 
1818; Oliver, bora on the 26th of August, 1822; and a daughter, Lydia* 
Gundred. 
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MISS JANE PORTER. 



Tan ladjy so diftinguisbed amongst the literatse of the present day, belongs to 
a &mily Whose members have almost all acquired high literary, or scientific 
reputation. Her ftlher was a meritorious officer, who died in the service of his 
country. Her elder brother, Dr. Porter, an eminent physician of Bristol, is the 
author of various piofessioDal treatises which have served to increase his well- 
earned medical celebrity. His acquirements, and his powers of observation, 
have been much enlarged by visiting the East and West Indies, and most of the 
countries of Eofope. . 

Miss Porter's younger brother. Sir Robert Kerr Porter, was in his youth de- 
voted, not only to literature and the arts, but to arms. His genius, lively and 
eccentric, was evinced even in childhood. One of his bo3rish frolics we happen 
to recollect. He and two or three others passed the greater part of a night 
amongst the grounds at the back of Holland House, Kensington. It had been 
previously agreed that each should produce a sonnet in the course of his peram- 
bulation : young Porter*s efiusion would not have disgraced a poet of repute. 
This gentleman, ** who has the honour of being classed among the pupils of 
West, gave striking proo6 of early, if not of precocious talent. His first great 
semi-panoramic picture, The Stormiitg of Seringapatam, in which nearly all the 
principal figures were portraits, was finished before he had completed his twenty- 
first* year. This admired production vras succeeded by The Battle of Alex- 
andriOf The Baitk qf Lodiy S^,, all of which were eminently conspicuous in 
merit, and proportionately attractive in exhibition.'' Had he continued in the 
practice of the art, there is little doubt of his having achieved its highest honours. 
At St. Petersburg, he acquired considerable fame, with the special notice and 
favour of the Emperor Alexander. There, also, it was his misfortune to imite 
himself in marriage with a woman of rank and title. Some years ago, Sir 
Robert went from Russia to Persia, made the tour of the latter kingdom, and 
has since presented the public with the result of his researches, in two splendid 
quarto volumes, enriched by many plates, from his own dravrings taken on the 
spot* 



• Sir Robert is alao well known as the anthor of TruvtUimg Sketches in Ruttia and 
'Swt4*Hf durimg the Yemrt 1805, ISOO^ 18S7» a«tf 1S08. 
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Miss Porter's yoimger sister, Anna-Maria, equally celebrated with herself in 
the walks of elegant fiction, gave early indications, not only of a love of litera- 
ture, but of a talent for literary composition. If we mistake not, she published 
two volumes of Tales when not more than thirteen years of age ; and, since that 
period, we could enumerate about thirty more volumes, the ofispring of her pro- 
lific pen. Of these, the principal are known as The Hungarian Brothers ; Don 
Sebastian; The Recluse of Norway ; The Knight of St. John; The Fast of St. 
Magdalen ; Roche Blancy or the Hunter of the Pyrenees, SfC. 

Miss Porter herself is the well-known author of that beautifiil, moral, and 
affecting romance, Thaddeus of IVarsaw ; of that yet more elevated composition, 
The Scottish Chiefs ; of The Pastor* s Fireside ; of Remarks on Sydnetfs Apho- 
risms; and, more recently, of Duke Christian of Luneberg, a work which, 
without solicitation, she had the high honour of being commanded to inscribe to 
his Majesty, King George IV. To the merits of these respective productions — 
to the literary character of their author — it is impossible to render justice, in a 
sketch so brief as that to which we are here restricted. 

It is not too much to say, that, of the superior historical romance. Miss Porter 
is the founder. An admission, to this effect, has, we believe, been candidly con- 
ceded by Sir Walter Scott himself. An important advantage of this class of 
writing, as conducted by Miss Porter, by her sister, and some of their more 
respectable contemporaries, is, tliat, in addition to the strong interest it excites, 
and the high moral it inculcates, it stimulates the reader to historical and anti« 
quarian research—a research which is at all times abundantly repaid.

RIGHT HONOURABLE SARAH, COUNTESS OF WARWICK. 



This lady, the only sunriving daughter of John, Earl of Mcxborough, by 
his Countess, Elizabeth, daughter and sole heir of John Stephenson, Esq., of 
East Bumham, in the county of Bucks, married, Jirttj on the 30th of October, 
1807» the late Right Honourable John-George, fourth Lord Monson; and, 
secondly, on the 21st of October, 1816, the Right Honourable Henry-Richard 
Grerille, Earl Brooke and Earl of Warwick, Baron Brooke, of Beau- 
champ's Court, in Warwickshire, Lord Lieutenant and Cusios Rotuhrum of the 
coimty of Warwick, &c. By her first husband, who died on. the 14th of 
November^ 1809, her Lady had an only son, Frederick-John, the present Lord 
Monson, bom on the 3d of February, 1809.* By her second husband, the Earl 



• llie noble Ikndly of MonBon, or Monwn, was Betted at East Reson and SonthCwletx^ 
the coontf of Uncolii, as fur Imck as the reiipd of Richard II. The name, according to some 
antiquarlea, is dertTcd flrom the German word Muntz, I. e. Money, in English ; or Knmmns, in 
Latin ; and, aocordlog to others, flrom Montzam, which in the German language signifies Rich. 
—Of this funlly was Sir William Monson, an Admiral of distinguished merit In the reigns of 
Queen SUzabelh and James I. For his valour in the expedition under the Earl of Essex, on the 
Spanish coast, in 1606, when Cadiz was taken, he was knighted. Sir William Monson was the 
officer by whom Lady Arabella Stuart was taken in her unfortunate attempt to tKMpe to the 
continent. His second son. Sir William Monson, compiled numerous tracts on naval allhlrs, 
which were published in CHuacHiLL*s CoUectlon of F&pages, in 170S. Thomas Monson, 
grandson of the first Sir William, was M.A. at Oxford; Master of the Armory; and Master 
Falconer to James I. He had the dignity of Baronet conferred on him, June Ip, 101 1 . He was 
afterwards twice brought to trial, on suspicion of being concerned in ttie murder at Sir Thomas 
Orerbury ; but, his innocence clearly appearing, he was discharged. IHiring the cItU wars, 
he wrote a book, by way of adrice to his grandson, entitled An Essmjf am AffiMkmt, He was 
a man of high breeding and accomplishments, and an ardent lover of mosie, in wliiA he 
possessed great skill. His second son. Sir William, was created by Charles I., VIseoimt Gas- 
tlemain, inthe kingdom of Ireland } bat, having bean subsequently imtrumeiitBl in ttaa Kteg's 
death, he was, in 16O1, degraded firon his honours, and sentenosd, with Sir Heniy MIMiiiaji 
and Mr. Robert Wallop, to be dncvB in nitodge, with a rope ahout his nedi. flnoa the l\»«er 
of London to Tybom, and badt tothe Turner, there to remain prisoner for life. 

Sib John Monson, Bart., eldest son and successor of Sir Thomas Monson, was made K.B. 
at the coronation of Charles I. He was a man of excellent understanding, great acquirements, 
and unstahned lojalty. 

Sir John Monson, his only son and successor, was made K.B. at the coronation of Charles II. 
His eldest son. Sir Henry Monson, was elected one of the representatives of the dty of Lincoln, 
in the convention of l(l68-9, but lie vacated his seat by refusing to take the oaths to William 
and Mary. He was succeeded by his next brother. Sir l^^lliam, as fourth baronet ; who, dying 
without issue, was suceeded by his nephew, George, fisthcr of 

Sib John Monson, sixtii Baronet, and first Lord Monson. He was elected a K.B. in 17SS ; 
and, on the SSth of May, 17SS, he was advanced to the dignity of a peer of Great Britain, by 
the title of Baron Monson, of Burton, in the county of Lincoln. He was of the Privy Council, 
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of Warwick, the Countess has also one son, George Guy, Lord Brooke, bom on 
the 28th of March, 1818. 

The femily of Savile, said to be descended from the Dukes de SaTilli, or 
Savelli, of Italy, is unquestionably of great antiquity. Dr. Littleton, in some 
remarks introduced in his dictionary, on the usage of changing the letter 6 into 
V, instances the Sabelli of Rome — the Savelli of Italy — ^the Saviles of England. 
Tlie Sabelli or Savelli, are one of the most ancient families in tlie world : some 
of them were consuls before and also aAer the time of our Saviour ; and Mr. Rich- 
ardson, in his preface to Reports of Law Cases in the reign of Queen Elizabethyby 
Sir John Saviliej states, that the Duke de Savilli had owned, as his near relation, 
John Savile, the second son of that Sir John. 

The Saviles, long distinguished in this country, came last from the province of 
Anjou, in France. Previously to the year 1300, they were settled in the county 
of York, where we find Sir John Savile, of Savile Hall, who married the 
daughter of Sir Simon de Rockley. From Sir John's great-great-grandson, 
Henry, second son of Thomas Savile, by the daughter and heir of Sir Richard 
Tankersley, Knt., F^ Mexborough descends.* This Henry married, about the 
year 1300, Ellen, daughter and heir of Thomas Copley, Esq., of Copley, in the 
the county of York, by whom he had issue : — 1. John (ancestor to the family of 
of Copley) from whom, in a lineal descent, was John Savile, Esq., created a 
Baronet in 1662; — 2. Thomas, ancestor to the Earl of Mexborough;— 
3. Nicholas. 

Sir John Savile, descendant of the abovementioned Thomas, was one of the 
Barons of the Exchequer in the reigns of Elizabeth and James I. Henry, his 
successor, seated at Methley, in the county of York, received the honour of 
knighthood at the coronation of James I., and was created a Baronet in 1611. 
Dying vnthout issue, the title became extinct, and his estates descended to John 
Savile, Esq., his half-brother. 

Charles Savile, Esq., great-grandson of John Savile, Esq., had issue by his 
wife, Aletheia, one son, John, his successor, and first Earl of Mexborough. At 



Captain of the Band of Gentlemen Pensioners, Vint Lord Commissioner of Trade and the 
Plantations, &c. His Lordship married the Lady Margaret Wataon, yoongcst dao^ter of 
Lewis, first Earl of Rockingham. His eldest son and successor, 

JoHM, second Lord Monson, married Tbeodoaia, daughter of John Maddison, Ksq., of Harpa- 
well, in the county of Lincoln. Of a numerous fismily by that lady, 

John, third Lord Monson, his eldest son, succeeded to the title in 1774« His Lordship 
married, in 1777, Elizabeth Capel, daughter of William, fourth Sari of Essex* by whom he had 
issue a son and two daughters. Dying on the SOth of May, iSlHt, he was succeeded by his son, 

JoHK-GaoaoB, fourth Lord Monson. His Lordship was bom on the ist of September, 17SA ) 
he married, as already stated, October SO, I807f the Lady Sarah Savite, only daughter of John, 
Earl of Mexborough ; and, dying on the 14th of February, ISOQt was sacceeded In title and es- 
ates, by his only son, Frederick-John, present and filth Lord Mooson. 

« From Sir John Savile, elder brother of Henry, descended Sir George Savfle, created a 
Baronet in l fill. He was ancestor of Sir William Savile, who converted his manaioo, at 
Thomhill, into a garrison for Charles L It was taken by Cromwell and demolished. His aon. 
Sir George, in consideration of Sir William's loyalty, and his own merit, was created Baron 
Savile, of Eland, and Viscount Halilisx ; and, in IfiSS, he was ftirther advanced to the dignitlea 
of Earl and Marquess of Halifax. These titles, however, became extinct on the death of tlie 
second Marquess, in 1700 } and the Baronetcy also iMcame extinct in 17S4, on the death of Sir 
George Savile, the eighth Baronet, and twantiflth lineal descent tnm Sir Jdui Savilt, of 
Savile Hall. 
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Methley Park, upon an elegant matble nonummt, creeled by Mr, Savile's widow, 
is the foUowing insciiption: 

" To the memory of Charles Satile, Esq., and Ai-rrBEiA, ha wife, 

" He waa descended from in lUuslrious feimily in this county, whose antiquity 
cannot be (raced, distin^ished in its several branches by persona of great abili- 
ties and emiDence. He wm the fifth in a lineal descent from that worthy man, 
and peal honour of the law. Sir John Savile, Knight, of this place, oite of the 
Barons of (he Gichcquer in (he lime of Queen Elizabeth and King James 1, 
whose eldest son, Uenry, was advanced (o the digni[y of a Baronet in 1611, but 
died without issue ; and whose brother. Sir Henry Savile, Knt., provosi of Eton, 
will ever be remembered as an ornament to learning, (o his family, and lo hia 
eountiy. 

" Aletbeia, was daughter and coheiress to Gilbert Millington, Esq., of Felley 
Abbey, in the county of NoKingham ; she enjoyed all the tiue comforts of the 
conjugal state with the best of husbands, till 5 June, 1741, when he depar[ed 
this life.aged sixty -five, leaving hit only son, John, to inherit the possessions, and 
imitate the rirlues of his ancestors. 

" She eauitcd this monument to be erected, that no instance might be ami(ted 
of her regard and gratitude to him, purposing and desiring, that when she departs 
this life, her remains may be deposited vilh his in a vault near Ibis place, pre- 
pared by hei for that purpose, in hopes that (hey sliall rise (ogelhei to glory and 
honour, through the mercies of God, and the merits of Jetui Christ our lard. 

" The abovementioned Aletbeia died 24th June, 175fi, in the seveuty-aeventh 
year of her age, and was here interred." 

John, lint Earl of Meiborougfa, was installed K.D. in 1749. On Ihe 8th of 
November, 1753, he was created Barou PoUington, of Lon^ord, in the kmgdom 
of Ireland ; and, on the llih of Februan/, 1766, he was further advanced to the 
dignities of Viscount Pnllmgton, and Kabl of Mcxborol'ch, of LiSbrd, in the 
county of Donegal, m Ireland. 

His Lordship married, in 1760, Sarah, youngest daughter of Francis-Blake 
DeUval, Esq., of Sealon Uelavat, in the coimty of Northumberland (whose son 
was created Baron Delaval], by whom (who remarried in )7G0, with Ihe Bev. 
Sand ford Ilordcastle) he had issue: — 1. John, (he present Earl ; — 2. lleniy, bom 
in 1763;— 3. Charles, bom in 1774, died without issue in 1807.~ilis Lordship 
died on the 12th of Febniiuy,1TT8, and wa>t succeeded by his eldest son, 

John, second Earl of Mexborough. His Lordship was born on (lie Bth of 
April, 1761 ; aod married, on the 25th of September, 1T83, Eiiiabeth, daughter 
and sole heiress of John Stephenson, of East Bumham, in the county of Bucks, 
by whom he h^s issue : — 

1. JoBK, present Eabl of MEXBoaovoa, bom in 1783, married, in leOT, 
Anne, eldest daughter of Philip, Earl of Ilardwicke, K.G., and has issue;— 
2. S.I BAH, married, as already suied, Jir>l, to the lale Lord Blonson; treondly, 
to the present Earl of Warwick ; — 3. Lliu, died in 1794. 

The ancient bmily of Greville is generally believed (o have come in with the 
Conquest. The learned Leland, in his Uiiuraiy of EngLad, wnden in the 
reign of Henry VIII., says,

T\\v tifbt of the family whose name is met with on record is in 1294, when 
William (ireville died Sfi>td of th(» manors of Inglethwait and Awldtoftes, in 
the county of York, and t»f the office of Chief Forester of (Jalteres, with the 
jurisdiction there. After him was Johnlireville, who die*l previously to the year 
13,*)1>, and with whom Cam<kn commences his curious and accurate pedigree of 
the family, the original roll of which is, we believe, in the ()Ossession of the pre- 
sent r^rl of Warwick. 

SiK Kdwak[» (Irevillf, who received the honour of knighthood for his 
valiant lKha\iour at the battle of Spurs, in the a'ign of Henry VIII., stood 
hi;^h in favour with his sovereign, whom he had the honour of attending to 
Fiance, in his memorable inten'iew with Francis I. In 1521, he obtained the 
wanlship of Kliziil>eth, one of the daughters, and at last the sole heiress of 
Edward Willoughby, the only son of Robert, Lord Brooke, a grant which, in its 
con^ecpienccs, greatly contributed to aggrandize his family. By his wife, Anne, 
daughter of John Denton, of Amersden, in the county of Bucks, he had four 
sons ; of whom, Uie eldest, John Cireville, of Milcote and Drayton, was knighted 
at the coronation of Kdward \'I. Fulke, his second son, married Elizabeth 
W'illoughby, the ward of his father, one of the greatest heiresses then in England. 
She was not only sole heiress of the family of Willoughby, of Brooke, by her 
father, but her grandmother was descended from the old Earls of W'arwick, a 
family which gave a succession of Earls for 400 years, and heir to one of the 
most considerable branches of that illustrious family. By Uiis marriage, the 
manor of Alcester, and many other lordships and lands, came to Sir FuUie in 
right of his wife. Seating himself at Beauchamp*s Court, and augmenting this 
lan^c c>tiite by the purchase of sundry lands in the neighbourhood, he raised his 
family to high distinction in the county of Warwick. His eldest son, 

FuLKK (iiiEviLLK, who married the Lady Anne, daughter to Ilalph Neville, 
Eiirl of Westmorland, succee<led to the gieat family inheritance. His only 
tlaughter, Margaret, was married to Sir Richard X'erney, Knt., of Compton Mur- 
dack, in the county of Warwick, ancestor to the present Lord Willoughby, of 
Brooke ; his son and heir, 

Fulke, afterwards Sir F'ulke, and first Lord Brooke, was distinguished as a 
courtier, as a statesman, as a poet, and more especially as tlie friend of Sir Philip 
Sidney, whose life he wrote. At the coronation of James I. he was made K.B., 
and in the second year of tliat king's riMgn, he obtained a grant of Warwick, 
Castle, with all its dependencies. On tlie 30Ui of September, 1(328, he died at 
Brooke House, in Holborn, from a sword-wound, given by Haywood, one of his 
servants, who considered the provision made for him in his Lordship's will to be 
msuffirient. Tlie man immediately.after destroyed himself with the same weapon. 
His cousin, and heir male, 

Robert Greville, second Lord Brooke, was a parliamentary General in the 
Civil Wars. He was killed at Lichfield, in 1G42 ; leaving issue, by his wife 
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Catherine, daughter of Francis Russell, Earl of Bedford, Francis, Robert, and 
Fulke, successively Lords Brooke ; the last of whom, dying in 1710, was sue* 
ceeded by his grandson, 

Fulke, son of Francis Greville, by his wife, the Lady Anne Wilmot, eldest 
daughter of John, and sister and coheir of Charles, Earl of Rochester. Dying 
unmarried, he was succeeded by his only brother, 

William, seventh Lord Brooke, who, by Mary, his wife, daughter and 
coheiress of Henry Thynne, Esq., only son of Thomas, Viscount Weymouth, left 
an only son, 

Francis; who, on the 7th of July, 1746, was created Earl of Brooke, and on 
the 13th of November, 1759, Earl of Warwick. Subsequently, he obtained 
a grant to him and his descendants. Earls of Warwick, to bear the crest anciently 
used by the Earls of that county ; viz., on a Wreath a Bear erect Argent, muzzled 
Gules, supporting a Ragged Staff (rf the first. His Lordship married, in 1742, 
Elizabeth, eldest daughter of Lord Archibald Hamilton, son of William, Duke 
of Hamilton, by whom he had issue i~^ 

1. Louisa-Augusta, married 1770, William Churchill, Esq., of Henbury, in 
Dorsetshire ; — 2. Frances«Elizabeth, married, 1764, the late Sir Hany Harpur, 
Bart.;— ^3. Charlotte-Mary, married, 1762, John Stuart, eighth Earl of Gal- 
loway, died 1763 ;— 4. George, his successor; — 5. Isabella, died an in&nt; — 
6. Charles-Francis, bom 1749, died 1809;— 7. Robert-Fulke, F.RJS., A.S., and 
L.S., Groom of the Bedchamber to the King, married, 1797, Louisa, Coimtessof 
Mansfield, mother of the present Earl, and died 1824, leaving issue ; — 8. Anne, 
died 1783. 

His Lordship died in 1773, and was succeeded by his eldest son, 

George, who was bom at Warwick Castle, in 1746 ; and on whom his Majesty 
George H. conferred the honour of standing godfatlier, by Lord Conway, his 
proxy. His Lordship married,^rs^, in 1771, Georgiana, only daughter of James, 
first Lord Selsey, by whom (who died in 1772) he had one son, George, Lord 
Brooke, who died at the age of fourteen ; secondly, in 1776, Henrietta, daughter 
of Richard Vemon, Esq. (by Evelyn, Countess of Upper Ossory, daughter of 
John, first Earl Gower), by whom he had issue: — 

1. Henry-Richard, the present Earl of Warwick; — 2. the Honoiurable Sir 
Charles-John Greville, K.C.B., Major-General and Lieutenant-Colonel of the 
38th Foot; — 3. Robert, deceased; — 4. Elizabeth, died 1806; — 5. Henrietta, 
married, 1805, Thomas Scott, Earl of Clonmell ; — 6. Caroline ;— -7. Augusta, 
married, in 1821, to Heneage, present Earl of Aylesford; — 9. Louisa; — 
10. Charlotte. 

Hevry-Richard Greville, third and present Earl of Warwick, who suc- 
ceeded his &ther on the 2d of May, 1816, was bom in 1779; and, as already 
stated, his Lordship married, in 1816, Sarah, Baroness Monson, relict of Lord 
Monson, and only daughter of John, Earl of Mexborough, by whom he has issue 
a son, George Guy, Lord Brooke, bom on the 28th of March, 1818, to whom his 
Majesty, Geoige IV. (then Prince Regent) did the honour of standing godfiither. 
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THE 
RIGHT HON. KATHARINE-MARY, LADY FORESTER. 



Tbb Right Honourable Katharike-Mary, Lady Forester, sister of his Grace 
the Duke of Rutland, is the second daughter of Charles, fourth and late Duke of 
Rutland, by his Duchess, Mary-Isabella, daughter of Charles-Noel Somerset, 
fourth Duke of Beaufort. Her Ladyship was married on the 17th of June, 
1800, to Cecil- Weld Forester, Esq., now Lord Forester. 

This nobltman, created Baron Forester, of Willey Park, Shropshire, on the 
I7tk of July, 1821, is the descendant of an ancient and honourable family. His 
Lordship is in possession of a grant, made by King Henry \'II1. to one of hit 
anoeston— John Forester, Esq., of \>'ailing Street, in the county of Salop— to 
wear hit hat in the presence of majesty. 

Li further illustration of our subject, we shall briefly sketch the hiitory of 
the ancient and noble family of Manners, paternal ancestors of Lady Foraster. 

The nobility of the Manners family, in right of the coheir of Rcm,* wAiom Sir 
Robert Manners married in the reign of Henry VI., is as old as the Conquest. 

The first of the family, whose name occurs, is Sir Robert de Mannen, Lord of 
the Manor of Ethale (now Etall) in Northumberland. Collins, and othor gene- 
alogists, trace a long descent. Sir Robert de Manners, in the 17th of Edward IL 
(1823) was returned into Chancery among the principal persons of tbt county of 
Noithumberland, who were certified to bear arms by descent from their ancestors; 
and, in the succeeding reign, he signalized himself in the defence of Horbam 
Castle, of which he was governor. He was greatly distinguished on several 
other occasions, and was confidentially employed by his Sovereign on various 
important missions. 

Sir John de Manners, who died in 1482, was interred in the body of the col- 
legiate church of St. Mary, at Warwick, beneath a stone inlaid with brass, repre- 
senting him standing in armour, on a lion procumbent. Round the stone, and at 
his feet, were inscriptions cut in brass, in characters of the time. One of these 
was as follows : _

In 1461) the first year of Edward IV., Sir Robert Manners, ** in consideration 
of his true and fiiithfiil service done to the King himself, as well as to his father,'' 
had a grant for life of twenty marks per annum, issuing out of the manors 
of Locre, Newcham, Newslede, Shenhow, and £Iyngham, in the county of Noi^ 
thumberland ; manors which had come to the King by the forfeitures of Heniy, 
late Earl of Northumberland. Sir Robert (having previously received the honour 
of knighthood) was, in the third and fourth years of Edward IV., Sheriff of the 
county of Northumberland ; an office at that time of great power, trust, and emo- 
lument. In the 4th of Edward IV., ** he was in such favour with Richard 
Nevile, Earl of Warwick and Salisbury (the greatest peer in England, and sur- 
named the King Maker) that in consideration of his services done, and to be 
done, he granted him an annuity of twenty marks out of the revenues of his lord- 
ship of Barnard Castle, during his life ; and the next year he was constituted 
deputy to Richard, Duke of Gloucester (then Admiral of England, Ireland, and 
Aquitain), for all the sea-coasts in the bishoprick of Durham, from the mouth of 
Tese, to that of Twede ; and was again Sheriff of the county of Northumberland, 
in the third year of Richard III." 

It was this Sir Robert Manners, who married Eleanor, eldest sister and 
coheir of Edmund Lord Ros * {who died in 1508), and daughter of Thomas, 
Lord Ros, by Philippa, his wife, eldest daughter of John, Lord Tiptoft and 
Powys, sister to John Tiptoft, Earl of Worcester, K.G., and coheir to her 
nephew, Edward, Earl of Worcester. 

George, the eldest son of Sir Robert Manners, had the title of Lord Ros, in 
1487, afler the decease of his mother, who was also lineal heir to the baronies of 
Vaux, Tnisbut, and Belvoir. Ten years afterwards, in a memorable expedition 
into Scotland, he was, for his conduct and bravery, knighted by the Earl of 
Surrey, general of the army. During the reign of Henry VII., and in the early 
part of that of Henry VIII., he performed many important services. In 1513, 
while engaged at the siege of Therouenne and Toumay, he fell ill and died. 
This Sir George Manners, Lord Ros, married Anne, relict of Henry Holland, 
Duke of Exeter, and sole daughter and heiress of Sir Thomas St. Leger, Knt, 
by Anne, his wife, daughter of Richard, Duke of York, and sister of Edward IV. 

His eldest son, Thomas, second Lord Ros, had speciaMivery of all the manors, 
castles, and lands, descended to him from the Lady Eleanor, his grandmother, 
sister and coheir to Edmund, Lord Ros; and also from Isabel, the other 
sister and coheir of that nobleman. He was, on the 28th of June, 1525, 
created Earl of Rutland — a title that had never been previously borne but by the 
blood royal; and he had, in consequence of his descent from the sister of King 



* This Lord Ros was lineally descended from WilUam, Lord Ros, of Ilamlake^ who died in 
10 Bdward II., and was one of the competitors for the kingdom of Scotland* being great-grand- 
son of Robert, Lord Ros, and Isabel, his wife, natural daoghter of Wimam, King of Scotland. 
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Edward IV.^ an augmentation to his armorial bearings ; viz., Or, two Bars Azure, 
and a Chief Gtdes (as they appear on hb fiither*s tomb, in St. George's Chapel, 
Windsor) which Chief vns augmented to quarterly, 1st and 4th Azure, 2 Fleuru 
de-Lis; Or, 2d and 3d Gulet, and a Lyon of England. This nobleman, by his 
Countess, Eleanor, daughter of Sir William Paston, Knt, had a numerous 
family. Dying in the year 1543, he was succeeded by his eldest son, Henry, 
SECOND Earl, in whose descendants the title continued, through a succession of 
six Earls, till 1641, when, on the death of George, seventh Earl, without 
issue, it devolved on his cousin, John, the eighth Earl, who was grandson of Sir 
John Manners, of Haddon, second son of the first Earl. This nobleman died in 
1679, and was succeeded by his only surviving son, 

John Manners, ninth Earl, and first Duke of Rutland. He was, in 1679, 
previously to his father*s death, summoned up to the House of Peers, by the title 
of Baron Manners, of Haddon, in the county of Derby. Possessing a large for- 
tune, he kept up the ancient character of English hospitality, at his castle of 
Belvoir. So attached was he to a country life, that for many years before he died, 
he never visited London ; and when he married his eldest son to a daughter of 
Lord Kussel, he caused an article to be inserted in the settlement, that the lady 
should forfeit a portion of her jointure, if she ever lived in town without his con- 
sent. ^However, on experience of her admirable temper and exemplary behaviour, 
as well as of the excellent judgment of his son, he afterwards allowed them to 
act agreeably to their own inclination. In consideration of his great merit, and 
of the services of his ancestors to the nation, her Majesty, Queen Anne, was 
pleased to advance him to the dignities of Marquess of Granby, and Duke of 
Rutland, on the 29th of March, 1703. 

John, the second Duke, K.G., married, ^r^, Katharine, second daughter of 
William, Lord Russel, the patriot, beheaded in 1688 ; secondly, Lucy, sister of 
Bennet Sberard, first Earl of Harborough. His eldest son, by his first Duchess, 
was 

JouN, THE THIRD DuRE, K.G., Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster, Lord 
Steward of the Household, &c. His Grace married Bridget, daughter and sole 
heiress of Robert Sutton, Lord Lexington. He died in 1779, and was succeeded 
by his grandson, 

Charles, the fourth Duke, K.G., Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, &c. His 
Grace was bom on the 15th of March, 1754. On the 26th of December, 1775, 
he married the Lady Mary-Isabella Somerset, daughter of Charles, fourth Duke 
of Beaufort; by whom he had, with other issue, Katharine-Mary, now Lady 
Forester; and John-Henry, present and fifth Duke of Rutland, Mar- 
quess of Granby, Earl of Rutland, and Baron Manners, of Haddon, K.G., 
D.C.L., Lord Lieutenant of the county of Leicester, Recorder of Cambridge, 
and of Scarborough, &c.

Frances, Ladt Ducie, is the yonngest daughter of Henry Herbert, first Earl 
of Caeniarvoo, by Elizabeth-Alicia-Maria, daughter of Charles Wyndham, first 
Earl of Egremont. 

The first of her Ladyship's ancestors who bore the title of Earl, was William 
Herbert, Lord of Ragland, in Monmouthshire ; an estate which he enjoyed from 
Maud, his grandmother, daughter and heiress to Sir John Morley, Ban. He is 
thou^t, by some to have derived his descent fix>m Henry, the son of Herbert, 
Chamberlain to Henry I. Others award him a more illustrious origin. His 
fiither, Sir William ap Thomas, was knighted by Henry V. for his valour in the 
wars with France ; bis mother was Gladys, daughter of Sir David Gam, and 
widow of Sir Roger Vaughan ; his next brotlier was Sir Richard Herbert, of 
Colbrook, ancestor to the Lords Herbert, of Cherbury, and the late Earls of 
Powis. 

William Herbert, was a stanch adherent of the house of York ; and, 
when Edward IV. ascended the throne, he was rewarded for his fidelity with 
many grants and honours ; amongst others, having been previously raised (Nov. 
4, 1461) to the dignity of a Baron« a gmnt in general tail of the castle, town, and 
lordship of Pembroke, with all its members and appurtenances. In the suc- 
ceeding year he was elected one of the Knights Companions of the Most Noble 
Order of the Garter ; and, in 1467, he was advanced to the title of Earl of Pem- 
broke. He was extensively employed by his Prince^ and ultimately fell in the 
support of his cause. On the 26th of July, 1469, encountering a superior force 
of insmgent Ltnctstriuis^ at Danes Moore^ near Edgoote, in Northamptonshire, 
he was utterly vanqu is bed, taken prisooo', and canied to Northampton, where he 
was afterwaidt beheaded by the command of George, Duke of Clarence, and 
the Earl of Warwick. Aware that he should sufier death, he, on the day after 
the battle, made his will, a transcript of which, as no mean antiquarian curiosity, 
is here inserted : 

^ In Nomine Jesu. Item I to be buried in the priory of Bergavenny, undre 
charge, bytwene my fiulers toumbe, and the chancell : and the cost that should 
have be at Tyntemey to be set upon the chancell, as my confessor, &c. shall say ; 
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and yoa mj wyfe, and brother Thomas Herbert, &c. And wjfe, that ye remember 
your promise to me, to take the ordre of widoidiood, as ye may be the better 
master of your own, to performe my wylle, and to helpe my children, as I love 

and trust you, &c. And that C. Tonne of be yeven to make the cloyster 

of lyateme, &c. and zx/. to the Qrey (ireres, where my body shall lygh : and that 
my body be sent for home, in alle hast secretly, by Mr. Leisone, and certain 
freres with him, &c. To Dr. Leisone, ten marks a yere, to sing for my soule, 
during his life, &c. Item to two prestes to be found to sing afore the Trinitie at 
Lanteliowe for my soule, and for all there soules slayne in the felde, for two 
yere, &c. Item yat my almeshows have as much livelode as shall suffice to find 
vi power men and one to serve theim. Wyfe pray for me and take ye said 
ordre yat ye promised me as ye had in my life my hert and love. God have 
mercy uppon me and save you and our children, and our lady and all the seints 
in heven help me to salvation. Amen with my hand the xxvii day of Julie. 

" William Pembroke.'* 



William, seventh Earl of Pembroke, son and heir of this unfortunate 
nobleman, resigned his title in fevour of Prince Edward ; in consideration of 
which, he was created, by Edward IV., Earl op Hdntingdon, July 4, 1479. 
He entered into covenants with the King to marry Dame Catherine Plantagenet, 
his daughter; but, as that lady died in her tender years, the marriage was not 
carried into effect ; and the E^l afterwards married Mary, a daughter. of Richard, 
Earl Rivers, by whom he had an only daughter, Elizabeth, married to Charles 
Somerset, Earl of Worcester, ancestor to the present Duke of Beaufort. 

Sir Ricuard Herbert, of Ewyas, natural son of William, first Earl of Pem- 
broke, by Maud, daughter and heiress of Adam ap Howell Graunt, vras ancestor 
to the present Earl of Pembroke. His eldest son, William, was knighted by, and 
held many offices of high honour and trust under, Henry VIII. His military 
services were also of great importance during the brief reign of Edward VI. In 
1548, he was elected one of the Knights Companions of the Garter ; on the 10th 
of October, 1551, was advanced to the dignity of Baron, by the title of Lord Her- 
bert, of Caerdiff; and on the following day he was created Earl of Pembroke. 
He was one of the peers who sat on the trial of Edward, Duke of Somerset. In 
1551, Anne, his first lady — daughter of Thomas, Lord Parr, of Kendal, and 
sister to Catherine Parr, sixth wife of Henry VIII.— died at his seat, called Bay- 
nard Castle, in London, and was buried with great magnificence in the cathedral 
of St. Paul, near the tomb of the Duke of Lancaster. 

In 1552, this nobleman, with several others, was at a muster before his Majesty 
in Greenwich Park, when his band, clothed in coats of embroideiy of his own 
livery, bore a standard before them of red, white, and blue, and a green dragon 
vrith an arm in his mouth. Sometime afterwards " he rode into London to his 
mansion of Baynard's Castle, with 300 horse in his retinue, whereof 100 of them 
were gentlemen, in plain blue cloth, with chains of gold, and badges of a dragon 
on their sleeves." — ^At the funeral of Edward VI., the Earl of Pembroke was 
one of the principal mourners. He was one of the first supporters of the Lady 
Jane Grey; but, subsequently, he joined the party for proclaiming Queen 
Mary ; by whom he was, in consequence, taken into high fisivour. He sup- 
pressed the insurrection of the Kentish men and others, headed by Sir Thomas 
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Wyit, til opposition to the Queen's mania^ with Philip, King o 
UTien thai Pii nee landed in England (July 19, 1554) "he waited on him, and 
was present at his marriage with the Queen al Winchestpr, on the a^th ; and 
NoTember 9th following, rode into London, Miainst the silling of parhanient, with 
200O horsemen in his retinue, with gold chains and velvet coals, with three laces 
of gold ; and liity other gentlemen in blue coats, guarded with velvet, and a 
badge of a green dragon. Thiee days after which, on Ihe King and Queen going 
to parliament, he carried the sword before them. In 1557, be was coostiluied 
CuplaiD-Generat of the Queen's army beyond the seas, for the defence of Calais; 
and brought 1000 horse, 4000 fool, and 2000 pioneers, to the siege of St. Quin- 
line, in Picanly, where a glorious victory vras obtained." 

Equally in bvour with Queen Eliiabetd, of whose household he was 
made Great Master, the Earl of Pembroke was inlrusled by hi^r Majesly 
to be present at ilie consultations of those divines and learned men who 
completed the alleiation of the ealablished church. This nobleman, who 
died at Hampton Court, on the 17Ui of March, 1569-70, was buried, 
according to his desire, in the Cathedral of St. Paul, with such magnificence, 
that tlie mourning given at his fiineral was of the value of £2000, He left much 
in charily, and much money, plate, and jewels, amongst his relations and 

HENRf, second Earl of Pembroke, of the new creation, who succeeded his 
father, sat on the trial of Ihe Duke of Norfolk, in 1571-2, and on that of Maty, 
Queen of Scots, in 1586. He was a Knight of the Garter, and President of the 
Council in Ihe Marches of Wales. He married — Catherine, daughter of Henry 
Gray, Duke of Suffolk, from whom he was divorced ; — Catherine, daughter to 
George, Eatl of Shrewsbury, by whom he had no issue ;— and Maiy, daughter to 
Sir Henry Sydney, K.G., by whom he had two sons and a daughler. To Mary, 
his third Counles», a lady of great learning and virtue, her brother. Sir Philip 
Sydney, dedicated his fiir-lamed romance, tlie Arcadia. Il was to the memory of 
this admirable woman, that Ben Jonson inscribed the well-known line^— 



WiLLItu, the eldest son and successor of Henry, wai a Knight of the Garter, 
and greatly in favour with the sovereigns, Jimes I. and CiuaLca I. He was 
eminently distinguished, also, by his learning, poetical genius, and patronage of 
literary men. Wood descnbes him as " the very picture and viva iffigitt of 
nobility." His character, as exquisitely drawn by Lord Clarendon, presents a 
singular statement : some persons of quality, of relation or dependence upon the 
Earl, happened to meet at Maidenhead. " At supper one of them draidi a 
health to the Lord Steward : upon which another of them said, ■ that he believed 
his lord was very merry, for he had now ouilired the day, which his tutor. Sand- 
ford, had prognosticated upon his nativity he would not outlive ; but he had 
done it now, for that was his bitth-day, which had completed his age to fifty jean. 
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Tbe next morning, by the time thej came to Colebrook, they met with the news 
of his death*'' By hb wife, Mary, eldest daughter to Gilbert, Earl of Shrewsbury, 
he had two sons ; but, as they both died in their infimcy, he was succeeded by 
his brother, 

Philip, afterwards fourth Earl of Pembroke, and first Earl of Montgomery, 
married (1604) Lady Susan Vere, daughter of Edward, Earl of Oxford, the poet, 
by his first wife, the daughter of Lord Burleigh. 

*' The court was great ; and for that day put on the best bravery. The Prince 
and Duke of Hoist led the bride to church ; the Queen followed her firom thence. 
The King gave her ; and she in her tresses and trinkets brided and bridled it so 
handsomely, and indeed became herself so well, that the King said, if he were 
unmarried, he would not give her, but keep her himself « • « • ^ At 
night there was a mask in the hall, which, for conceit and feshion, were suitable 
to the occasion." ««••<< There was no small loss that night of chains 
and jewels, and many great ladies were made shorter by the skirts, and were rery 
well sened that they could keep cut no better. The presents of plate and other 
things given by the noblemen were valued at £2500 ; but that which made it a 
good marriage was a gill of the King's, of £500 land, for the bride's jointure. 
They were lodged in tbe council chamber, where the King, in his shirt and 
night-gown, gave them a reveille matin before they were up." • • • • "No 
ceremony was omitted of bride-cakes, points, garters, and gloves, whicH have 
been ever since the livery of the court ; and at night there was sewing into the 
sheet, casting off the bride's left hose, with many other petty sorceries." 

On the 4th of May, 1605, Sir Philip Herbert, was created Earl of Mont* 
gomery. 

This nobleman, who succeeded his brother in the Earldom of Pembroke, in 
1630^ died in January, 1649-50. He was a complete courtier — understood 
horses and dogs well — and was a great fisivourite of James L 

By his first lady he had seven sons, the first three of whom died young, and 
three daughters : by his second wife, Anne, daughter to George, Earl of Cum- 
berland, and widow of Richard, Earl of Dorset, he had no issue. 

Philip, his fourth son, who succeeded him as fifth Earl of Pembroke, and 
second Earl of Montgomer}', married, Jirst, Penelope, ^daughter to Sir Robert 
Naunton, Knt., Secretary of State to James I., by whom he had an only son, 
William ; and, secondly ^ Catherine, daughter to Sir William Villiers, of 
Brookesby, by whom he had two sons, Philip and Thomas, and five daughters. 
Dying in 1669, he was succeeded by his eldest son, William, who died un- 
married in 1674, and was in turn succeeded by Philip, his half-brother, who 
married Madame Henrietta de Querouaille, youngest sister to the Duchess of 
Portsmouth, by whom his sole issue was a daughter ; consequently, upon his 
decease, in 1683, the titles descended to his brother^ 

Thomas, eighth Earl of Pembroke, and fifth Earl of Montgomery, filled many 
high offices of state in the reigns of William and Mary, Amme, George I., 
and George IL At the coronations, respectively, of Anne, George L, and 
George IL, his Lordship carried one of the three swords. On his resignation 
of the post of Lord High Admiral of England and Ireland, in fiivour of Prince 
George of Denmark, in 1702, he generously declined acceptance of a hand- 
some pension offered him by the Queen, In 1707| he was Lord lieutenant of 
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Ireland. His Lordship, who possessed an admirable taste in antiquities, made a 
fine collection of ancient marbles at Wiltou, his country seat ; and also a curious 
and costly collection of medals and coins. He married, ^i^, Margaret, daughter 
and heiress to Sir Robert Sawyer, Knt., Attorney-General in the reign of 
Charles IL, by whom he had seven sons and fiye daughters; secondlt/y Barbara, 
daughter to Sir Robert Slingsby, Bart., of Scriven, by whom he had one 
daughter ; and, thirdly, Mary, sister to Scroop, Lord Viscount Howe. His 
Lordship died in January, 1732-3, and was succeeded in his titles and estates by 
his eldest son, Henry, a nobleman of great taste and genius. 

William Herbert, fifth son of Thomas, the eighth Earl of Pembroke, and a 
Major-General in the Army, was father to Henry, first Elarl of Caernarvon, and 
grandfather to Frances, Lady Ducie, of whose paternal ancesUy the present 
memoir forms an illustration. He married Catherine-Elizabeth, daughter of 

Tews, Esq., of Aix-la-Chapelle, by whom he had three sons and two 

daughters. 

Henry Herbert, his eldest son, was bom on the 29th of August, 1741. 
" In 1768, and 1774, he was returned to parliament for the borough of VVilton ; 
and was advanced to the peerage by letters patent, dated October 17th, 1780, by 
the title of Baron Porchester, of High Clere, in the county of Southampton, and 
further elevated to the title of Earl of Caernarvon, by patent, July 3, 1793." 
His Lordship married, July 15, 1771, Elizabeth- Alicia- Mary, sister of George, 
Earl of Egremont,* bom November 29, 1752, by whom he had issue : — 

1. Henry-George, who succeeded his father, as Earl of Caernarvon, on the 3d 
of June, 1811. 

2. Charles, bora July 5th, 1774 ; late M.P. for Wilton, a Captain in the Navy ; 
drowned in the harbour of Gijon, in Spain, September 12th, 1808; married, 
July 9th, 1800, Bridget-Augusta, foui-th daughter of the Hon. John Byng. 

3. \Villiam, bom January 12, 1778, and distinguished by his classical and 
poetical attainments ; married. May 17, 1806, the Hon. Letitia-Dorothea, second 
daughter of Joshua, Viscount Allen. 

4. George, bom Febmary 21, 1779; married, September 1, 1806, Miss Head, 
daughter of Francis Head, Esq., who assumed that name in right of his mother. 



« The B^emont funily derive their descent from Ailwardos, a distingaished Saxon, who, 
soon after the Norman Conqaest, being poisesscd of lands at Wymondham, now called Wjnd- 
ham, in Norfolk, took his surname from thence. Sir John Wyndham was beheaded on Tower 
Hill, as an adherent to the Dnke of York, in 1503. His Jlrst wife was Margaret, daughter of 
John Howard, Dnke of Norfolk ; and firom him descended the families of Orchard Wyndham, 
Felbrig, Dunraven Castle, the Wyndhams of Wiltshire, and Thomas, Lord Wyndham, Lord 
Chancellor of Ireland. Sir William Wyndham, of Orchard Wyndham, was created a Baronet 
in l66l. His son. Sir Edward, was father of Sir William Wyndham, a celebrated statesman. 
Secretary at War, in 1711, and Chancellor of the Exchequer in 1713, who married Catherine 
Seymour, second daughter of Charles, Duke of Somerset. Sir Charles, his son, bom on the 
19th of August, 1710, and created Baron and Earl of Egremont, October s, 1749, married 
AUda-Maria, daughter of George, second Lord Carpenter, and sister of George, first Earl of 
Tyrconnel. By that lady, who died in l7iH( he had, besides George O'Bryen, his successor, and 
sereral other children, Elizabeth-Alida-Maria, who, as above stated, married Henry Herbert, 
first Earl of Caemanron. 
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Oabrielley daughter and coheiress of Sir Funds Head^ Bart, of Hennitage, in 
Kent, who died in 1768. 

5. Percy, bom September 17, 1780; died April 1, 1784. 

6. Algernon, bom July 12, 1792. 

7. Frances, bom June 5, 1775 ; married, December 5, 1797, Thomas, Lord 
DuciE. 

Hbnrt-Georgc, second Earl of Caemanron, bom on the 3d of June, 1772, 
married, April 26, 1796, Elizabeth, daughter and heiress of Colonel Ackland, eldest 
son of Sir Thomas Ackland, Bart^ by Lady Harriet Strangways, daughter of 
Stephen, first Earl of Ilchester; by whom (who died March 5, 1810) he had 
issue:— 1. Harriet-Elizabeth, married to the Rct. J.C. Stapleton ; — 2. Henry- 
John-George, Lord Porchester; — 3. Edward-Charies-Hugh ;^-4. Theresa, died 
September, 1815; — 5. Emily, married, in 1822, to Philip Pusey, Esq. 

His Lordship died in the present year, and was succeeded by his eldest son^ 
Henry-John, the present Earl. 
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LOUISA-CATHERINE, MARCHIONESS OF CARMARTHEN. 



Louisa-Catberine, Marchioness of Carmarthen, sister of the Mar- 
chioness Wellesley, is the third daughter of Richard Caton, Esq., of Maryland, 
in America. Her Ladyship was first married, very early in life, to Sir Felton- 
Elwell-Bathurst Henrey, Bart., of Lainston, in the county of Hants, Colonel of 
the 14th Light Dragoons ; an officer of distingubhed merit in the Peninsular 
campaigns, and Military Secretary to the Duke of Wellington, at Paris, during 
the occupation of that city by the allied army.* Sir Felton died in 1819, two 
years after his marriage; Lady Ilervey was united, in May, 1828, to Francis- 
Godolphin d'Arcy, Marquess of Carmarthen, eldest son of his Grace, George- 
William-Frederick Osborne, Duke of Leeds. 

Of the Osborne fiunily, the early history is exceedingly curious, and not less 
interesting. ** Sir Edward Osborne," we are told by the quaint author of The 
Chronicles qf London Bridge, "was the son of Richard Osborne, of Ashford, in 
Kent, a person certainly in a most respectable situation in life, if not imme- 
diately of hereditary dignity. Sir Edward became Sheriff of London, in 1575, 
and Lord Mayor in 1583-84, the 25th of Queen Elizabeth, when he received the 
honour of knighthood at Westminster." He espoused, Jirsi, Anne, only 



* Sir Ftiton Herrey's gruidfkther was the Hon, Felton Hervcy, eighth son of John, first 
Barl of Bristol, by his second Ooantess, Elizabeth, only daughter and heiress at Sir Thomas 
Felton, Bart., of Piayford, in the county of Suffolk. By his wife, Dorothy, daughter of Solo- 
mon Ashley, Eaq., and relict of Charles Pitfleld, Esq., he left a son, 

Felton-Liond Herrey, Esq. This gentleman married Selina, only daughter and heiress of 
Sir John Elwell, Bart., by his lady Selina, daughter of Peter Bathurst, Esq., and widow of the 
Earl of Ranelagh. His eldest son and successor was 

Felton-Elwell Herrey, Esq., who married, as stated in the text, Bfiss Louisa-Catherine Caton. 
Colonel Herrey assumed, by royal permission, in 1801, the surname and arms of Batfaurst, in 
addition to those of his own fhmily ; and, on the 3d of October, 1818, the year after his mar> 
riage, he was created a Baronet, with remainder to his brother, Frederick-Anne Henrey, Eaq. 
Sir Felton died without issue, on the 94th of September, I819, and the title descended, accord- 
ing to the limitatiou of ttie patent, to 

Sir Frederick-Anne Herrey, who also assumed, by royal licence, the surname of Batfaurst. 

He married Jane, daughter of Hutcliinson, Esq. Dying on the soth of September, I8M, 

he was succeeded by his son. 

Sir Frederick-Bathurst HcrTey. the present Baronet. 
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daughter of Sir William Ilewet, whose life, when apprentice to her fiither, he 
saved in the following heroic manner. The maid playing with her, then a child, 
out of a window over the Thames, accidentally let her fall into the water. Mr. 
Osborne instantly leaped in, and brought her out in safety ; an action which the 
father rewarded, by afterwards bestowing her, with a splendid dowery, upon her 
deliverer. 

Sir Edwaiti Osborne wedded, secondli/, Margaret, who survived him, and was 
afterwards married to Robert Clarke, Esq., a Haron of the Exchequer. However, 
it was only by his first wife that Sir Eldward Osborne had children— two sons and 
two daughters. The elder son was 

Sir He wet Osborne, bom in 1567. In 1599, having distinguished himself 
against the rebels at Menoth, or Maynooth, in Ireland, he was there knighted by 
the Earl of Essex. He married Joyce, daughter of Thomas Fleetwood, Esq., of 
the \^ache, Bucks, Master of the Mint, and sister of Sir William Fleetwood, of 
Cranford, in Middlesex, lieceiver of the Court of Wards. His only son, 

Edward Osborne, was created a Baronet on the 13th of July, 1620, having 
previously received the honour of knighthood. In 1629, when Lord Wentworth, 
aflerwards Earl of StraflTord, was made Lord President of the North, Sir Edward 
Osborne was made Vice-President of the Council to Charles I. for the North of 
England ; and, upon the recommendation of the Earl, he was, at the breaking out 
of the rebellion, in 1641, made Lieutenant-General of the forces raised in his 
defence in that part of the country. — Sir Edward mzniedjjint, Margaret, eldest 
daughter of Thomas Belasyse, Viscount Fauconberg, by whom he had an only 
son, Edward, accidentally killed in his youth, by the fall of some chimneys of 
York Manor House, at that time the residence of Sir Edward, as Vice-President 
of the North. Sir Ed ward *s second wife was Anne, daughter and heiress of 
Thomas Walmsley, Esq., of Dunkenhaugh, in the county of Lancaster (by 
Eleanor, daughter and coheiress of Sir John Danvers, and Elizabeth, his vnfe, 
daughter and coheiress of John Neville, Lord Latimer). By that lady, he left 
a son. 

Sir Thomas Osborne, first Duke of Leeds. Sir Thomas, having fiiithfully 
adhered to the royal interest, and taking an active part in effecting the restoration 
of Charles II., was afterwards, by the monarch, in 1671, made Treasurer of the 
Navy. In 1672, he was sworn of the privy council — in June, 1673, constituted 
Lord High Ti-easurer of England — and on the 15th of August, in the latter year, 
his royal master was graciously pleased to advance him to the dignity of a Baron 
of this realm, by the title of Baron Osborne, of Kiveton, in the county of York, 
and Viscount Latimer. On the 27th of June, 1674, he was further advanced to 
the dignity and title of Earl of Danby ; on the 19th of July, 1675, created Vis- 
count of Dumblane, in Scotland — and, on the 21st of April, 1677, elected a 
Knight of the Most Noble Order of the Garter. 

The Earl of Danby appears to have been intensely devoted to the royalist and 
high church party ; consequently, he was attacked, though in vain, by the House 
of Commons. However, in 1677, he perceived his ruin inevitable, unless he 
could detach the King from the French interest. To accomplish this, he brought 
about the marriage between the Princess Mary and the Prince of Orange. Under 
suspicion of treating with France, for a pension to the King, he was impeached 
the ensuing year by the Commons, on a charge of high treason. In 1679, a new 
pailiament having been summoned, Lord Danby determined on resigning tlie 
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office of Lord High Treasurer of England ; and when the newly-assembled house 
commenced an attack upon him, took out a pardon from the great seal. Never- 
theless, the Commons prosecuted him, and a bill of attainder was brought in ; 
but, before its being passed, he delivered himself up, and was sent to the Tower, 
whence, after a lapse of five years, he was liberated, on security, in 1684, at the 
same time with the Popish lords. 

Lord Danby afterwards took an active part in favour of the Revolution, and, 
in consequence, merited the friendship of the Prince of Orange. In considera- 
tion of his services, he was, on the 20th of August, 1689, created Marquess of 
Carmarthen; and, on the 4th of May, 1694, Dure of Leeds. 

His Grace, though obnoxious to the assaults of faction, is described by his 
friends, as an excellent judge of mankind, an able statesman, and a strict observer 
of justice. By a regular and temperate course of life, he preserved a surprising 
vigour of mind and body till his eighty-first year, when he died, in 1712, at 
Easton, in Northamptonshire, the seat of his grandson, the Earl of Pomfret. — His 
Grace espoused the Lady Bridget, second daughter (by his first wife) of Monti^ 
Bertie, Earl of Lindsay, Lord Great Chamberlain of England, by whom he had, 
with other issue. 

Peregrine, second Duke of Leeds, who was, in his father's lifetime, created 
Viscount Dumblane, in Scotland, on surrender of his father's patent ; and, having 
been summoned, by writ, to the House of Peers, in 1689-90, he took his seat as 
Baron Osborne, of Kiveton. Having attained high rank in the naval service of 
his country, and held the office of Lord Lieutenant and Custos Rotulorum of the 
East Riding of the county of York, he died in 1729, in the seventy-first year of 
his age. His Grace married Bridget, only daughter and heiress of Sir Thomas 
Hyde, Bart., of North Mimms, in the county of Hereford, and was succeeded by 
his only surviving son, 

Peregrine-Hyde, third Duke of Leeds, first summoned to parliament as 
Baron Osborne, of Kiveton. This nobleman married, Jirst, Lady Elizabeth 
Harley, youngest daughter of Robert, Earl of Oxford, and Earl Mortimer, 
Lord High Treasurer of Great Britain; secondly, the Lady Anne Seymour, 
third daughter of Charles, Duke of Somerset ; thirdly, Juliana, daughter and 
coheiress of Robert Hele, Esq., of Halewell, in the county of Devon. Dying 
in 1731, his Grace was succeeded by his only surviving child — a son by his first 
Duchess — 

Thomas, fourth Duke of Leeds, who was, in 1748, appointed one of the Lords 
of the Bedchamber; and, in the same year, constituted Warden and Chief 
Justice in Eyre of all his Majesty's forests, chases, &c., south of Trent In 1749, 
he was elected a Knight of the Most Noble Order of the Garter. He married 
the Lady Mary, the younger of the two daughters of Francis, Earl of Godol- 
phin; by whom he had two sons and a daughter, who all died young, and 
another son, 

Francis-Godolphin, who, in 1789, succeeded as fifth Duke of Leeds. He 
was bom in 1751 ; summoned to the house of peers, by writ, as Baron Osborne, 
in 1776 ; appointed a Lord of the Bedchamber in the same year; sworn of the 
privy council in 1777, and Lord Lieutenant and Ctatot Rotulorum of the East 
Riding of the county of York, in 1778; and afterwards appointed Secretary of 
Sute for the Foreign Department, an office which he held till 1791.— His Grace 
raanried, ^rst, in 1773, the Lady Amelia d'Arcy, only daughter and heiress of 
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Robert, last Earl of Holdemesse, and Baroness Conyers in her own right ; by 
whom he had two sons and a daughter : — 

1. Geoige- William-Frederick, his successor, bom July 21, 1775; — 2. Mary- 
Henrietta- Juliana, bom in 1776, married, in 1801, to Thomas, Earl of Chichester; 
— 3. Francis-Godolphin, bom in 1777, married, in 1800, Elizabeth-Charlotte 
Eden, daughter of William, first Lord Auckland. 

His Grace married, secondly fin 1788, Catherine, daughter of Thomas Anguish, 
Esq., Master in Chancery, by whom he had a son, Sidney Godolphin, bom in 
1789, and a daughter, Catberine-Anne-Sarah, married, in 1819, to Captain 
White Melville, of the Royal Lancers. His Grace died on the 31st of January, 
1799, and was succeeded by his eldest son, 

GEORGE-WiLLiAM-FasDERicK OsBORNB, sixth and present Duke of Leeds, 
Marquess of Carmarthen, Earl of Danby, &c. His Grace espoused, on the 17th 
of August, 1797, the Lady Charlotte, second daughter, by the second marriage, 
of George, first Marquess of Townshend, by Anne, daughter of Sir William 
Montgomery, Bart. By this union, his Grace has, with other issue, Francis- 
GoDOLPiiiN d*Arcy, Marquess of Carmarthen, who married, April 24, 1828, 
Louisa-Catherine, Lady Hervey, the subject of the accompanying portrait.

Her Rotal Higunbss Feederica- Sophia -CnARLOTTE, Duchess or 
CuMBERLAiTD, yoiuigest daughter of his Serene Highness, Frederick V., 
late Gimnd Duke of Mecklenburgh Strelitz, was bom on the 20th of March, 
1778. 

The history of the very ancient ducal and princely house of Mecklenburgh 
Strelitz, Irnii which the Duchess of Cumberland is a descendant, as was her late 
Majes^Ty QiMcn Chariotte, is full of inteiest ; our limits will affiord, however, but 
a faint outliDe. The Duchy of Mecklenburgh, now comprising a superficial area 
of 5430 square miles> with a population of 370,000, and divided between the 
two brandies of the house of Mecklenburgh, Strelitz, and Schwenn, was anciently 
under the same jurisdiction with the counties, or principalities of Schwerin, Ros- 
tock, and Stargard. ^ Its first inhabitants were the Heruli, Venedi, and otheiSy 
known under the general appellation of Vandals ; a free and brave people, who 
were never subdued by the Romans, and so renowned for their waiiike achieve- 
ments, that the Emperor Charles the Great, though he had almost a continual war 
against tlw ftuumsy jet bs never chose to provoke the Htfuli.*' That there may 
be somediing of Able in the succeeding statement is probable ; yet, if so, this is 
one of the fiifales whidi may be said to bear internal evidence of their having had 
truth far tiMir oiifRi. ^ Aatyrius, who was brought up under the OHe of an 
Amazon, near the lakes Mvotides, in Scythia, having practised the art of war 
under Alexander the Great, put himself at the head of the Heruli, and assumed 
the title of King. Quitting the possessions in Scythia, which descended to him 
fit>m his ancestors, and having under his command a body of warlike people, em- 
barked with them on board his fleet, the principal vessel of which having 
depicted on her stem the head of an ox, it has ever since been retained as the 
arms of the duchy ; but the horns, which were borne white until the time of the 
Emperor Charles IV., were by him ordered to be depicted gold, and at the same 
time, a coronet of gold to be added, in token of their descent fix>m so ancient a 
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race of kings. Antyrius and his companions, arriving at tbe river Oder, pos- 
sessed themselves of an extensive tract of country, where they built several towns, 
which they fortified with strong castles, about the year of the world 3684, or 320 
years before the biith of Christ/' This territory appears to have flourished more 
than a thousand years. In 613, ** Vesilaus III. beoeime King of the Vandals on 
the Baltic, but was afterwards styled King of the Venedi, and dying in A.D. 
652, the kingdom of Wenden, or the Venedi, was successively enjoyed by fifteen 
monarchs, in a regular descent, the last of whom, Pribislaus II. succeeded to the 
throne in 1 159, when the country was in the utmost confusion ; Henry the Lion, 
Duke of Brunswick, having subdued great part thereof; and at the same time its 
coasts were insulted by the fleet of Waldemar, King of Denmark, after defeating 
the naval power of Pribislaus, who was obliged to sue for peace, and obtained 
it ; but upon terms dishonourable to himself, and prejudicial to the interests of 
his subjects." The conqueror was not yet satisfied ; and, in the sequel, the king- 
dom of the Venedi was destroyed. 

However, notwithstanding the subversion of his throne, and the extermination 
of his people, the King Pribislaus was saved ; and his illustrious race still reigns 
over the country which was once inhabited by the Venedi. By one of those ex- 
traordinary turns of fortune, more romantic even than romance, Pribislaus was 
** restored to his dominions by the conqueror himself, who, to cancel the memory 
of past grievances, endeavoured, by a profusion of kind actions, to repair the 
injuries he had committed, and to make that prince his friend whom he was 
afraid of having injured beyond all hopes of forgiveness. But Pribislaus 
displayed his magnanimity by the sincerity of his reconciliation ; and in conse- 
quence of so happy an event, Vandalia rose more beautiful than ever. A 
marriage soon after took place between Henry, the son of Pribislaus, and 
Michtild, the daughter of Henry the Lion, which was the commencement of the 
alliance and friendship which has ever 'since subsisted between the houses of 
Brunswick* and Mecklenburgh." «•««<* Pribislaus received from 



* *' An English subject," says Gibbon, *' may be prompted by a just and liberal curiosity, 
to investigate the original story of the House of Brunswick, which after an alliance with the 
daughters of our kings, has been called by the voice of a free people to the legal inheritance of 
the crown. From George 1., and his fisther, the first Elector of Hanover, we ascend in a 
clear and regular series, to the first Duke of Brunswick and Lunenburg, who received his 
investiture from Frederick II., about the middle of the tfairte«Bth century. If these ample 
possessions had been the gift of the Emperor to some adventurous soldier, to some faithful 
client, we might be content with the antiquity and lustre of a noble, which had been enrolled 
nearly 000 years among the princes of Germany. But our ideas are raised, and our prospect 
is opened by the discovery that the first Duke of Brunswick was rather dqpraded than 
adorned by his new title, since it imposed the duties of feudal service on the fr«e and patrimo- 
nial estate, which alone had been saved in the shipwreck of the more splendid fortunes of his 
houses. His ancestors had been invested with the powerful duchies of Bavaria and Saxony, 
which extended Utr beyond their limits in modem geognq^y : from the Baltic Sea to the con- 
fines of Rcnne they were obeyed, or respected, or feared ^ and in the quarrels of the Ouelphs 
and Gibellines, the former appellation was derived frt)m the name of their progenitors, in the 
female line. But the genuine masculine descent of the princes of Brunswick must be 
explored beyond the Alps : the venerable tree which has since overshadowed Germany and 
Britain, was I^Unted in the Italian soil. As far as our sight can reach, we discern the 
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Henry the Lion, all the country between the Elbe and the Baltic, except 
Schwerin : he was aAerwards baptised at Lunenburg, by the Abbot of St. 
Michael, and his xeal for Christianity appeared upon many occasions. Among 
other acts of his pious bounty, the monastery of Dobran stands a lasting monu- 
ment of the founder's charity. He repaired throughout his dominions, as far as 
he was able, the devastations of the late war, founded Rostock, and rebuilt Meek- 
lenburgh, which was originally founded by Antyrius/' 

Pribislaus died at Lunenburg towards the close of the twelfth century, and 
was interred in the monastery of Dobran (together with his wife, who was 
a daughter of Poislava, King of Norway) where his epitaph styles him 
Pribislaus dei gratia Henilorum, Vagriorum, Circipoenorum, Polamborum, 
Obotritarum, Kissinorum Vandalumque Rex. *' By his marriage with Michtild, 
daughter of Henry the Lion, his son and successor, Henry Bureyinus L enriched 
the veins of his descendants with the blood of Witekind the Great and his 
Saxon ancestors. By this means, the present house of Mecklenburgh may vie 
with the house of Brunswick, in their claim to the Saxon lineage, since both are 
equally, and by the same means, though at different periods, descended from 
Harderick, King of the Saxons/' 

Albert I. and John L, were descended from Burevinus. They divided their 
dominions; the former choosing Mecklenburgh, the latter Stargard. These 
Princes stood so high in favour with the Emperor Charles IV., that they were 
created Dukes of their respective territories, and Princes of the empire, at the 
diet of Prague, in 1349. 

Adolphus-Frederick I., the patriarch of both the present houses of Schwerin 
and Strelitz, was, with his brother, John-Albert IL, proscribed, in 1628, for 
assisting Christiem IV., King of Denmark ; but they were both restored by the 
victorious arms of Gustavus-Adolphus, King of Sweden, in 1631. His son, 

Adolphus-Fredekick IL, who succeeded in Strelitz, married thrice : firtt^ 
Mary, daughter of Gustavus-Adolphus, Duke of Gustrow ; tecondlyj Joanna, 
daughter of Frederick, Duke of Saxe Ggtha ; thirdly ^ Christina-Emilia-Antonia, 
daughter of Christian-William, Prince of Schwartzburg Sonderhausen. 

Charles-Lewis-Frederick, the only son of Adolphus-Frederick, by his 
third wife, the Princess of Schwartzburg, was bom in 1708 ; and married, in 
1734, Albertina-Elizabeth, daughter of Ernest-Frederick, Duke of Saxe Hild- 
buighausen ; by whom he had, amongst a femily of ten children, Charles-Louis- 
Frederick IV^, father of the Duchess of Cumberland, who succeeded to Strelitz, 
on the death of his brother, Adolphus-Frederick III., without male issue, in 
1794 ; and Sophia-Charlotte, consort of his Majesty George III., of England ; 
to whom, consequently, the Duchess was niece. 

Frederick IV., Duke of Mecklenburgh Strelitz, was bom on the 10th of

Caroline-Augusta, bom in 
1771 ; — 3. Theresa-Matilda- Amelia, married to Charles- Alexander, Prince of 
Tour and Taxis, by whom she had a daughter, Maria-Theresa, married, in 1812, 
to the present Prince Nicolas, of Esterhazy Galantha, in Hungary, one of the 
richest subjects in Europe;— 4. Louisa-Augusta-Wilhelmina, bom ia 1776 ; — 
5. Frederica-Sophia-Charlotte, Duchess of Cumberland;-^. George- 
Frederick-Charles- Joseph, bom 1779, now reigning Duke of Mecklenburgh 
Strelitz. — Frederick' IV. married, secondly y in 1785, the Princess Charlotte- 
Wilhelmina, of Hesse Darmstadt, by whom he had one son, Charles-Frederick- 
Augustus, born in 1785. 

The Princess Frbderica-Sophia, now Duchess of Cumberland — bom, as 
we have stated, on the 20th of March, 1778 — ^was married, Jir$ty to Prince 
Louis, brother of the King of Prussia, by whom she had two children :— 
1. Prince Frederick-William-Louis, bom on the 30th of October, 1794, married, 
in November, 1817, the Princess Wilhelmina-Louisa, daughter of Alexis-Fre- 
derick-Christian, Duke of Anhalt - Bembourg ; — 2. Frederica- Wilhelmina- 
Louisa- Amelia, married, on the 18th of April, 1818, to the reigning Duke of 
Anhalt Dessau. 

The Princess married, secondly ^ Frederick- William, Prince of Solms Braunfels, 
by whom she had a family of four children : — 1. Frederick-William-Henry- 
Casimir-George-Charles-Maximilian, bom on the 30th of December, 1801, a 
Lieutenant in the Prussian service, in 1827; — 2. Augusta-Louisa-Theresa- 
Matilda, bom on the 26th of July, 1804; — 3. Alexander-Frederick-Louis, bom 
on the 12th of March, 1807, a Lieutenant in the Pmssian service ; — 4. Fre>- 
derick- William-Charles-Louis-George-Alfred-Alexander, born on the 27th of 
July, 1812. 

The Prince of Solms died on the 13th of April, 1814 ; on the 29th of May, 
1815, his widow, the Princess, was married at Strelitz, to His Royal Highness 
Prince Ernest-Augustus, Dure of Cumberland; and, on the 29th of 
August following, the marriage ceremony was repeated at Carlton House, accord- 
ing to the rites of the church of England. On this occasion his Royal Highness 
the Prince Regent handed the Duchess from her carriage, and through the pri- 
vate rooms, and gave the bride away at the altar. The Archbishop of Canterbury 
performed the ceremony; and the responses were made by the Bishop of London 
and the Rev. Mr. Blomberg, Clerk of the Closet 

It seems hardly necessary to state, that the Duke of Cumberland is, by 
birth the fifUi, and in survivorship the second son, of King George III. 
and Queen Charlotte. His Royal Highness was bom on the 5th of June, 1771- 
He is Duke of Cumberland and Teviotdale in Great Britain, and Earl of 
Armagh, in Ireland ; Knight of the Garter ; Grand Cross of the Bath ; Knight 
of the Most Illustrious Order of St. Patrick; D.C.L., and F.SA. ; Chan- 
cellor of the University of Dublin ; Field-Marshal in the Army ; Colonel of 
the 15th regiment of Light Dragoons, and President of the Board of General 
Officers, and of the Royal Naval Asylum. His Royal Highness served in 
more than one campaign, during the late war, under Marshal Freytag and 
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General Walmoden; and he has rank, and a regiment, in the Hanoverian 
service. 

By her present marriage, the Duchess of Cumberland had a still-bom 
daughter, on the 27th of January, 1817; and, subsequently, at Berlin, on the 
27th of May, 1819, she had a son, George-Frederick-Alexander-Charles- 
Ernest- Augustus. 

It was at the Congress of Vienna, in 1815, the year of the Duchess's marriage, 
that her father received the title of Grand Duke, and was invested with the right 
of voting at the diet of the empire. His Serene Highness, who had been long in 
the Hanoverian service, was justly regarded as the father of his people. He died 
of apoplexy, on the 6th of November, 1816, and was succeeded by the son of his 
first marriage, the present Grand Duke, George-Frederick-Charles-Joseph. This 
Prince veas bom on the 12th of August, 1779, the year after the birth of his 
sister, the Duchess; and he married on the 12th of August (the anniversary 
of his own birth) 1817, Maria-Wilhelmina-Frederica, daughter of Frederick, 
Landgrave of Hesse Cassel, by whom he has had four children : — 1 . Caroline- 
I.ouisa,bom May 31, 1818; — 2. Frederick-William, bora October 17, 1819; — 
3. Caroline-Charlotte, bora January 10, 1821; — i. George, bora January 11, 
1824.

The Right Hon. Fletcher Norton, Lord GRANTLsr, espoused, July 26, 1835, 
GhaelottIc-Eable, second daughter of Sir William Beechey, Knt — the lady 
whose portrait, from the pencil of her brother, George Beechey, Esq., illustrates 
this memoir. 

Lord Grantley, Baron of Markenfield, in the county of York, is descended 
from the ancient family of Coigniers (so denominated from their hereditary pos- 
sessions in the Duchy of Normandy) and that of Norton, in Yorkshire. One of 
the Coigniers* &mily, having attended the Norman Duke in his descent upon 
England, was rewarded by the successful chief with grants of divers lands, on 
which he settled, in Yorkshire; and, marrying, he became the common ancestor 
of the respective families of the Coigniers, Coniers, Conyers,* &c., which have 
since flourished in that county. 

Roger (or Robert) son of Egbertus Coigniers, married Margaret, daughter and 
sole heiress of Richard Norton, of Norton, in the county of York, with whom he 
obtained a considerable estate. His son, Adam, conformably to the custom of 
the times, assumed the name of his mother's family, calling himself Norton, of 
Norton. His eldest son, Richard (by Alice, daughter of Sir Tliomas Nonwicke, 
sometimes called the great Forrester), was ancestor of the Nortons, of Yorkshire. 
Richard, his eldest son married Elizabeth, daughter and coheiress of Sir John 
Tempest, Knt. His grandson. Sir John Conyers (anciently written Coigniers, 
alias Norton) Knt., of Norton, served the office of High Sheriff of the county of 
York, three times between the years 1506 and 1515. Richard Norton, his 
grandson, was one of the council for the north in the reigns of Henry VIII. and 
Edward VI., and High Sheriff of Yorkshire in the 10th of EUzabeth. Two years 
af^rwards (in 1569) he joined in an insurrection with Charles Neville, Earl of 
Westmorland, Thomas Percy, Earl of Northumberland, and many others in the 
north. Amongst the principal malcontents, convicted of high treason, and attainted 
after the insurrection had been suppressed, were the Richard Norton here men- 
tioned, and three of his brothers. 

Edmund, the third son of this Richard, by his first wife, Susanna, daughter of 



* The last of the Barooets of the Conyers' family died in the year 1810. 
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Richard Nevil, Lord Latimer, was ancestor of Lord Grantley. lie was seated 
at Clowbeck, in the North Riding of Yorkshire; and his descendants, upon 
failure of issue of his elder brothers, became the principal branch of the family. 
William, his third, but eldest surviving son, by his wife, Cecilia, daughter of 
Matthew Boynton, Esq., of Bameston, settled at Sawley, near Ripon, an 
estate which the fomily still holds. His great-grandson, Thomas Norton, became 
possessed of a considerable estate at Grantley, near Ripon. His only son, 
Thomas Norton, Esq., of Grantley, married Elizabeth, daughter of William 
Serjeantson, Esq., of Hanlith, in Craven. By that lady, he had a daughter, and 
three sons ; of whom, 

Fletcher, the eldest, bom at Grantley, on the 23d of June, 1716, was the 
first Lord Grantley. Educated for the law, he was successively King's Counsel, 
Attorney-General for the County Palatine of Lancaster, Solicitor-General (De- 
cember 14, 1761), Attorney-General (November, 1763), and Chief Justice in 
Eyre of all his Majesty's Forests south of Trent (February 19, 1769). During the 
time that he held the office of Solicitor-General, he received the honour of knight* 
hood. In the eleventh parliament of Great Britain, he represented the borough 
of Appleby, in Westmorland ; at the next general election, he was returned for 
Wigan, in Lancashire ; and, at the general elections of 1774 and 1780, he was 
returned for Guildford, in Surrey. On the resignation of Sir John Cust, Bart, 
in 1769, Sir Fletcher Norton was elected to succeed him, as Speaker of the 
House of Commons. Having several years sustained this high office, with 
honour to himself, and advantage to the country, the King was pleased, in con- 
sideration of his eminent services, to advance him to the dignity of a Peer of 
Great Britain, by^letters patent, dated April 9, 1782, creating him Lord Grantley, 
Baron of Maritenfield, in the county of York. His Lordship was also a member 
of the Most Honourable Privy Council, Recorder of Guildford, LL.D., &c. 

His Lordship died on the 1st of January, 1789, and was succeeded by his 
eldest son, 

William, second Lord Grantley. This nobleman married, in 1791, Anna- 
Margaretta, daughter of Jonathan Midgley, Esq., of Beverley, in the county of 
York, but left no issue. Dying on the 12th of November, 1822, he was suc- 
ceeded by his nephew, 

Fletcher Norton, as third and present Lord Grantley. His Lordship was 
bom in the month of October, 1795. On the 26th of July, 1825, he married 
Charlotte-Earle, youngest daughter of Sir William Beechey, Knt., R.A., &c. 

Hiat poets must be bom, not made — is a saying equally true with regard to 
painters: painting and poetry are, in their essence, one and indivisible; there 
never yet lived a painter, worthy of his art, who was not a poet in his feelings, his 
genius, his enthusiasm. Sir William Beechey* the fether of Lady Grantley, may 
be mentioned as one amongst innumerable instances that might be adduced in 
support of this opinion. He was educated for the law ; but, possessed of an 
inquiring mind, of an active, brilliant, and fervid imagination, he abandoned the 
dry studies of that profession, obeyed the impulse of intellect, and became an 
artist of high celebrity. 

Mr. Beechey vras bom of a respectable ^unily at Burford, in Oxfordshire, in 
the year 1753. At a suitable age he was placed under an eminent conveyancer, 
at Stow, in Gloucestershire. Circumstances led him to London, where he articled 
himself to a gentleman who soon afterwards died. Without the prospect, as yet, 
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of freeing himself from the trammels of the law, he then entered into another 
similar engagement; but soon afterwards, becoming acquainted with several 
young painters, his imagination was excited ; and, prevailing upon his employer 
to accept of a substitute, he commenced student at the Royal Academy, in 1772. 
Toilsome was his progress, but perseverance and the ardour of youth enabled him 
to surmount every difficulty that arose. Amongst his earliest perfoimances were 
portraits of the Duke and Duchess of Cumberland — Dr. Strachey, Archdeacon 
of Norwich, and his family — and the Chevalier Ruspini and his fisunily. 

From London Mr. Beechey went to Norwich, where he remained four or five 
years, painting small conversation pieces, in the manner of Hogarth and Zofiani. 
Subsequently, he began to paint as large as life. 

Mr. Beeche/s residence at Norwich constituted an important epoch in his 
life. It was there, at the house of John Sayer, Esq., with whose lady she was 
then on a visit, that he first became acquainted with Miss Jessop. She was intro- 
duced to him as a young lady endowed with extraordinary talents for drawing. — 
Miss Jessop was of a highly respectable family, settled at Thorp, in the county 
of Norfolk ; and, though very young when introduced to Mr. Beechey, she, from 
being his pupil, afterwards became his wife. By this lady, the mother of Lady 
Grantley, Sir William has had a family of fifteen children, twelve of whom are 
now living. 

Mr. Beechey, on his return to London, took the house in Brook Street, Gros- 
venor Square, which had formerly been the residence of Vandergucht, where he 
acquired much notice and celebrity.* The nobility of both sexes— 4'ank and 
station — flocked to him from all quarters. He was introduced to the royal 
family — appointed portrait-painter to the Queen — and employed by King 
George IIL to paint a whole-length of her Majesty, and portraits of all the 
Princesses; two of which appeared in the Somerset House exhibition of 1797. 
He was next commissioned by his Majesty to paint a grand picture reprttenting 
the King at a review, attended by the Prince of Wales, Duke of York, &c. 
From this picture. Ward made an admirable mezzotint engraving.f 

Mr. Beechey was elected an Associate of the Royal Academy in the yeir 1793 ; 
and, on the death of Mr. Hodges, in 1797, he succeeded to the vacant chtir as a 
Royal Academician. On the 9th of May, 1798, his royal patron, with whom he 
appears to have been always a fevourite, was pleased to confer upon him the 
honour of knighthood.

Henrietta-Elizabeth, wife of the Honourable and Reverend Henry- 
Edward-John Howard (fourth son of the late, and brother of the present Earl of 
Carlisle), to whom she was married on the 13th of July, 1824, is the sixth 
daughter of Ichabod Wright, Esq., of Mapperley Hall, in the county of Not- 
tingham,* the representative of an old and highly respectable family. 

The husband of the Honourable Mrs. Howard is, as we have just stated, a son 
of the late, and brother of the present Earl of Carlisle ; consequently, descend- 
ing from a branch of the illustrious ducal house of Norfolk, which sprang from 
Lord William Howard, second son of Thomas, fourth Duke of Norfolk, by his 
second Countess, Margaret, daughter and sole heiress of Thomas, Lord Audley, 
Chancellor of England, and widow of the Lord Henry Dudley, younger son of 
John, Duke of Northumberland. Restored in blood, from the attaint incurred 
by his father, duough his adherence to Mary, Queen of Scots, he wedded Eliza-

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bethy daughter of Thomas, Lord Dacre, of Gillesland ; and, in her right, became 
possessor of Naworth Castle, in Cumberland, and of Hiuderskelfe, the site of 
Castle Howard, in Yorkshire. This is the nobleman mentioned by Sir Walter 
Scott, in his Lay of the Last Minstrel, as « Bald Willy," or « Belted Will 
Howard,'' the Warden of the Western Marches. He was succeeded in his 
estates, in 1640, by his grandson. 

Sir William (son of Sir Philip) Howard, who by his wife, Mary, daughter of 
William, Lord Dacre, had, with other children, 

Charles Howard, created, in 1661, Baron Dacre, of Gillesland — ^Viscount 
Howard, of Morpeth — and Earl of Carlisle. His son, 

Edward, became second Earl of Carlisle ; and he was succeeded, in 1662, by 
his eldest son, 

Charles, third Earl, who was First Lord of the Treasury, Constable of the 
Tower, and Governor of Windsor Castle. His eldest son, 

Henry, fourth Earl, succeeded to the title in 1738. His Lordship married 
twice : Jirsi, Frances, daughter of Charles, third Earl of Sunderland ; secondly, 
Isabella, daughter of William, fourth Lord Byron, and great-aunt of the late 
noble poet. His only surviying son (and by his second marriage) was 

Frederick, fifUi Earl of Carlisle, and father of the Hon. and Rev. Henry- 
Edward-John Howard, who succeeded to the family honours in 1758. His 
Lordship married the Lady Margaret-Caroline, daughter of Granville Leveson- 
Gower, Brst Marquess of Stafford, K.G. ; and of this union, Mr. Howard, husband 
of the lady whose portrait is prefixed^ is the fourth son.

The Right Ilonouiable Mary, Viscountess Chetwymd^ is the only sur* 
viving daaghter of the late Robert Moss, Esq. She was* noarried, Oii the 
30th of August, 1822, to Richard- Walter Chetwyms, Viscoumt Cbetwynd, 
of Beeihaven, in the county of Cork, and Baron of Rathdowne, in the county of 
Dublin. 

The Chetwynd fiunily, deriring their surname from Chetwynd, in the county 
of Salop, is of great antiquity. Adam de Chetwynd married Agnes, daughter 
of John, Lofd Lorel, Buon of Dockinges, and Lord of Minster-Luvvly in the 
county of Ozibrd. To his son. Sir John de Chetwynd, Knt., King Henty III., 
A.D. 1252, granted a charter of free warren throughout all his demesne lands in 
the counties of Stafford, Salop, and Warwick; and, in the early put of the 
reign of Edward L, Sir John r eceived a grafit of the manor of Baxteiiey, in 
the lastmentioned county, from John, son of William Luvei, his kinsman, 
rendering to bim and to his heirs, or to Richard de Harecourt, Chief Lord of 
the Fee, a pound of pepper yearly, at Easter. Sir John married Isabel, daughter 
and heiress of Philip de Mitton, with whom he obtained the lordships of 
Ingestrie, Salte, and GretwydM, an the county of Stiflbid. His grandsons. Sir 
Roger and Sir Philip de Chetwynd, married two of the daughters of Sir Ralph 
de Grendon, of Grendon, in the county of Warwidt, by irtnch the manors of 
Grendon and Sheneston came into tha fiunily. Wiffluil* ihe ion and heir of 
Sir Philip, seated himielf at Grendon, wfaoe btt iMt kiilfaMi Dugdale, 
the antiquary, is of opinion, that a great part of Oreftdofn drateh was newly 
built by him. 

In succeeding periods, many of the fiaimily of Chetwynd serred the office of 
Sheriff for the county of Stafford. Sir Philip de Chetwynd, in the 17th of 
Henry VI. (1438), was employed, on the King's service, in the duchy of Guienne ; 
and, in 1441, he was constituted GoTcmor of the city of Baieux, in Normandy, 
with an allowance of 940 marks, to retain, for its safe custody, as many archers 
as might be hired therewith, for three months. Subsequently, upon certain 
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honourable conditions, he was retained, by indenture^ to render service during 
life, according to his degree, to Humphrey Stafibrd, Earl of Buckingham, &c. — 
Sir Philip married Elene, widow of Edmond, Lord Ferrars, of Chartley, 
daughter and heiress of Thomas de la Roche, and cousin and heiress of John de 
Birmingham. 

Sir Philip*s grandson, William, experienced a melancholy fate. He was a 
Gentleman Usher of the Chamber to Henry VII. ; and, having excited the 
envy of Sir Humphrey Stanley, of Pipe, in Staffordshire, Knight of the Body to 
the King, he received from that gentleman a counterfeit letter, in the name of 
Randolph Brereton, Esq., requesting a meeting at Stafford, at five o'clock in 
the morning. '< Being thus allured out of his house, at Ingestrie, and going 
thither, with no other attendants than his son, and two servants, he was way-laid 
on Tixall Heath, by twenty men, seven of whom were of Sir Humphry's own 
family, all completely armed ; who, issuing out of a sheepcote and a deep 
dry pit, furiously assaulted him, saying, that he should die, and accordingly 
slew him ; Sir Humphry, in the instant, passing by, with at least twenty-four 
persons on horseback, under the pretence of hunting a deer.'* This occurred in 
1493. " This tragedy is set forth in the petition of Alice, his widow, to the 
King 'y wherein she craves, that Sir Humphry, and his servants, might answer for 
it ; but wliat proceedings were had therein do not appear." 

John Chetwynd, Esq., of Ridge, near Bloreheath, in the county of Stafford, 
had three sons — Walter, John, and William-Richard — successively Viscounts 
Chetwynd. Walter, the eldest, served for the boroughs of Stafford and Lichfield, 
in all the parliaments from 1703 to his death. In the reign of Queen Anne, he 
was Master of the Buck-Hounds ; and Chief Ranger of St. James*s Park, 
and Keeper of the Mall : the former post he resigned in 1711, the two latter he 
held from the last year of the reign of Queen Anne (1714) till the last year of 
the reign of George I. (1727). In 1717, he was elected High Steward of the 
borough of Stafford. By his Majesty, George I., he was advanced (June 29, 
1717) to the peerage of Ireland, by the titles of Baron of Rathdowne, and Vis- 
count Chetwynd, of Beerhaven, with limitation of the honours to the heirs male 
of his father. His Lordship (who married Mary, daughter and coheiress of John 
Berkeley, \'iscount Fitz-Harding, and Baron of Rathdowne, Treasurer of the 
Chamber, and Teller of the Exchequer, in the reign of Queen Anne) died without 
issue, in 1735, and was succeeded by his next brother, 

John, the second Viscount. He had served, from the year 1702, M.P. for 
the boroughs of Stockbridge, St. Mawes, and Stafford ; in the reign of Anne, he 
was Receiver-General for the duchy of Lancaster ; in 1714, he was one of the 
Commissioners of Trade and Plantations; in 1717, he was appointed Envoy 
Extraordinary to the court of Spain ; and, in 1735, he was chosen to supply 
his brother's place as Recorder of Stafibrd, of which borough he was High 
Steward. His Lordship had two sons, and two daughters ; but as his sons both 
died before him, without male issue, he was succeeded (1767) by his younger 
brother, 

WilUam-Richard, the third Viscount. In 1708, this nobleman was Resident 
Ambassador at the court of Genoa, whence he was recalled in 1712. From 
1714, he sat in parliament; and, from 1717 to 1727, he was a Commissioner of 
the Admiralty. He was then appointed Master Worker of his Majesty's Mint, 
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an emplofiiiCDt wliich be resigned in 1769. lib Lordship named II<Miora, 
dioghter of William Biker, Esq., Consul at Algiers (by Deborah, daughter of 
Sir Leooud Robmaaii, ancestor of Baron Rokeby) by whom he had three mos 
and three daughters. Dying in 1770, in his eighty-third year, he was succeedtpd 
by hb eldest son, 

William, the fourth Viscount (who died in 1791), married Susannah, youni^t 
daughter of Sir Jonathan Cope, Bart., by whom (who died in 1790> ho had, with 
other issue, his successor, 

Richard, the fifth Viscount. His Lordship married, July 30, 1791, Charlotte 
Cartwright, sister of Ralph Cartwright, Esq., of Aynho, in the county of 
Northampton, and M.P. for that county. Lord Chetwynd died on the 27th 
of February, 1821, and was succeeded by his only son, 

Richard- Walter, the sixth and present Viscount. His Lordship was bom on 
the 14th of December, 1800; and, as already stated, married, on the 30th 
of August, 1822, Mary, only surviving daughter of the late Robert Moss, Esq. 
By this marriage, Lord Chetwynd has a son, Richard-Walter, bom July 26, 
1823; William-John-Granville, bom August 12, 1824; Mary-Henrietta, and 
three other children. 
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HER ROYAL HIGHNESS 



VICTORIA-MARIA-LOUISA, DUCHESS OF KENT,

Her Royal Highness the Duchess of Kent, claims descent from John- 
Frederick, surnamed the Magnanimous, Elector of Saxony, who had the mis- 
fortmie to be deprived of his ancestrel possessions by the Emperor Charles V. 

Hie annals of the house of Saxony are entitled to the highest consideration of 
the historian. During the early part of the tenth oentuiy, the Germanic throne 
was occupied by the S^on emperors, who are generally supposed to derive their 
origin from Harderich, the first of the Saxon kings whose names are known to us. 
He reigned ninety years before the commencement of the Christian era. Hengist, 
who, with his brother Horsa, invaded England, A.D. 434, was fourteenth in suc- 
cession from Harderich ; and Witekind the Great was the tenth in succession 
from Hengist. After a war of thirty years, Witdund was conquered by Charle- 
magne, and the whole nation became subject to the victor; who granted to 
Witekind the duchies of Engem and Westphalia. Witekind then assumed the 
appellation of Duke of Saxony, and from him Henry, the first Emperor of the 
house of Saxony, was the fifth in direct descent. 

Hie Electors of Saxony also derive their descent from Witekind. They may 
be traced from Hermann Billung, created Duke of Saxony by the Emperor 
Otho I^ AJD. 960. Magnus was the fifth and last Duke of Saaony of this line. 
Dyimg without a son, his ducal honoan patsad to Otho the Ridi, a Count of the 
house of Ascaoia; who married Elieke, the youngest daughter of Magnus. 
Bernard, the grandson of Otho, was the first Elector of Saxony. On the de- 
cease of Bernard, the Emperor Sigismond conferred the Electomte on Albert, his 
son ; whose grandson, Albert III., was the last Elector of Saxony of the Ascanian 
line. 

After Albert III., the Electorate was governed successively by Frederick the 
Warlike, and Frederick the Wise, of the Thuringian branch of the Wilekindian 
stem. Frederick the Wise had two sons, Ernest and Albert : the fonner patriarch 
of the Ernestine, the latter of the Albertine line of the Saxon princes. 
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John-Frederick the Magnanimoos, having taken arms against the Emperor 
Charles V., and fidlen into the hands of that soTereign after the disastrous battle 
of Muhlbergy in the year 1547, was by him detained in prison till his death, 
which happened in 1554 ; haying, the year subsequent to his capture, been de- 
prived, by the Emperor, of the Electorate, which was granted to Maurice, of the 
Albertine branch of Saxony, the cousin of John-Frederick ; in whose pos« 
terity—elevated a few years since to the rank of Kings of Saxony — it still 
continues. 

The unfortunate John-Frederic*" , thus despoiled of the ancient inheritance of 
his ancestors, left two sons : John-Frederick, founder of the old line of Saxe- 
Gotba; and John- William, founder of the equally ancient line of Weimar, 
whose present representative b Charles- Augustus, the reigning Duke of Saxe 
Weimar. From this John- William also descended the Princess Augusta of 
Saxe Gotha, consort of Frederick-Lewis, Prince of Wales, son of George II., 
King of Great Britain. 

The existing branches of the House of Saxony, are as follow : 

llie Erneshne Branch, comprising Saxe Gotha, Saxe Meiningen, Saxe 
Hildburghausen, Saxe Coburg Saalfield, and Saxe Weimar Eisenach, which pro- 
fess the Lutheran creed ; and 

The Albkrtine Branch, represented by Frederick-Augustus, King of Saxony, 
of the Holy Catholic fiuth. 

John- Frederick, eldest son of the deprived Elector, left two sons : John- 
Casimir, founder of the Coburg line ; and John-Ernest, from whom the Saxe 
Eisenach line descends. 

His Serene Highness John^Ernest, Duke of Saxe Coburg Saalfield, died in 
the year 1729 ; leaving, by his second Duchess, Charlotte-Joanna, daughter of 
the Prince of Waldeck, a son, Francis-Josias, Duke of Saxe Coburg Saalfield, 
who died at Rodach, on the 15th of September, 1764 ; leaving, by the Duchess 
Anne-Sophia, daughter of Lewis-Frederick, Prince of Schwartzburg Rondel- 
stadt, three sons : — 1. Ernest-Frederick, Duke of Saxe Cobuig Saalfield ; — 
2. Christian-Francis; — 3. Frederick- Joseph, who was bom in the year 1737, 
who, as a Field- Marshal in the Austrian service, distinguished himself during the 
wars of the French revolution, and who died at Coburg in the year 1815. 

His Serene Highness Duke Ernest-Frederick, married, in 1749, Sophia- 
Antoinetta, daughter of Frederick-Albert, Duke of Brunswick Wolfenbuttle ; 
and, dying in September, 1800, left issue by his Duchess: — 1. Francis- 
Frederick-Anthony, the late reigning Duke of Saxe Coburg Saalfield, father 
of the Duchess of Kent ; — 8. Prince Louis-Charles, a General in the Austrian 
service, who died at Coburg in 1807 ; — abo, a daughter, Carolina- Ulrica-Amelia, 
who is still living, and Abbess of Gandersheim. 

His Sereite Highness Francis-Frederick-Anthony, the late reigning 
Duke, was bom at Cobuig, on the 15th of July, 1750; and there died, on the 
9th of December, 1806. He espoused, on the 13th of June, 1777, Augusta^ 
Carolinap-Sophia, daughter of Henry, the twenty-fourth Count of Reus Ebers- 
dorif ; and by her Highness, had four sons and ftve daughters. The sons were :^ 

1. His Serene Highness Charles-Lou is- Anthony, reigning Duke of Saxe 
Coburg Saalfield, bom on the 2d of January, 1784, and married, on the 31st of 
July, 1817, the Princess Louisa, daughter of Augustus, Duke of Saxe Gotha; — 

2. His Serene Highness Ferdinand-Geoige-Augustus, Prince of Cobuig, bom on 
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the 28th of March, 1785, and married, on the 2d of January, 1816, the Princess 
Maria-Antoinetta-Gabriela, daughter of Prince Francis-Joseph de Rohary, by 
whom he has issue; — 3. His Majestt Leopold I., King of Belgium. 

The five daughters of their Serene Highnesses Franeis-Frederick-Anthony and 
Augusta-Carolina-Sophia, were: — 1. Her Serene Highness Princess Sophia-Fre- 
derica-Carolina-Louisa, married, on the 22d of February, 1804, to Emanuel 
Count de MensdorfT; — 2. Her Serene Highness Princess Antoinetta-Emestina- 
Amelia, married, at Coburg, in the year 1798, to his Serene Highness Alexander- 
Frederick-Charles, Duke of Wurttemberg, brother of the late King of Wurttem- 
berg ; — 3. Her Serene Highness Princess Juliana-Henrietta-Ulrica, married, in 
1796, the late Grand Duke Constantine, brother of Nicholas, Emperor of Russia 
— the Grand Duchess, on the occasion of her marriage, assuming the name of 
Anna-Feodorowna ; — 4. Her Serene Highness Victoria-Maria-Louisa, 
Princess of Saxe Coburg. 

Her Serene — now her Royal — Highness Victoria-Maria-Louisa, the fourth 
.^laughter of their Serene Highnesses Francis-Frederick-Anthony and Augusta- 
Carolina-Sophia, was bom at Coburg, on the 17th of August, 1786. This 
Princess was married, on the 1st of December, 1803, to his Serene Highness 
Charles- Louis, Prince of Leiningen ; by whom, who died at Amorbach, on the 
4th of July, 1814, she had issue an only son, his Serene Highness Charles- 
Frederick-William-Enrich, Prince of Leiningen, bom on the 12th of September, 
1804 ; and a daughter, her Serene Highness the Princess Anne-Feodora- 
Augusta-Charlotte-Wilhelmina, bom in 1807. 

On the 29th of May, 1818, this Princess was married at Coburg, according to 
the Lutheran rites, to his late Royal Highness Prince Edward, Duke of Kent 
and Strathem, &c., fourth son of King George II L The royal pair having 
arrived in England, the marriage was again solemnized at Kew Palace, on the 
11th of July following. The only issue of the Duke and Duchess of Kent is the 
Princess Alexandrina-Victoria, heiress presumptive to the throne of these 
realms. 
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RIGHT HONOURABLE LADY WILLIAM MONTAGU. 



Emily Magdalbk, third daughter of James Dupff^, Esq., was, in the 
month of April, 1830, united to the Right Honourable Lord William-FrancU 
Montagu, second 'son of his Grace the Duke of Manchester. The £unily of 
Dupr6 is, we believe, of French origin; but it has long been settled, and in a 
flourishing state, in this country; one of its members — Lady William Montagu's 
grand&ther — haying filled a high official station in India, where he realized a 
splendid fortune. 

The noble house of Mohtaou ranks amongst the most ancient and most dis- 
tinguished in England, tradng its descent to Drogo de Monte Acuto,* a warrior 
in the immediate train of Robert, Earl of Moreton, half brother of William the 
Conqueror, at the period of the Norman invasion, in 1066. From Drogo de- 
scended William de Montacute, a powerful baron in the time of Henry III. 
His grandson, William, Lord Mootacute, was the principal person concerned in 
seizing Roger Mortimer, Earl of March, at Nottingham Castle. He was a person 
of great wealth and power, and in high &your with his sovereign, Edward III., 
by whom he was aeated Earl of Salisbury. His Countess was Katherine, 
daughter of William de Grandison, to whose attractions, and loAy estimation in 
the eye of the King, it has been generally understood that we are indebted for 
the institution of the Most Noble Order of the Garter. The Earl having con- 
quered the Isle of Man, was crowned King thereof by his royal master. 

William, secovd Earl of Sausbury, attended Henry V. into France — 
was at the siege of Caen— at the battle of Cressy; and, at Poictien, he com-

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manded the rear-guard of the English army, and is said to have contested with the 
Earl of Warwick, in the heat of action, as to which should shed most French 
blood. His nephew, 

John, third Earl of Salisbury, one of the principal movers of a plot 
for the restoration of Richard II., was detected, and sacrificed by the fury of the 
populace. He was chief of the sect called Lollards. His son, 

Thomas, fourth Earl, was mortally wounded when commanding the 
English army at the siege of Orleans, in 1428. On his decease, the earldom of 
Salisbury became extinct. 

From a younger branch of this family descended Sir Edward Montagu, the 
common ancestor of the Dukes of Montagu, the Dukes of Manchester,- the 
Earls of Sandwich, and the Earls of Halifax. As Speaker of the House of 
Commons, bis influence and authority were such, that, on a bill for subsidies not 
passing, he was sent for by the King (Henry VIII.), who said to him, "Ho ! 
will they not let my bill pass ? ^^ And, laying his hand on the head of Montagu 
(kneeling before him), added, " Get my bill to pass by such a time to-morrow, 
or else by such a time this head of yours shall be off!" — Sir Edward, con- 
sidering the danger in which he stood, in regard of the displeasure of such an 
impetuous prince, wrought so effectually, that, before the time prescribed, the bill 
passed with the approbation of the house, and to his sovereign's satisfaction. — 
Sir Edward was King's Sergeant-at-law — Chief Justice, successively, of the 
Courts of King's Bench and Common Pleas — a member of the Privy Council ; 
and he stood in such high favour and estimation with the King, that he ap- 
pointed him one of the sixteen executors of his last will and testament, who were 
also to be regents of the kingdom, and governors of Edward VI., his son. — Sir 
Edward's grandson, 

Sir Henry Montagu, first Earl of Manchester, was a younger brother 
of Edward, first Lord Montagu, of Boughton, ancestor of the Dukes of Mon- 
tagu. He was one of the representatives of the city of London, in the first 
parliament of James I., and was an eloquent and distinguished senator. Bred 
to the law, he was, in 1616, appointed Lord Chief Justice of the Court of King's 
Bench; in 1620, he was nominated Lord Treasurer of England; and, on Uie 
19th of December, in the same year, he was elevated to the peerage, as Baron 
Montagu, of Kimbolton, and Viscount Mandeville. On the accession of 
Charles I., in 1626, his Lordship was advanced to an earldom, as Earl of Man- 
chester. In 1627, his Lordship was made Lord Privy Seal; an office which he 
continued to hold till his death, in 1642. His eldest son, 

Edward, second Earl of Manchester, had been summoned to the 
upper house, in the lifetime of his father, as Baron Kimbolton. The life 
of this nobleman would form a volume replete with interest. He attended 
on Charles, Prince of Wales, when he was in Spain, in 1623 ; and, at his coro- 
nation, was made one of the Knights of the Bath. His Lordship's ^rst wife was 
a lady of the family of the Duke of Buckingham. After the Duke's death, and 
on his second marriage with the Lady Anne Rich, daughter of Robert, Earl of 
Warwick, a great patron of the puritans. Lord Kimbolton estranged himself from 
court. In 1641, when both houses of parliament had adjourned themselves, his 
Lordship was one of the sixteen lords nominated by the House of Peers to be of 
their committee for the public safety. Greatly confided in by his party^ Lord 
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Digby . represented him to the King as an enemy to his Majesty's person and 
government, and — with the view of striking terror into others — advised his 
Majesty to accuse Lord Kimbolton to the House of Peers, and five member^ of 
the House of Commons, of high treason. To this the King assented ; and the 
consequences of the ill-advised measure are well known in history. During the 
civil war, Lord Kimbolton, engaging in the service of the parliament, had the 
command of a regiment in the battle of Edge Hill, in October, 1G42. The 
ensuing month, he succeeded his fiither as Earl of Manchester. In June, 1643, 
he and the Earl of Bolingbroke were the two lords, who, with four commoners, 
had the authority of keeper of the great seal. Subsequently, he was engaged in 
numerous military services, in all of which he proved successful. In April, 
1644, he was ordered, with 4000 horse, and 5000 foot, to attend the movements 
of Prince Rupert ; and, in May following, he took tlie city of Lincoln by 
storm. The result of which achievement was the capture of Sir Francis Fane, 
the. governor of the castle. Sir Charles Dallison, two colonels, many inferior 
officers, 700 soldiers, 100 horse, eight pieces of cannon, with arms, ammu- 
nition, &c. 

The reduction of Lincoln was speedily followed (July 2) by the celebrated 
battle of Marston Moor, in which the Earl of Manchester obtained a complete 
and splendid victory. His Lordship, however, refused ;to sanction the murder 
of the king, and retired £rom parliament until 1660, when he assisted at the 
meeting of peers who voted for the restoration of King Charles II., a measure to 
the accomplishment of which he was mainly instrumental, and was deputed by 
the Lords as their speaker, to congratulate the monarch upon his return to the 
capital, a duty which the Earl eloquently fulfilled at Whitehall, concluding his 
address in these words : 

'' Great King ! Give me leave to speak the confidence, as well as the desires, 
of the peers of England : be you the powerful defender of the true Protestant 
laith ; the just assertor and maintainer of the laws and liberties of your subjects ; 
so shall judgment run down like a river, and justice like a mighty stream ; and 
God, the God of your mercy, who hath so miraculously preserved you, will 
establish your throne in righteousness and in peace.*' 

At the coronation of Charles II., the Earl of Manchester bore the sword of 
state before his Majesty. 

This distinguished nobleman espoused, Jirtt, Susanna, daughter of John 
Hill, Esq., of Honiley, in Warwickshire ; secondly, Anne, daughter of Ilobert 
Rich, Earl of Holland and Warwick ; thirdly y Essex, daughter of Sir Thomas 
Cheek, Knt., of Pirgo, in the county of Essex, and widow of Sir Robert 
Bevil, K.B., of Chesterton, in the county of Huntingdon ; fourthly^ Eleanor, 
daughter of Sir Richard Wortley, Knt., and Baronet, of Wortley, in the 
county of York, and widow of Sir Henry Lee, Knt., and Baronet, of 
Quarendon, in the county of Buckingham ; and, fifthly^ the Lady Mai]g^irety 
daughter of Francis Russell, Earl of Bedford, and widow of James Hay, 
second Earl of Carlisle, and also Robert Rich, Earl of Warwick, and second 
Earl of Holland. 

The Earl of Manchester died at Whitehall, at the age of sixty-nine, in May, 
1671, eleven years aAer the Restoration, and was buried at Kimbolton. His 
eldest son and successor, by his second marriage, was 
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RoBERTy THIRD EiRL OF MANCHESTER, who died at Montpelier, in Fnuioey 
in 1682. His eldest sonriving son and successor, by his Countess, Anne, 
daughter of Sir Christopher Yelverton, KnU, and Baronet, of Easton Mauduit, 
in Northamptonshire, and ancestor of the late Earl of Sussex, was 

Charles, THE FOURTH Earl and first Duke of Manchester. Thisnobleman 
was one of those who appeared at the trial of the seven bishops, in 1688. lie after- 
wards waited on the Prince of Orange, at Dieien ; and, on his return to England, 
whilst William and his followers were landing at Torbay, he raised a cavalry force in 
Huntingdonshire, which secured that county for his Highness. He was amongst the 
peers who voted for the vacancy of the throne, and for its occupation by the Prince 
and IMncess of Orange ; and, at their coronation, he bore St. Edward's staff, as 
part of the regalia. In 1690, he sailed with King William for Ireland ; was at the 
battle of the Boyne, and the siege of Limerick. In 1692-3, he vras made Cap- 
tain of the Yeomen of the Guards ; in 1696, he was appointed Ambassador Extra- 
ordinary to the Republic of V^enice ; and on his return from that mission, in 
1698, he was received by his sovereign with great marks of fervour and esteem, 
and admitted to the Privy Council. During the two succeeding years, he ren- 
dered important services to the state, in his capacity of Ambassador Extraor- 
dinary at the court of France. At the commencement of 1701-2, he was consti- 
tuted principal Secretary of State. Shortly after the accession of Queen Anne, 
he was removed from t!;at office, but continued of the Privy Council, and also 
retained as Lord Lieutenant and Custos Rotulorum of the county of Hunting- 
don. His next diplomatic appointment (in 1707) was that of Ambassador 
Extraordinary to the court of Vienna. On the accession of George I., he 
was sworn of the Privy Council, and appointed one of the Gentlemen of his 
Majesty's Bedchamber ; and, finally, in consideration of his great services, he 
was created Duke of Manchester, by letters patent, bearing date April 30, 
1719. By his Duchess, Dodington, the younger of the two daughters, and 
coheirs of Robert Grevile, Lord Brook, he had two sons, William and 
Robert, successively Dukes of Manchester; and four daughters, the second 
of whom, Lady Dodington Montagu, was unfortunately Jsumt to death, at her 
house in Lower Grosvenor Street, London, in 1774, at the age of eighty, 
unmarried. 

William, second Duke of Manchester, who was bom in France, during 
his father*s embassy, succeeded to the title in 1721-22. He was one of the Lords 
of the Bedchamber to George I., and a Knight Companion of the Order of the 
Bath. His Grace married the Lady Isabella, eldest daughter of John, Duke of 
Montagu ; but, leaving no issue, he was succeeded on his death, in 1739, by his 
brother and heir, 

Robert, third Duke of Manchester, who married Hanriet, daughter and 
coheiress q£ Edmond Donch, Esq., of Little Wittenham, Berkshire. Dying in 
1762, he was succeeded by his eldest son, 

George, fourth Duki of Manchester, who, in 1763, was appointed a Lord 
of the Bedchamber, and, in 1780, Master of the Horse. His Grace married, in 
1762, Elisabeth, eldest daughter of Sir James Dashvrood, Bart, of Kirtlington, 
in the county of Oxford, by whom he had a hmilj of four sons and three 
daughters. Dying on the 2d of September, 1788, he was succeeded by his 
youngest, but sole surviving son.

His Grace was bom on the 21st of March, 1771, and manried, 
on the 7th of October, 1793, the Lady Susan, third daughter of Alexander, fourth 
Duke of Gordon, by his Duchess, Jane, daughter of Sir William Maxwell, Bart.» 
of Monteith, by whom he has had issue : — 

Geoige, Viscount Mandeville, bom July 9, 1799, married, October 8, 1822, 
Mellicent, only daughter and heiress of the late Robert-Bernard Spairow, Esq., 
by his wife, the Right Honourable Lady Olivia Spairow, niece of the Earl of 
Gosford ; — 2.

CHARLOTTE-ISABELLA, COUNTESS OF ORKNEY. 



This lady, who is the second daughter of the present Lord BostoD, e^toused, 
on the 14th of March, 1826, the Right Honourable Thomas-John Hamilton, 
Earl of Orkney. 

Lady Kirkwall's paternal ancestors are of great antiquity. Iliey were lords of 
Irby, or Ireby, in Candelsho Wapentake, in Lindsey, near Wainfleet, in the 
county of Lincoln ; a possession which has since passed into another fionily. 
The interest of the &mily in the borough of Boston^ fix)m which the title of the 
barony is derived, appears to have commenced in the person of Leonard Irby, 
£sq^ who was one of the representatives in parliament for Boston^ during the 
reigns of Mary and Elizabeth. His nephew, Anthony Irby, Esq., also served in 
parliament for the same borough in the 31st, 39th, and 43d years of Queen 
Elizabeth's reign, and also in the first of her successor. This Anthony, who dis- 
tinguished himself at the bar, was appointed one of the Masters in Chancery in 
the reign of James I. 

His great grandson. Sir Edward Irby, was created a Baronet by Queen Anne, 
on the 13th of April, 1704. By his lady, Dorothy^ daughter of the Honourable 
Henry Paget, second brother of the Right Honourable William, Lord Paget, 
Ambassador at Constantinople, he had an only son and heir. 

Sir William Irbt, Bart., first Lord Boston. Sir William was page to their 
Majesties, George I. and George XL, and Equerry to Frederick, Prince of Wales, 
in December, 1728, upon his Royal Highness's first arrival in England. In 
1736, he was appointed Vice Chamberkiin to her Royal Highness Augusta, 
Princess of Wales ; and, in 1761, he was made her Lord Chamberlain, on the 
16th of April, 1761, King George III., raised him to the peerage, by letters 
patent, by the style and title of Lord Boston, Baron of Boston, in the county 
of Lincoln, to him and his heirs male. His Lordship had married, in 1746, 
Albinia, daughter of Henry Selwyn, Esq. (younger brother of John Selwyn, 
Esq., of Matson, in Gloucestershire), and one of the Maids of Honour to 
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her Royal Highness Augusta, Princess of Wales. His eldest son and suc- 
cessor was 
Frederick, SECOND Lord Boston, who wedded, in 1775, ChristiaDa, only 

daughter of Paul Methuen, Esq., of Corsham House, Wiltshire. By that lady 
he had a &mily of thirteen children. His second son, Frederick-Paul, while 
commanding hb Majesty's ship, the Amelia, in 1813, greatly distinguished him- 
self in a severe and sanguinary action with a French frigate, TArethuse, off the 
Isle of Loss, on the coast of Africa. Another son, Edward Methuen, Adjutant 
and Ensign of the 3d regiment of Foot-guards, fell at the battle of Talavera, in 
July, 1809. His Lordship died on the 15th of March, 1824, at the age of 
seventy-three, and was succeeded by his eldest son, 

George, third and present Lord Boston. This nobleman was bom 
on the 24th of December, 1777 ; and, on the S4th of November, 1801, he 
married liachel Ives, eldest daughter and coheiress of William Drake, Esq., 
of Amersham, in the county of Bucks. The issue of this marriage are as 
follow : — 

1. George Ives, bom September 14, 1802; — 2. Rachel-Emily; — 3. Char- 
lotte-Isabella, Countess of Orkney ;^-4. William Drake, bom September

The &mily of Hamilton, one of the younger branches of which is represented 
by the present Earl of Orkney, is of veiy remote origin. According to Crawford, 
Douglas, and other Scotch geaealogists, its ancestor was William de Hameldon, 
so named from the place of his birth, the manor of Hameldon, in the county of 
Leicester. He is said to have been a younger son of Robert de Bellomont, 
third Earl of Leicester. His son, Gilbert, having killed John le Despencer, a 
favourite officer of King Edward II., fled from the vengeance of the monarch ; 
and being closely pursued into a wood, he and his servant exchanged clothes 
with two woodcutters ; and, taking their saw, were cutting through an oak-tree, 
when their pursuers passed. Gilbert de Hameldon, perceiving his servant take 
notice of them, hastily cried out to him, ** Through,*' which word, with the oak 
and saw through it, he took for his motto and crest^ in memory of his happy de* 
liverance. 

George Hamilton, the first Earl of Orkney, was fifth son of William 
Douglas, Eari of Selkirk and Duke of Hamilton. He was bora in the year 
1666, and was created Earl of Orkney, Viscount Kirkwall, and Baron Dech- 
mont, on the 3d of January, 1696. This nobleman distinguished himself by his 
bravery and gallant conduct at the battles of the Boyne, Aghrim, Steinkirk, 
Landen, Oudenarde, Ramillies, Blenheim, and in the lieges of Athlooe, 
Limerick, and Namur. In 1710, the Earl of Orkney was sworn of his Majesty*! 
Privy Council, and appointed General of Foot in Flanders, where he served in 
1712, under the Duke of Ormond ; in 1714, he was appointed Gentleman of the 
Bedchamber to George I., and Governor of Virginia; and, in the oommencement 
of the reign of Geoige IL he ,wis promoted to the rank of Field-lifanhal, and 
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made Goyemor of Edinbuiigh Castle. — ^His Lordship was also, in 1703, elected 
a Knight of the Order of the Thistle i and he was returned one of the sixteen 
representatiTe peers of Scotland, from the year 1708, to erery parliament during 
his life. 

The Earl of Orkney mairied, in 1695, Elizabeth, the eldest daughter of Sir 
Edward Villiers, Knt^ Governor of Tynemouth Castle, and Knight Marshal of 
the King*s Household, niece of George Villiers, third Viscount Grandison, and 
sister of Edward, first Earl of Jersey. To this lady, who founded the English 
school at Middleton, in the county of Cork, Dean Swift gave the unqualified 
praise of being the wisest woman he ever saw. High in &vour with King 
William III., she obtained from that sovereign a grant, under the Great Seal of 
England, dated May 30, 1695, of all the private estates of King James, in Ire- 
land. These possessions were valued at £26,000 annually ; but they were 
resumed by parliament four years afterwards. By his marriage, the Earl of 
Orkney had three daughters: — 1. Anne, his successor; — 2. Frances, who 
married Thomas-Lumley Saunderson, third Earl of Scarborough, K.B., &c.; — 
3. Harriet, who was married to John Boyle, sixth Earl of Cork and Orrery. 
To the memory of this lastmentioned lady, her accomplished husband, in his 
translation of Pliny's Epistles, paid the following tribute : 



If purest virtae, sense refinM in youth, 

Relifions wisdom. And a love of truth, 

A mind that knew no thought ignoUy mc^n, 

A temper sweetly cheerful, yet serene, 

A breast that f low*d with those immortal flres 

Which godlike charity alone inspires ; 

If these could lengthen Pate's tremendous doom. 

And snatch one moment from the gaping tomb. 

Death had, relenting, thrown his dart aside. 

And Harriet, oh, my Harriet 1 had not died. 



The Earl of Orkney died in the year 1737, and was buried at Taplow, near 
his fine seat of Cliefden ; * the chief apartments of which were adorned with 
tapestry, representing the victories of the Duke of Marlborough, under whom he 
himself had earned so distinguished a reputation. Leaving no male issue, he 
was succeeded, according to the limitation of the patent, by his eldest daughter. 

Lady Anne Hamilton, Countess of Orkney, in her own right. Her Lady- 
ship married, in 1720, William O'Bryen, fourth Earl of Inchiquin, K.B., and a 
Lord of the Bedchamber to his Royal Highness, Frederick, Prince of Wales ; 
and, by him (who married, tecondly, in 1761, the Hon. Mary Moore, second 
daughter of Stephen, Viscount Montcashel) she had issue : — 

1 . William, Lord 0*Bryen, bom 1725, died 1727 ;— «. George, Lord O'Biyen, 
died 1828;^-3. Augustus, died an infimt;— 4. Muirough^ Viscount Kirkwall, to 
whom the Earl of Thomond bequeathed his estates, died m 1741 ;— 5. Maiy,

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who succeeded to the title ; — 6. Airne, died in 1808, aged eighty-seYen ; — 
7. Frances, died in 1740 ;— 8. Elizabeth, died in 1741. 

Her Ladyship dying without issue male on the 5th of December, 1766, was 
succeeded by her eldest daughter. 

Lady Mary O'Brien, Countess of Orkney, in her own right. This lady 
married, in 1753, her first cousin, Murrough O'Bryen, fiAh Earl of Inchiquin, 
first Marquess of Thomoud, and first Baron Thomond, of Taplow, in England, 
K.P. By his Lordship (who married, tecondly, in 1792, Mary, daughter of 
John Palmer, Esq., of Torrington, in the county of Devon, by the daughter of the 
Rev. Mr. Reynolds, sister of Sir Joshua Reynolds, Knt.), she had an only surviving 
daughter and successor. He was succeeded in the Marquisate and Earldom, by 
his nephew, William O'Bryen, the present Earl and Marquess ; but the Engli^ 
barony of Thomond, of Taplow, in 1801, became extinct. The Countess of- 
Orkney died on the 10th of May, 1790, and was succeeded by her only child, 

Mary O'Bryen, Countess of Orkney, Viscountess Kirkwall, and BaioBeas 
Dechmont. Her Ladyship was married, on the 21st of December, 1777, to the 
Hon. Thomas Fitzmaurice, of Llewenny Hall, in the county of Denbigh, second 
son of John, Earl of Shelbume, and only brother of William, first Marquess of 
Lansdowne, K.G. Dying on the 30th of December, 1831, the Countess was 
succeeded by her grandson, the present Earl. His Lordship has three children : 
the Hon. George- William-Hamilton, bom on the 6th of May, 1827 ; the Hon. 
Oeorge-Warrender, bom on the 7th of July, 1828; and another, bom on the 
23d of April, 1830.

RIGHT HONOURABLE LADY EMILY PUSEY, 



Lady Emily Pusey, is the youngest daughter of Uenry-Geoif^ Herbert, Earl 
of Carnarvon, by his late Countess, Elizabeth, daughter and sole heiress of Colonel 
John Acland, eldest son of Sir John Acland, Bart, by Chnstian-Hairiet-Caro- 
line Strangways, daughter of Stephen, first Earl of Ilchester. Her Ladyship was 
married on the 4th of October, 1 822, to Philip Pusey, Esq., eldest soo of the 
Honourable Philip Pusey, of the ancient and noble family of Bouverie, Earls of 
Kadnor.

The family of Bouverie is of an ancient and honourable extraction in the Low 
Countries. The first of this distinguished hmily who settled in EngUnd, was 
Laurence de Bouveries.^ According to the date upon an original picture, which 
is still preserved at Longford Castle, he was bom in the year 1542, at Sainhin, 
near Lisle, in Flanders. He was a younger son of Le Sieur des Bouveries, of 
the Chateau des Bouveries, near Sainhin, wheie the elder branch of the fiaimily 
possessed a considerable estate. As to the ouise of his coming to England, we 
find the following, curious statement: ^Having frequently absented himself 
from mass, he was told by his father, he suspected he had conversed too much 
with his heretic tenants ; and that, if he did not appear there the next Sunday, 
he would have him examined by the Inquisition. Laurence, thoroughly ter-

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rified with the intimation of such a procedure, fled immediately to Frankfort 
on the Maine ; and seating himself at the gate of a person who kept a con- 
siderable silk manu&ctory, was asked by him, what occasion brought him 
thither ? Having made an ample and satisfiaictory relation, the old man told 
him, he likewise had fled thither on account of his religion ; that he observed, by 
the whiteness of his hands, he had not been used to hardships ; therefore, 
if he would live with him, he should only keep his accounts, and supervise 
his workmen. In that station he behaved so discreetly, and agreeably to his 
patron, that he married him to his niece, and at his decease bequeathed unto 
him his whole fortune. Soon after which, having no hopes of returning to his 
native place, on account of the severities still in force against the Protestants, 
he, and his wife, Barbara, took advantage of that offer which the policy of 
Queen Elizabeth held out, of a safe asylum in this kingdom ; and coming over 
to England, settled at Canterbury, where we find him charged, in 1568, to the 
poor's rate of the Walloon church." 

This Laurence des Bouveries appears to have been attended, or followed to 
England by others of his family. Edward, his eldest son by his first wife, Barbara 
Vanden Hove, married, at Cologne, Mary, daughter of Jasper de Foumestraux, 
by Maiy Tiberkin, whose fiither was burnt, in Germany, for his adherence to 
Protestantism ; and had issue, 

Edward, bom in 1621, who became an eminent Turkey merchant — acquired 
an ample fortune — was knighted by James II. — married Anne, daughter and 
coheiress (with Jane, wife of Sir John Holman, Bart.) of Jacob de la Forterie, of 
London, merchant, by whom he had eleven children, and died at his seat, at 
Cheshunt, in Hertfordshire, in 1694, leaving with other issue. 

Sir William des Bouveries, who was created a Baronet on the 19th of Fe- 
bruary, 1713-14. He married, ^s<, Mary, daughter of James Edwards, Esq., 
of London, by whom he had only one son, who died young ; and tecoruUi/y 
Anne, daughter and sole heiress of David Urry, Esq., of London, son of John 
Urry, Esq., of Mill Place, in the Isle of Weight. By this lady he had issue : — 
1. Edward, his successor ;— 2. Jacob, successor to his brother; — 3. Christopher, 
died unmarried ; — 4. Jane, married John Allen Pusey, Esq., of Pusey, in 
the county of Berks ; — 5. Anne, died unmarried. 

Sir William des Bouveries was interred in the south aisle of the church of St. 
Catherine Cree, London, where a white marble monument, affixed to one of 
the pillars, bearing the arms of Bouverie, and thereon an escutcheon of pretence 
of the arms of Urry, has the following inscription : 

Near this place lies 

Interred, in a prlTate rwalt, the body of 

Sir William Des Boarerie, 

Bart., deceased, the 19th day of 

May, 1717- Aged 00. 

Sir Edward de Bouverie, Bart., eldest son and successor of Sir William, 
was one of the representatives for Shaftesbury, in Dorsetshire, in the two 
parliaments of George I., and in the first of George II. He married Mary, 
youngest daughter and coheiress of John Smith, Esq., of London, but had 
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no issue. He was, in consequence, succeeded in dignity and estates, by his 
only surviving brother, 

Jacob, FIRST Viscount FoLEESTONE. This nobleman had served for the city of 
New Sarum, in the ninth parliament of Great Britain ; and his Majesty George II., 
was pleased to advance him to the dignities of a Baron and Viscount of the king- 
dom of Great Britain, by the names, styles, and titles of Lord Longford, Baron of 
Longford, in the county of Wilts, and Viscount Folkestone, of Folkestone, in 
the county of Kent, by letters patent, dated June 29, 1747. This nobleman, 
together with William, his successor, and other issue, had a son, Philip, bom 
on the 8th of October, 1745, who, agreeably to the will of Mrs. Jane Allen, sister 
and coheiress of John Allen Pusey, Esq., deceased, and by his late Majesty's 
royal permission, granted on the 3d of April, 1784, assumed the name and arms 
of Pusey. — He married on the 21st of August, 1798, Lucy, daughter of Robert, 
fourth Earl of llarborough, and relict of Sir Thomas Cave, Bart. By that lady, 
he had, with other issue, Philip, bom about the year 1799, who wedded, October 
4, 1822, Emily, youngest daughter of George Herbert, Earl of Carnarvon. 
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CHARLOTTE, COUNTESS OF VERULAM. 



The Right Hon. Charlotte, Countess of Vbbulam^ is the only daughter 
of the late Charles JenkiDson, first Earl of Liverpool. Her Ladyship's paternal 
family is of old standing in the county of Oxford. Tradition describes the 
Earl of Liverpool as descended from Anthony Jenkinson, an eminent navigator 
and merchant in the reigns of Edward VI., Mary, and Elizabeth. This 
Anthony was Ambassador from England to the Ottoman Porte, and to the Czar 
of Muscovy ; and returning, possessed of great wealth, he vested his fortune in 
lands in the counties of Oxford and Gloucester. It is, however, certain that 
Robert Jenkinson, Esq., of Walcot, near Charlbury, in Oxfordshire, an ancestor 
of the Countess of Verulam, had the honour of knighthood conferred on him by 
King James I., in the year 1618.* He married, Anna-Maria, eldest daughter of 
Sir Robert Lee, of Billeslee, in Warwickshire. His son and heir, 

Robert, was created a Baronet by Charles II., on the 18th of May, 1661 ; and 
repeatedly sat in pailiament as one of the representatives of the county of 
Oxford. He was succeeded by hb eldest son, 

Robert, the second Baropet, whose third son, Charles, vras fiither of 

Charles Jenkinson, riasr Earl of Liverpool. This eminent perMm 
having taken the degree of Master of Arts at Oxford, repaired to London, with 
some literaiy reputation, to seek his fortune ; and, through the first Lord Har- 
court, obtained an introduction to King George III., as well as the fiivourable 
notice of the Earl of Bute. In 1761, he became Under Secretary of State ; in 
1766, one of the Lords of the Admiralty, and from 1767 to 1772, a Lord of 
the Treasury: in 1786, he obtained the Chancellorship of the duchy of Lan- 



* He was the son of Robert Jenkinson. Esq., whose wife, like Lady Amndd mod ttie 
Conntens of Derby, immortalized herself by her heroic loyalty in the civil wan. 
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caster, and upon tlie 21st of May, in the same year, was ekvated to the 
I)eerage, by the title of Baron Hawkesbuiy, of Hawkesbury, in the county of 
Gloucester, and advanced, on the 28th of May, 1796, to tlie Earldom op 
Liverpool. 

Tlie Earl noarried twice : first, Amelia, daughter of William Watts, Esq., 
Governor of Fort William, at Bengal, by whom (^ho died in 1770) he had one 
son, Robert Banes, who succeeded him in the earldom ;* secondiy, Catherine, 
tifUi daughter of Sir Cecil Bishopp, Bart., of Parham, in the county of Sussex, 
and widuw of his first cousin. Sir Charles Cope, Bart., of Orton Longueville, in 
iluntingdunshire, by whom he liad one son, and one daughter : Cuarixs- 
Cecil Cope, third and present Earl of Liverpool, bom in 1784, formerly M.P. 
and Under Secretary in the Colonial and War Department ; and the Lady 
CuAKLoirK Jenkinso.n, now Countess of Veui lam. His Lordship died on 
llie 17tli of December, 1808. 

This nobleman was esi>ecially distinguished for his knowledge of the finances 
of the couutr)', and the principles of commerce, on which subjects he has left 
the following works : — A Discourse on the Establishmait oj' a Constitutional 
Force in England, 1750; A Discourse oti the Conduct of' Great Britain in 
regard to 2^ tut rat SationSy during the present War, 1758; A Collection of 
Trtatisii from 1(>46 to 1073, in three volumes, octavo, 1785 ; and A Treatise an 
the Coins of the Realm, in a Letter to the King (a work which excited gveat 
iioticf), 1805. 

Tlie I^arl's only daughter, the Lady Cuarlotte Jenkinson, was united, on 
tlie lllh of August, 1807, to the Right Honourable James-Walter Grimston, 
Earl or Vlrulam. By this nobleman her Ladyship has issue ; —

* Kohcrt-Baiiktt Jcnkinson, second Earl of Liverpool, Baron Hawkesbury, Bart.* of 
Hawkcsbury, in the county of Gloucester, K.G., F.R.S., First Lord of the Treasury, a 
Lord of Trade and Plantations, a Cunimissioner for the aflklrs of India, Constable of Dover 
Castle; Warden, Keeper, and Admiral of the Cinque Ports i a Ooremor of the Chartex House, 
an OfBcial Trustee of the Britisb Museum, Elder Master of the Trinity House, High Steward 
of Kinicston, &c., was born on the 7th of June, 1770. He was summoned by writ to the 
House of Peers, on the s 1st of Au^^nst, 1800, in his tether's lifetime. His Lordship married, 
/Irtt, on the 25th of March, 1795, the Lady Theodosia. Louisa, third daughter of Frederick- 
Augustus Hervey, fourth Earl of Bristol, and Bishop of Derry. Her Ladyship having died on 
the isth of June, I8S1, the Earl married, tecondlp, on the S4th of September, 18SS, Mary, 

daughter of the Rev. Chester, and sister of the Rev. William Chester, of Denton, in the 

county of Norfolk. On the assassination of Mr. Perceval, in iBii, Lord Liverpool, became 
Premier of England. This high otBce his Lordship continued to hold till the year 18S7; 
when, on the 17th of February, a sudden attack of apoplexy obliged him to retire fhnn public 
life, and he expired on the 4th of December, 18S8. Leaving no funily by either of his ladies, 
the Earl vras succeeded by his half-brother, the Right Hon. Charks-Cedl-Cope Jcnkinson, 
brother of the Countess of Verulam. 
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Jamtlp of (Srimtfton. 

The ancient and honourable family of Grimston, so denominated from its pos- 
sessions in the county of York» is of Norman descent. Its founder in Ens^hmd 
Mms Sylvester de Grimston, who attended William, Duke of Normandy, in his 
expedition to England, as standard-bearer. In tliat capacity, he \-aliantIy fought 
at the battle of Hastings ; and, the ensuing year, was appointed Chamberlain to 
the Conqueror. A branch of the family still resides at Grimston. Tlie direct 
ancestor, however, of the Earl of Verulam — Robert de Grimston — \e(i Yorkshire, 
and settled in Suffolk, in the reign of Henry V. From him, the fifth in descent 
was Sir Edward Grimston, who, in the reign of Queen Elizabeth, served in 
several parliaments for the borough of Ipswich ; was knighted by her Majesty ; 
called to her Privy Council ; and continued by her Comptroller of Calais, an 
office to which he was appointed by King Edward VI., in 1552. In 1.558, 
Calais having been taken by the Duke of Guise, Sir Edward was amongst the 
chief prisoners. After a confinement of about two years in the Bastile, he 
effected his escape from that fortress, by cutting out one of the window bars with 
a file, and letting himself down by a rope, conveyed to him by his servant, with 
whom he changed clothes. His son and successor, 

Edward Grimston, Esq., married Joan, daughter and coheiress of Thomas 
Risby, Esq., of Lavenham, in the county of Suffolk, whose mother was daughter 
and coheiress of John Harbottle, F^., of Cresfield, in the same county. By 
this marriage, he considerably enlarged his estate, and dying in 1610, left two 
sons, Harbottle and Henry, both of whom were knighted ; the elder. 

Sir Harbottle Grimston, of Bradfield, in the county of Essex, was 
created a Baronet, on the 25th of November, 1612. He served the office of 
Sheriff of Essex, in 1614; and was one of the representatives of that county in 
three pariiaments during the reign of Charles I. He was succeeded by 
his son. 

Sir Harbottle Grimston, the second Baronet. This gentleman was a 
lawyer, and member of parliament for Colchester, in the beginning of Charles I.*s 
reign. He at first took part against the court; but, after the perpetration 
of the King's murder. Sir Harbottle lived in retirement till the restoration 
of the monarchy, when he was chosen Speaker of the House of Commons, 
which accomplished that desirable event. He was afterwards called to 
the Privy Council, and nominated Master of the Rolls, and Recorder of 
Harwich. Sir Harbottle died in l683, and was succeeded by his only sur- 
viving son. 

Sir Samuel Grimston, M.P. for St. Alban's, in the reigns of Charies II. and 
William III. This gentleman leaving no male issue, at his decease, in 1700> 
the Baronetcy expired. His large estates devolved, by bequest, upon his great 
nephew, 

William Luckyn, Esq., second son of Sir William Luckyn, third Baronet, 
of Messing Hall, in Essex, and grandson of Sir Capel Luckyn, by Mary, 
daughter of Sir Harbottle Grimston. This gentleman, on the 20th of May, 1719, 
was created Baron of Dunboyne, and Viscount Grimston ; and on the death 
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of his elder brother, Sir Uaibottle Luckyn, in 1736, inherited the Baronetcy 
of his fiimily; a dignity which had been conferred, in 1628, upon Sir William 
Luckyn, Knt., of LitUe Waltham, in Essex. — His Lordship's eldest sur- 
viving son, 

James, second Viscount Grimston, married Mary, daughter of John-Aslcell 
Bucknall, Esq., of Oxney, in the county of Herts. His eldest son and sue* 
cessor, was 

James Bucknall, third Viscount. His Lordship was, on the 8th of July, 
1790, created Baron Verulam, in the peerage of England. He died on the 
1st of January, 1809, and was succeeded by his only son, 

James-Walter Grimston, present Earl of Verulam. His Lordship 
was bora on the S6th of September, 1775. On the 3d of December, 1808, 
within a month of his father's death, he succeeded his mother's cousin, Anna- 
Maria, Baroness Forester, in that title ; and, on the 24th of November, 
1815, he was created Earl of Verulam. Tlius, his Lordship is first Earl of 
Verulam, fourth Viscount Grimston, ninth Baron Forester, and second Baron 
Verulam.

LOUISA-ELIZABETH, COUNTESS OF DURHAM. 



Lady LouiSA-ELiZABirni Grey, now Countess of Durham/ is the eldest 
daughter and first child, of the Right Honourable Charles, Earl Grey, Viscount 
Howick, and Baron Grey de Howick, by his Countess, Mary^Elizabeth, daughter 
of Lord Ponsonby. 

The family of Lady Durham, renowned for its military exploits, is of ancient 
standing in the county of Northumberland. — Sir John Grey, of Berwick, of 
that county, living in 1372, was father of Sir Thomas Grey, of Berwick, 
and also of Chillingfaam, in the same county ; who, dying in 1402, left issue 
by Jane, daughter of John Mowbray, Duke of Norfolk, a ^mily of four 
sons and a daughter. The two eldest sons were — Sir John Grey, Knt, of 
Heaton, in the county of Northumberland, and afterwards Earl of Tankerville, 
in Normandy ; f and Sir Thomas Grey, of Werke, ancestor of the present 
Earl Grey. 

This Sir Thomas Grey married Alice, daughter of Ralph Neville, Earl of 
Westmorland. His third son, Ralph, who married Elizabeth, daughter 
of Henry, Lord Fitzhugh, became his heir. He was succeeded by his 
eldest son,

t Thia title became extinct In I7S1» Chaitee Bennet, second Baron Oiaalaton, married, 
in 1005, the Lady Mary Grey, only daughter of Forde, Lord Grey, of Werke, Viacoant 
GloDdale, and Earl of TankeiTiUe. Lord Oaaidaton was advanced to an earidom, by 
the title of his deceased fttthcr-in-law. Earl of TankcnriUe, on the ifth of October, 17U. 
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Sir Ralph Grey, K.B., knighted at Leicester, on Whitsunday, in the fourA 
year of the reign of Henry VI. His second son, 

Sir Edwaed Grey, became heir, and succeeded at Chillingham, and at 
Werke. He was hthex of Sir Ralph Grey, who married Isabel, daughter and 
heiress of Sir Thomas Grey, of Horton, in the county of Northumberland, by 
Dame Dorothy Ogle. His eldest son, Sir William Grey, was made a Baronet in 
1619, and raised to the peerage, by the title of Lord Grey, of Werke, in 1623- 
On ^lure of issue in the person of his grandson, Ralph, fourth Lord Grey, in 
1704, this peerage became extinct. Sir Edward Grey, of Howick, fourth sod 
of Sir Ralph Grey, of Chillingham, by Isabel, daughter of Sir Tliomas Grey, of 
Horton, married Catherine, daughter of Roger le Strange, Esq., of Hunstanton, 
in Norfolk. From this Sir Edward Grey, we pass to his descendant, 

Sir Henry Grey, Bart., of Howick, who was bom in 1691 ; served the office 
of High Sheriff for the county of Northumberland in 1736, and was created a 
Baronet in 1746. By his lady, Hannah, daughter of Thomas Wood, Esq., of 
Fallodon, in Northumberland, he had (besides four daughters) five sons : — 
1. Sir Henry, second I^ronet, M.P. for the county of Northumberland, in 1754 
and 1762, died, unmarried, in 1808; — 2. John, also died unmarried; — 
3. Thomas, killed in a duel with Lord Pomfret, and buried in South Audley 
Chapel; — 4. Charles, first Earl Grey, father of the present peer; — 5. Ralphs 
died, unmarried, in 1787. 

Charles, the fourth son, was bom on the 23d of October, 1729, and having 
adopted the profession of arms, served on the continent, as a subaltern, in 
Kingsley's regiment, when not more than nineteen years of age. In 1755, he 
obtained leave to raise an independent company ; in 1 759, he was Aide-de-camp 
to Prince Ferdinand of Brunswick, at the battle of Minden, in which he was 
wounded; and in January, 1761, was promoted to the rank of a field officer. 
At the capture of the important fortress of Belleisle, in 1761, he commanded the 
68th regiment of Foot. At the commencement of the war of independence, he 
went to America, where he also distinguished himself, and on his return was 
invested with the Order of the Bath. 

In 1793, after the commencement of the war of the French revolution. Sir 
Charles Grey led a small body of forces into maritime Flanders, by means of 
which he secured the possession of Ostend and Nieuport. Embarking with his 
friend. Sir John Jervis, afterwards Earl St. Vincent, for the West Indies, he 
served as Commander-in-chief at the reduction of Martinique, St. Lucia, and 
Guadaloupe. 

On his return. Sir Charles received the government of the island of Guernsey ; 
was appointed to the 3d, or King*s own regiment of Dragoons, on the death of 
General Lascelles ; and previous to the peace of Amiens, the southern district of 
the kingdom was intrusted to his care. On the 23d of June, 1801, the King 
was graciously pleased to reward his numerous services, by a patent, creating him 
Baron Grey de Howick, in the county of Northumberland ; and, on the 11th of 
April, 1806, he was further advanced to the dignities of Viscount Howick, and 
Earl Grey. Lord Grey espoused, on the 8th of June, 1762, Elizabeth, daughter 
of George Grey, Esq., of Southwick, in the county of Durham. By this 
lady, who died on the S6th of May, 1822, his Lordship had, with other issue, his 
successor, 

Charles, the present Earl, who inherited the title at the decease of his 
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father, on the i4th of November, 1807. This nobleman was bom on the 13th of 
March^ 1764. He was educated at £ton, in the same class with Mr. Lambton, 
father of Lord Duiharo, Mr. Whitbread, and others, with whom he afterwards 
acted in political life. After terminating his scholastic career at Cambridge, he 
went upon a continental tour, and returning to England, in 1 785, was, through 
the interest of his family, returned to parliament as one of the representatives for 
the county of Northumberland. He subsequently came in for the borough of 
Appleby, which he continued to represent, until, by the death of his father, he 
was removed to the upper house. Distinguished alike for his eloquence, his 
integrity, and his patriotism. Lord Grey has ever stood forward in the senate, the 
bold unbending champion of Reform. 

Upon the accession of the Whig administration, in 1806, Mr. Grey having, 
by his father's elevation to the peerage, become Lord llowick, was appointed 
First Lord of the Admiralty, a post which he exchanged, upon the death of 
Fox, for that of Secretary for Foreign Af&irs. He retired with his party, in 

1807. In 1831, on the resignation of the Tories, Earl Grey returned to office as 
First Lord of the Treasury, which high station he still retains. 

His Lordship espoused, on the 18th of November, 1794, the Hon. Mary- 
Elizabeth, daughter of the late William Brabazon, Lord Ponsonby, by Louisa 
Molesworth, daughter of Richard, third Viscount Molesworth. Of thb marriage, 
the ofi&pring have been as follows : — 

1. Louisa-Elizabeth, now Countess of Durham ; — 2. Elizabeth, married 
to J. C. Bulteel, Esq., of Fleet House, Devonshire; — 3. Caroline, married to 
the Hon. G. Barrington, Captain R.N.;— 4. Georgiana; — 5. Henry, Viscount 
HowicK, bom December 28, 1802; — 6. Charles, bom March 15, 1804, a 
Lieutenant-Colonel in the Army; — 7. Frederick-William, bom August 23, 
1805, Captain in the Royal Navy; — 8. Mary; — 9. William, bora May 13, 

1808, died February 12, 1815 ; — 10. George, bom May 16, 1809, Commander 
in the Royal Navy; — 11. Thomas, born December 29, 1810; — 12. John, bom 
March 6, 181S; — 13. Francis-Richard, bom March 31, 1813; — 14. Heniy 
Cavendish, bom October 16, 1814 ; — 15. William-George, bom February 
15, 1819. 

The Lady Louisa-Elizabeth Grey, was married, on the 9th of December, 1816, 
to John-George Lambton, Esq., of Lambton Castle, in the county of Durham, 
then one of the representatives in parliament for that county. This gentleman is 
the son and heir of the old friend of Lord Grey, W. H. Lambton, who was for 
many years one of the representatives of the city of Durham, and an active and 
distinguished member of the Whig party in the House of Commons. 

Following the example of his father, Mr. Lambton for fifteen years represented 
the county of Durham in parliament ; and both in the House of Commons and 
in the north took an active part in all the great political questions of the day, 
adhering strictly to those liberal principles which have influenced the public 
conduct of his noble relation. Earl Grey. In 1826, in consequence of a severe 
and protracted illness, occasioned by unremitted implication to his parliamentary 
duties, Mr. Lambton was obliged to repair to the south of Italy ; on his return 
from thence, in January, 1828, he was called up to the House of Peers, with the 
title of Lord Durham ; on the 29d of November, 1830, was appointed Lord 
Keeper of the Privy Seal, and a member of the Cabinet; and retiring from office 
in 1833, was advanced to the dignity of Earl of Durham. 
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Tlie Earl of Durham is the representati?e of a fionily, which fyr ceQturies to9- 
tained the highest rank amongst the commoners of England. It appears from 
SuRTEES*s History of the County Palatine of Durham^ that '' no earlier owners 
of Lambton are on record, than the ancient and honourable family which still 
bears the local name. The regular pedigree can only be traced from the twelfUi 
century, many of the fiimily records being destroyed in the civil wars ; but the 
previous residence of the fiimily is well proved by attestations of charters and inci- 
dental evidence, from a period very nearly approaching the Norman conquest." — 
Robert de Lambton, feudal lord of Lambton Castle, died in 1350. From him, 
the eighth in lineal descent was 

John Lambton, Esq., bom in 1505. This gentleman married Agnes, 
daughter and coheiress of Roger Lumley, Esq., of Ludworth, niece of Richard, 
Lord Lumley, and great gnuidaughter of King Edward IV., through his natural 
daughter, Elizabeth Plantagenet, wife of Thomas Lumley, eldest son of George, 
Lord Lumley. His great grandson. 

Sir William Lambton, who received the honour of knighthood in 1614, was 
a Colonel of Infantry in the service of King Charles I. He fell at the battle 
of Marston Moor, in 1644. By his first lady, Jane, third daughter and co- 
heiress of Sir Nicholas Curwen, of Workington, in the county of Cumberland — 
his eldeNt son and successor, was 

Henry Lambton, Esq., who married, in 1635, Mary, daughter of Sir Alex- 
ander Davison, Knt., of Blakeston. His three eldest sons dying unmarried, his 
youngest son, 

Ralph Lambton, Esq., became the continuator of the line. He married, in 
1696, Dorothy, daughter and coheiress of John lied worth, Esq., of Harraton, and 
heir general of the D'Arcies, of llerrington and Harraton. His three eldest sons 
also died unmarried ; and, in consequence, the estates ultimately devolved upon 
his youngest son, 

Joiix Lambton, Esq., a Major-General in the Anny, and Colonel of the 
68th Foot. He represented the city of Durham in six parliaments. His eldest 
son and successor, by his wife, Susan, daughter of Thomas, Earl of Strathmore^ 
was 

William-Henry Lambton, Esq., also M.P. for the city of Durham. He 
married, in 1791, Anne- Barbara-Frances, daughter of George Bussey, fourth 
Earl of Jersey, by whom he had, with other issue, 

Joun-Geoege Lambton, Earl of Durham. His Lordship was bom on the 
12th of April, 1792. He married, ^ri^ in January, 1812, Miss H. Cholmon- 
deley, by whom (who died in July, 1815) he has two daughters: Frances- 
Charlotte ; and Georgiana-Sarah-Elizalyth ; and, secondly , on the 9th of De- 
cember, 1810, as above mentioned, the Lady Louisa-Elizabeth Grey, by 
whom he has a son and three daughters : George-Frederick-D'Arcy, bom on the 
5th of September, 1828; Maria-Louisa; Emily- Augusta ; and Anne-Alice- 
Caroline. 
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LADY HANNAH ELLICE. 



The late Lady Hannah-Alithea Ellicb, daughter of the late, and sister of 
the present Earl Grey, wedded, first, Captain Bettersworth, of the Royal Navy. 
That gallant officer, while commanding the Tartar frigate, was unfortunately 
killed off Bergen, on the 25th of May, 1808. On the 30th of October, 
1809, her Ladyship was married, secondly, to Edward Ellice, Esq., by 
whom she had an only son. Lady Hannah Ellice died on the 28th of 
July, 1832. 

For the genealogical account of this ]ady*s fiunily, we refer the reader 
to the preceding memoiis of the Countess Grey, and the Countess of 
Durham. 
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LADY GORE-BOOTH. 



Cakoline-Susan, Lady Gore Booth, wife of Sir Robert Gore-Booth, Bart., of 
Lissadell, in the county of Sligo, is the second daughter of Thomas (ik>o1d, Esq., 
Seigeantrat-law, a Master in Chancery, in Ireland, and sister of Sir Francis 
Goold, who holds much land^ by patent, in that county. 

Sir Robert Gore-Booth is descended from a branch of the noble house of 
Goie, Barts., of Manor-Gore, springing from Sir Francis Gore, Knt., of Artarman, 
in the county of Sligo (fourth son of Sir Paul Gore, Bart., of Manor- Gore, and 
brother of Sir Arthur Gore, ancestor of the Earls of Arran). 

Hiis Sir Francis was, in 1660, appointed Lieutenant-Colonel of Chid ley 
Coote's regiment of Foot; in 1661, he represented the county of Sligo in par* 
liament ; and, on the passing of the acts of settlement, in the same year, he 
received a grant of divers lands in the counties of Kilkenny, Sligo, and Gal way. — 
Sir Francis married Anne, daughter and heiress of Captain Robert Parke, of 
Sligo, and of Newtown^ in the county of Leitrim. His eldest son and successor, 
by that lady, was 

Sir Robert Gore, Knt., of Newtown. To this gentleman, a patent of 
baronetcy, dated February 27, 1686, and entered in the Signet Office on the 18th 
of May following, was granted by King James. In 1678, he married Frances, 
eldest daughter of Sir Thomas Newcomen, Knt., of Sutton, near Dublin. His 
eldest surviving son, 

Nathaniel Gore, Esq., of Artarman, and of Newtown Gore, bom in 1692, 
succeeded him in 1705. Pursuant to articles, dated July 25, 1711, he married 
Letitia, only daughter and heiress of Humphry Booth, Esq., of Dublin, by 
whom he had two sons and three daughters ; of whom John, his second son, 
succeeded to the estates of Salford, in the county of Lancaster, through his 
cousin, Robert Booth, Esq., but died unmarried, in 1789. — Mr. Gore was suc- 
(^eeded by his elder son, 
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Booth Gore, Esq., of Lissadell, in the county of Sligo, who, on the 30th of 
August, 1760, was raised to the dignity of a Baronet of Ireland. Sir Booth 
married Emilia, daughter of Brabazon Newcomen, Esq., of Tallanstown, in the 
county of Louth, by whom he had three sons, and a daughter. Dying on the 
22d of August, 1773, he was succeeded by his elder son, 

Sir Booth Gore, Bart., of Lissadell, and of Huntercombe House, in the 
county of Bucks. He died, unmarried, on the 17th of June, 1804, when the 
title devolved upon his only brother, 

Sir Robert Newcomen Gore, who, on the 30th of August following^ 
assumed, by royal sign manual, the additional surname and arms of Booth. 
This gentleman married Hannah, the second daughter of Henry Irwin, Esq., of 
Streamstown, in the county of Sligo, and Kay, in the county of Donegal, by 
whom he had five children — two sons and three daughters : Robert, Heniy, 
Anne, Amelia, and Arabella. Of these, the eldest was 

Sir Robert Gore-Booth, the present Baronet, who, on the 23d of March, 
1827, wedded Caroline King, second daughter of Robert-Edward King, Viscount 
Lorton, and Baron Krris, of Boyle, in the county of Roscommon, by his cousin, 
the \'iscountess, Frances, only daughter and heiress of Lawrence, first and late 
Earl of Rosse. 

Sir Robert's /?rs^ wife having died, on the 13th of January, 1828, he espoused, 
tecondli/f on the 2d of April, 1830, Carolike-Susan, second daughter of 
Thomas Goold, Esq., of Dublin.

EowABV, «1)0 wai bom OD (he 30th of July, 1776. "niit gEnlleman, Mild 
was bred to the ptDft&sion of arttii, entered ibe military Ktrice of h» couMry, 
as Cornet in the ICiintskdlen regiment of Dragoons, on the 33d of June, 179(j, 
and altiuiied ilie rank of Ijeuienanl in the same regiment, in DKcember, 1798, 
He served in ihe Duke of York'* expeditioti to Holland, iu 1799, ltl(X) ; on the 
I9lh of September, in the former year, he was present at the battle of Bergen 
and Alhmaer, in which the allies were defeated, witli lh« Ion of six or seven 
thouiund men, by the French and Dutch, under Le Brun ; and he was aL^o in 
the succeeding actions of the 2d and 6th uf October, the unfortunate results of 
wluch led to a convention with the enemy. On the 8lli of October, 1800, 
Lieutenant herrison was promoted to the isnk of Captain in the 7th husaan; 
in May, 1803, he became Major, and, on the 4th i^ April, 1805, lieutenanl- 
Colonel of the tame gallant regiment. He nerved the caropaigni of IH08 and 
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1809 in Spain, where he was severely wounded. On the 1st of June, 1813, he 
was further advanced to the rank of Colonel of the 7th Hussars, in the command 
of which regiment he served in the campaigns of 1813 and 1814, and was 
present at the battles of Orthes and Toulouse, the action of Sauvetema, &c. 
After the retreat of Louis XVIII. from Paris, on the return of Bonaparte from 
Elba, Colonel Kerrison was employed in the Netherlands ; and, in consequence, 
i^-as present at the battle of Waterloo, where he received a slight wound. On 
the 12th of August, 1819, having been nominated a Companion of the Bath, 
Colonel Kerrison was promoted to the rank of Major-General in the army; 
in further consideration of his sen'ices, he was, on the 27th of July, 1821, 
raised to the dignity of a Raronet, and nominated a Knight Commander of the 
Royal Hanoverian (Juelphic Order; Sir Edward Kerrison holds the office of 
Kecorder of Kye, in the county of Suffolk ; and he has sat during three or four 
successive parliaments, as one of the representatives of tliat borough. Sir Ed- 
ward Kerrison married, on the 20th of October, 1813, Mar v -Martha, daughter 
of Alexander Ellice, Esq., of Pittencreff, in the county of Fife. By this 
lady, who forms the subject of the accompanying portrait, he has had a son 
and heir, Edward-Claience, bom January 2, 1822, godson to his present 
Majesty, King William IV., and tliree daughters: Anna, Emily-Harriet, and 
Adclaide-Maynard, died June, 1821.

HENRIETTA-FRANCES, LADY GRANTHAM. 



Henrietta-Frances, Lady Grantham, is the youngest daughter of the 
late, and sister of the present, Earl of Enniskillen. Her Ladyship, on the 20th 
of July, 1805, married Thomas-Philip Weddell, Baron Grantham, of Grantham, 
in the county of Lincoln. 

Hie Cole £imily, ancestors of her Ladyship, are of high antiquity. Sir William, 
the only son of Emanuel Cole, was the first who settled in Ireland. Early in 
the reign of James I., he fixed his residence in tlie county of Fermanagh, and 
becoming an undertaker in the northern plantation, had an assignment, in 1611, 
of 1000 acres of escheated lands, in the county wherein he resided; to which, in 
1612^ were added 320 acres in the same shire, eighty whereof were assigned for 
the town of Enniskillen, and that town was then incorporated by charter, 
consisting of a provost and twelve burgesses, Sir William Cole being the first 
provost Sir William represented the county of Fermanagh, in the parliament 
of 1639, and, on the irruption of the rebellion of 1641, he received a commission 
under the King's privy signet, to be Colonel of 500 foot, for suppresshig the 
rebels. By his tecottd wife, Catherine, eldest daughter of Sir Laiuence Parsons, 
of Birr, in the King's County, he left two sons : Michael, his heir, ancestor 
to the Earl of Enniskillen; and John, father of Sir Arthur, created Lord 
lUmelagh. 

Michael, the eldest son of Sir William Cole, received the honour of knight- 
hood, and was M.P. for Enniskillen in 1661. Sir Michael, his son and suc- 
cessor, married his cousin, Elizabeth, daughter of Sir John Cole, Bart., by whom 
he had sixteen children. His grandson, 

John Cole, Esq., liom in 1709, was, on tlie 8th of September, 1760, 
advanced to the peerage of Ireland, by the title of Baron Mount Florence, 
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of FkuvDoe Couit, in tha oomity of Ttn ma ^jlL Hit Loidihip died in 17OT, 
nnd WM loooeeded bj bit ddot tooy 

WiLUAM WiLLOuoBBTy the teoood Buon, cratled Viscoumt Evvukilleh, 
on the 20Ch of Jvkj, 1766, and adfaneed to the digni^ oi Eaei. of EMit- 
KiLLBHy on the 18th d Angntt» 1789. His Loidship manied, in 1763, Anne, 
daughter of Galbnddi-Lowiy Cony, Esq., of Athenii, in the coan^ of Tjraoe 
(whote lOD, Amar, was cmted Earl of Belmore) by whom, with other iatue,

The Robinsons — now Weddells — Lords Grantham, were originaliy of a 
mercantile fiunily. William Robinson, an eminent Hamburg merdiant, was 
Lord Mayor of York, in the years 1581 and 1594 ; and twice (1584 and 1588) 
he was chosen M.P. for that city. Dying in 1616, at the age of ninety-four, he 
was buried in St Crux church, York, having bequeathed to the city £dOt and a 
siWer bowl double gilt, and to the company of Merchants of York, £40. He 
had considerable estates in Tarious parts of the county. His lineal de- 
scendant. 

Sir Metcalf Robimson, was created a Baronet in 1660, and was thrice 
elected M.P. for the city of York. He married a daughter of Sir William d*Aicy, 
Knt., of Wilton Castle, Durham ; but left no sunriving issue. His brother, 
Thomas, married Elizabeth, daughter of Charles Tancred, Esq., of Arden, by 
whom be had a daughter, and two sons : William, and Tancred, physician to 
George I. 

WiLUAM, his successor, succeeded his uncle, Sir WUiiam, in his estatet. He 
was M.P. for the borough of Northallerton, in the reign of James II., and was a 
member of the convention parliament at the Revolution. In 1689, he was created 
a Baronet, his uncle's tide being extinct: he was chosen M.P. twice subse- 
quently for Northallerton ; from 1697 to 1722, he was elected eight times M.P. 
for the city of York ; and, in 1700, he was Lord Mayor of that city, to whidi he 
had many times proved a liberal bene&ctor. His fourth son, by Maiy, daughter 
of George Aishbie, Esq., of Studley Royal, 

Tbokas Robimson, fiest Lord Geahtham, was educated at Westminster 
school, and at Trinity College, Cambridge, of whidi he became a Fellow in 
1719. In 1723, he was confidential Secretary to Homce Walpole, Esq., after- 
wards Loid Walpole, in his embany at the court of France; and, in the first 
parliament of George n., he was dectedM.P. for the boroni^ of llurtk. From 
that period until 1749, he was employed in dififerent impoctant diplomatic 
missions to the various courts of Enrope. On hit return to England, in 1749, he 
was i4;>pointed one of the Lords Committionert of TVade and Plantations, and 
chosen M.P. for the borough of Christchurch, Hants ; in 1750, he was appointed 
Master of the Great Wardrobe, and he was swom of the Privy Council; inl754r 
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he was appointed one of his Majesty's principal Secretaries of State ; and, in 
1755, was declared one of the Lords Justices of Great Britain during his 
Majesty's absence. In the month of November following, having resigned the 
seals, he resumed the post of Master of the Great Wardrobe, in which office he 
continued till the accession of King Geoige III., who created him a Peer of 
Great Britain, by the name, style, and title of Lord Grantham, Baron of 
Grantham, in Lincolnshire ; and in July, 1763, appointed him one of the Post- 
masters General of Great Britain and Ireland ; an office which he held till the 
end of the year 1766. His Lordship died in 1770, leaving, with other issue, by 
Frances, daughter of Thomas Worsley, Esq., of Hovingham, 

Thomas, second Lord Grantham, bom at Vienna, in 1638. This no- 
bleman was appointed Secretary of Embassy to the Congress of Augsburg, 
in 1761; in 1770, Vice-Chamberlain to King George III.; and, in 1771, 
Ambassador to the Court of Madrid. In Februaiy, 1781, he was made first 
Lord of the Board of Trade and Plantations ; and, on the abolition of that 
board in 1782, he was appointed Secretary of State for the Foreign Department, 
an office which he held till March, 1783, having in the month of January pre- 
ceding, concluded the preliminaries of peace with France. His Lordship died on 
the 20th of July, 1786, when he was succeeded by his son, 

Thomas-Philip, the present and third Lord Grantham. This noble- 
man, bom on the 8th of December, 1781, took the name of Weddell, by royal 
sign manual, and, as already stated, married, on the 20th of July, 1805, the Lady 
Henrietta -Frances Cole, by whom he has two daughters: Anne-Flo- 
rence; and Mary-Gertrude, married on the 5th of July, 1832, to Henry 
Vyner, Esq.

HONOURABLE MRS. FREDERICK IRBY, 



Feahceb, wife of the Honourable Frederick-Paul Iiby, Captain in the Royal 
Nafj) C.B.y &C.9 to whom she was married on the 23d of January, 181 6, is the 
second daughter of Ichabod Wright, Esq., of Mapperiey Hall, in ^e county of 
Nottingham. For an account of the paternal fiunily of Mrs. Irby, we refer the 
reader to the preceding memoir of her sister, the Honourable Mrs. Howard. 

The Hono«urable Captain Irby, second son of the late, and brother of the 
present Lord Boston, was bom on the 18th of April, 1779, and commenced 
his naval career, as midshipman, in 1791 ; and, the ensuing year, served on the 
Halifiuc station, and in the West Indies. He was afterwards present at the siege 
of Martmiqoe. In the memorable action of the 1st of June, 1794, he was in 
the Montagu, of seventy -four guns, whose commander, Captain Montagu, was 
killed. In 1797, Mr. Irby was made Lieutenant, in the Circe, Captain Halkett, 
on the Noith-4ea station, and was in the action of the 11th of October. Having 
served successively in the Apollo and Glenmoro frigates, he was advanced to the 
rank ai Commander, in the Volcano Bomb, in 1800; and accompanied the 
squadion under Adroiial Dickson, in snpport of Lord Whitworth's embassy to 
Copenhagen. He next oonunanded the Jakmse sloop; and, in 1804, had the 
satisfiiction of attaining Post rank. For some time. Captain Irby served in the 
Sea FencibleSy in the Harwich district, under the command of Sir Charles 
Hamilton, Bart In 1807, he was appointed to the Amelia frigate, of thirty- 
eight guns, in which he proceeded to Quebec, with convoy. On his return, he 
convoyed Sir David Baird's army to Corunna ; after which he was attached to 
the Channel fleet, and was engaged in much active service off the French coast; 
especially in the destruction of the Calypso and Cybele frigates. He was sub- 
sequently employed off the north coast of Spain, in assisting the Spanish patriots. 
Here he captured and destroyed various vessels with stores and ammunitions for 
the French army. He continued in action, in various parts, committing great 
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havoc amongBt the enemy's shipping, till 1811 , when he went with convoy to 
Quebec; and, the same year, was ordered to the coast of Africa, for the sup- 
pression of the slave trade. In February, 1813, he engaged L'Arethusa, French 
frigate, of forty-four guns, off the Isles de Lass. This was a most sanguinary 
action : after three hours and a half hard fighting, the ships separated ; the 
Amelia having all her lieutenants killed, and her captain and other officers 
wounded, and nearly 140 of her crew killed and disabled. 

Captain Irby has been twice married. His firtt lady, to whom he was united 
on the 1st of December, 1803, was Emily Ives, the younger daughter (and 
coheir with her sister the late Lady Boston) of William Drake, Esq., of 
Amersham, in the county of Bucks. By her, who died on the 7th of August, 
1806, he had a son, Frederick- William, bom on the 28th of the preceding 
month. By his present lady. Captain Irby has issue : — 1. Charles-Paul, bom 
June 17, 1818; — 2. Edward, bom May 14, 1821; — 3. Mountjoy-Henry-John, 
born May 18, 1828;— ^. Frances-Harriet; — 5. Margaret-Amelia; — 6. Adeline- 
Paulina.

The family of Irby was of great antiquity in the county of Lincoln. Its chief 
branch long flourished as lords of Irby, or Ireby, in Candlestro Wapentake, 
Lindsey, near Wainfleet ; but that estate is now vested in other possessors. 

In the reign of Edward III., John de Irby appears to have been one of the 
jurors on an inquest taken before the King's escheator, for founding a chantry in 
Wigton, by John Gemoun and Margaret, his wife, and granting it, with the 
advowson of the church, to the Abbey of Holmcultmm, in the county of Cumber- 
land. His descendant, 

Leonard, son of Anthony and Alice Irby, sat in several parliaments, during 
the reigns of Mary and Elizabeth, as one of the representatives of Boston, in the 
county of Lincoln ; an honour which, for several generations, was frequently en- 
joyed by diflerenl members of this family. 

In 1589, Antliony Irby, Esq., an eminent lawyer, was a bencher of Lincoln's 
Inn, and was appointed reader to that society. In the reign of James I., he was 
made one of the masters in Chancery. His son, 

Sir Antliony Irby, liecorder of Boston, was appointed High Sheriff of the 
county of Lincoln, 1637. His son. 

Sir Anthony Irby, Knt., married Elizabeth, daughter of Sir John Peyton, Knt. 
and Baronet, of Iselham, in the county of Cambridge, descended of the noble 
race of the Uffordes, Earls of Suffolk. Sir Anthony's great grandson, 

Sir Edward Irby, was created a Baronet on the 13th of April, 1704, and left, 
by his lady, Dorothy, only daughter of the Hon. Henry Paget (second son of 
William, Lord Paget), a son, 

Sir William Irby, who, on the 10th of April, 1761, was raised to the 
peerage by the title of Baron Boston, of Boston, in the county of Lincoln. 
Dying in 1775, he was succeeded by his eldest son, 

Frederick, second Lord Boston, one of the Lords of the King's Bed- 
chamber, FAJS., D.C.L., &c. His Lordship married, in 1775, Christian, 
daughter of Paul Methuen, Esq., by whom he Jiad a numerous family^ as 
follows :— 
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1. George, bom in 1777; — 2. Frederick-Paul, Captain in the Royal'Nary, 
born in 1779 ; — 3. William-Augustus, in holy orders, bom in 1780, died, un- 
married, in 1807 ;— 4. Henry-Edward, bom in 1783, a Lieutenant-Colonel in 
the Army, and Captain of a troop in the second regiment of Life-guards; died in 
1821 ; — 5. Paul- Anthony, in holy orders. Rector of Whiston and Colesbrooke, in 
the county of Northampton; bom in 1784; married, in 1814, Patience, eldest 
daughter of Sir William de Crespigny, Bart.; — 6. Edward-Methuen, bom in 
1788, Adjutant and Ensign of the third regiment of Foot-guards; killed at the 
battle of Talavera, in 1809; — 7. Charles-Leonard, R.N., bora in 1789, married, 
in 1825, Frances, second daughter of John Mangles, Esq., of Huriey, in the 
county of Bucks;— 8. Adolphus-Frederick, bom in 1797; — 9. Charlotte; — 
10. Albinia; — 11. Christtan-Elizabeth ; — 12. Augusta-Matilda ;«-13. Anna- 
Maria-Louisa, married, in 1817, to Henry-John, Lord Selsey. 

His Lordship died on the 25th of March, 1824, and was succeeded by his 
eldest son, 

George, third and present Lord Boston, who, on the 24th of November, 
1801, espoused Rachel Ives, eldest daughter and coheiress of William Drake, 
Esq., of Amersham, in the county of Bucks, by whom he has issue : —

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LADY JEMINA-ISABELLA MARTIN. 



Lady Jemina-Isabella Martin, is the daughter of the present Earl Corn- 
wallis, and wife of Charles- Wykeham Martin, Esq. 

The family of Comwallis, anciently Comwalleys, appears to be of Irish origin. 
Tliomas Comwalleys, a native of Ireland, was Sheriff of London in the year 
1378. His son and heir, John Cornwallis, added to his patrimony the lordships 
of Brome and Ocley, with other lands in the county of Suffolk, by marriage with 
Philippa, daughter and one of the heirs of Robert Bucton. He was one of the 
knights of the shire for Suffolk, in two parliaments, in the reign of Richard IL 
His grandson, Hiomas Comwallis, Esq., was also one of the knights of the shire 
for Suffolk, in 1449. The descendant of tliis Thomas, 

John ComvralliSy joined the expedition of 1521, under the Earl of Surrey, 
Lord High Admiral, who after scouring the seas, landed at Morlaix, in Bretagne. 
Mr. Comwallis, for his gallant conduct in the storming of the town, had the 
honour of knighthood conferred upon him by the Earl. His eldest son, 

Sir Thomas Comwallis, received the honour of knighthood at Westminster, in 
1548. On the commotion in Norfolk, under Kett the tanner, in 1549, he marched 
V itIi a body of forces to the assistance of the Marquess of Northampton, who 
h.i'i been sent to suppress the rebels. He displayed great bravery in entering the 
city of Norwich, with the Lord Sheffield, who was killed. Sir Thomas himself 
was overpowered, taken prisoner, and detained till the King's forces iclieved him. 
He was sheriff of Norfolk and Suffolk, in 1553 ; and, coming with the force of 
those counties, to the aid of Queen Mary, who, at the time of the decease of 
Edward VL, was at Framlingham Castle, in Suffolk, was the principal means of 
advancing that princess to the throne. He was instrumental in suppressing 
Wyat*s insurrection ; and, with the Earl of Sussex and Sir Edward Hastings, 
was commissioned for the trial of Sir Thomas Wyat, who was beheaded in 1554. 
He was then sworn of the Privy Council, and constituted Treasurer of Calais. 
Being in great &vour with the Queen, he, in 1557, was made Comptroller of the 
Household. On the accession of Queen Elizabeth, being a Catholic, he was left 
out of the privy council, and removed from his office of Comptroller. He then 
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retired into the country, and built his mansion of Brome Hall, where he died in 
1604, in the eighty-sixth year of bis age. 

Sir William Comwallis, his son, embarking with Robert Devereux, Earl of 
Essex, in his expedition against the rebeb in Ireland, in 1599, was, for his ser« 
vices in that kingdom, knighted at Dublin in the same year. He married, Jint^ 
Lucy, eldest daughter and coheiress of John Neville, Lord Latimer, and of 
Lucy, his wife, daughter of Henry, Earl of Worcester, by whom he had an only 
surviving son, Hiomas, and four daughters. He espoused, tecondfyf Jane, 
daughter of Hercules Mewtas, Esq., and had an only son, Frederick. Sir 
William was succeeded by his elder son, 

Thomas Comwallis, Esq., M.P. for the county of Suffolk, temp. Charles I. 
Thb gentleman dying unmarried, was succeeded by his brother, 

Frederick Cornwallis^ Esq., who was created a baronet, 4th of May^ 
1627, and, for the active part he had taken in the civil wars, and his fiuthful 
adherence to^Charles II., through all the vicissitudes of that monarch's fortunes, 
was elevated to the peerage, by the title of Baron Comv^lis, of Eye, in the 
county of Suffolk, on the 20th of Apnl, 1661. His Lordship married, Jirst, 
Elizabeth, daughter of Sir John Ashburham, by whom he had three sons and a 
daughter ; and, secondly, Eliabeth, daughter of Sir Henry Crofts, and had a 
daughter, Jane. Lord Comwallis died in 1662, and was succeeded by his 
eldest son, 

Charles, second Baron. This nobleman died in 1673, and was succeeded 
by his son, 

Cuarles, third Baron, who was distinguished as one of the most accom- 
plished gentlemen of the age, and was in especial &vour with William III. He 
was Lord Lieutenant of the county of Suffolk, and High Steward of the corpo- 
ration of Ipswich. His eldest son and successor, was 

Charles, fourth Baron. This nobleman served in several campaigns in 
Flanders, under King William. He died on the 16th of January, 1722, and was 
succeeded by his eldest son, 

Charles, fifth Baron, who was created, on the 30th of June, 1753, Viscount 
Brome and Earl Comwallis. His Lordship married Elizabeth, eldest daughter 
of Charles, Viscount Townshend, by whom lie had, with three daughters, 
Charles, his successor; 
James, who succeeded as fourth Earl ; 
William (Sir), G.C.B., Admiral of the Red; died in 1819. 
Hie Earl was appointed Constable of the Tower of London, in 1740. He 
died on the 23d of June, 1762, and was succeeded by his eldest son, 

Charles, the second Earl, and first Marquess Cornwallis. Tliis 
nobleman was, in 1765, appointed Aide-de-camp to the King, with the rank of 
Colopel of the Foot • He became Major-General in 1777, and General in 1793. 
In America he distinguished himself at the battle of Brandywine, at the siege of 
Charlestown, in the command of South Carolina, &c. In 1770, he was 
appointed Govemor of the Tower, an office from vdiich he was removed at the 
close of the North administration, but reappointed in 1784; from vdiich period 
he retained it till his death. In 1786, his Lordship v^as sent to India, with the 
double appointment of Govemor-General and Commander-in-Chief. The go- 
vernment of Bengal having found it necessaiy to declare war against the Sultan of 
Mysore, he, in 1791, invaded that territory, and was prevented from investing 
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Soiogapatam, only by the floods of the Caveiy. In 1792, he dictated the temif 
of peace to Tippoo Saib in his capital. On the 15th of August following, he was 
advanced to the dignity of Marquess Corwwallis; and in the month of 
December, he received the unanimous thanks of both houses of parliament for 
his distinguished military services in India. In 1798, the rebellion of Ireland 
appearing to require a Lord Lieutenant who could act in a military as well as a 
civil capacity, Marquess Comwallis ^-as appointed to that high office, and 
acquired imperishable fame by the humanity which, at that melancholy period, 
characterized his government. In 1804, his Lordship had the honour of being 
appointed a second time Governor-General of India, and in that station he died, 
at Gauzepoor, Bengal, on the 5th of October, 1805. His Lordship had married, 
in 1768, Jemina-Tullekins, daughter of James Jones, Esq. By that lady, he had 
a son and successor, Charles, and a daughter, Mary, married to Mark Singleton, 
Esq., M.P., and principal Storekeeper of the Ordnance. 

Charles, second Marquess Cornwallis, married, in 1797, the Lady 
Louisa, fourth daughter of Alexander, Duke of Gordon, K.T., but dying without 
male issue, in 1823, the Marquisate became extinct, and the Earldom devolved 
on his uncle. 

The Right Reverend James Cornwallis, D.C.L., Lord Bishop of 
Lichfield and Coventry, and Dean of Durham, as fourth Earl. His 
Lordship, married Catherine, daughter of Gaifridus Mann, Esq., of Egerton, 
and sister of Sir Horace Mann, Bart., by whom he left an only surviving 
child, 

James Mann, fifth and present Earl Cornwallis, Viscount Brome, 
Baron Comwallis, of Eye, in the county of Suffolk, and a Baronet. His Lord- 
ship was bom on the 20th of September, 1778, and on' the 12th of December, 
1804, married Maria-Isabella, only daughter of Francis Dickens, Esq., M.P. for 
Cambridge ; in 1814, he took the name and arms of Mann only, by royal sign 
manual, and on the 20th of January, 1824, he succeeded to the honours and 
estates of his father. His Lordship espoused, H'condly, on the 22d of January, 
1829, Miss Laura Hayes. The issue of his Lordship's first marriage are: 
Charles-James, Viscount Brome, and the Lady Jemina-Isabella, who was 
married on the 12th of April, 1828, to Charles-Wykeham Martin, Esq., eldest 
son of Fienncs Wykeham * Martin, of Leeds Castle, and has issue : 

Philip, bom January 18, 1829; Fiennes, bom November 1, 1831.

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THE MARCHIONESS OF HASTINGS. 



The Marchioness of Hastings, is the daughter of Heniy-Edwtrd, Ute 
Baron Grey de Ruthyn, to whom she succeeded, and is now herself, in her own 
right. Baroness Grey de Ruthyn. 

Hie fiunily of Grey de Ruthyn forms one of the numerous branches of the 
house of Grey, one of the most ancient and most illustrious in the kingdom. Its 
immediate ancestor, Rooer de Grey, was a younger son of John, third Baron 
Grey de Wilton. This Roger married Elizabeth, daughter of John, Lord Hastings, 
of Bergavenny, by Isabel, sister and coheiress of Aymer de Valence, Earl of 
Pembroke. He appears to have obtained, by this marriage, laige possessions in 
Wales. In the year 1323, he was summoned to parliament amongst the barons 
of the realm, as Lord Grey de Ruthyn. Dying in 1353, he was succeeded by 
his son, 

Reginald, second Lord Grey de Ruthyn, who died in 1388, seised of 
Ruthyn Castle. His son, 

Reginald, third Baron, became next heir to John Hastings, Earl of Pem- 
broke. He died in 1441, and was succeeded by his grandson, 

Edmund, fourth Baron, who in the 3d of Edward IV. (1463), was appointed 
Lord High Treasurer of England. In 1465, he was created Earl of Kent; and 
the barony of Ruthyn continued merged in the Earldom, till the death without 
male issue of Charles, eighth Earl, when the earldom went to Anthony Grey, 
Rector of Burbache, in Leicestershire, fifth grandson of Anthony Grey, of Branspeth, 
second son of Richard, third Earl of Kent.* At the same time, the barony of 
Ruthyn devoWed npon Susan, the sole daughter and heiress of Charles, e^th 
Earl, who was married to Sir Michael Longueville, third son of Sir Henry 
LongueTille, of Wolverton, in Buckinghamshire. On her death it was claimed 
by her son and heir, 

Charles Lonoueyille, Esq. His claim was opposed by the then Earl of 
Kent, on the allegation tluit " when once a barony by writ was involved in an 
earldom, it should wait upon such earldom, and might not be after transferred to 
another &mily by a daughter and heir, so long as the earldom continued in the 
male line/' This plea, however, v^as overruled by the House of Peers ; and, in 
consequence, the principle vras established, that an earldom, or other superior 
dimity, does not attract a barony in fee. Accordingly, on the 6th of February, 
1640, Mr. Longueville was summoned to parliament, as twelfth Lord Grey de 



* The great-fcnndson of this nobleman, Henry, the thirteenth Earl, was creatad Duke of 
Kent, a title which expired in 1740. See Bubbs*s Extinct Pttragt, 
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Ruthyn. Dying without male issue, in 1643, he was succeeded by his only 
daughter and heiress, 

Susan, Baroness Grey de Ruthyn, who mairied Sir Heniy YeWerton, Bart, of 
Easton Maudit, in the county of Northampton* grandson of Sir Henry Yelverton, 
an eminent Judge, and Attorney-General, in the reign of James I. The Yelvertons 
are an ancient family, seated in the county of Norfolk, at least as far back as the 
reign of Edward II. Lady Grey de Ruthyn was succeeded by her eldest son, 

Sir Charles Yelterton, Bart^ as fourteenth Baron. Dying unmairied, 
in 1676, he was succeeded by his brother, 

Henry, as fifteenth Baron, who, in 1690, was created Viscount Longueville. 
He died in 1704. His son and heir was, 

Talbot, second Viscount Longueville, and sixteenth Baron Grey de Ruthyn. 
His Ix)rdship was appointed Deputy Earl-Maishal of England, in 1725, and 
elected a Knight of tlie Bath, upon the revival of that order in the same year. 
The Karl officiated as Earl-Marshal at the coronation of King George II. His 
Lordship married Lucy, daughter of Henry Pelham, Esq., of Lewes, in the 
county of Sussex, and niece of Thomas, Lord Pelham, by whom he had two 
sons ; he died on the 27th of October, 1731, and was succeeded by tlie elder, 

(tEORGE-AuGt'STUs, socond Earl. This nobleman died unmarried in 1758, 
when the honours devolved upon his brother, 

Henry, third Karl, bom in 1720. His Lordship married, fint^ Hesther, 
daughter of John Hall, Esq., of Mansfeld Woodhouse, Notts, by whom he had 
one sur\'iving child, Barltara, married, in October, 1775, to Edward-Thornton 
Gould, Esq., and had, with other issue, Henry-Edward, successor to the barony ; 
Barbara, died unmarried ; Mary, married to the Hon. and llev. Frederick Powys, 
son of Lord Selford, and has Frederick-Henry, and other issue. 

The Earl married, tccondlyy Mary, daughter of John Vaughan, Esq., of Bristol, 
by whom he had no child. His lordship dying thus, in 1799, without male 
descendants, tlie Earldom of Sussex, and the Viscounty of Longueville ceased, 
but the Ikirony of Grey devolved upon (the son of his deceased daughter. Lady 
Barbara Gould) his grandson, 

Henry-Kdward Gould, Esg., who thus became nineteenth Baron Grey de 
Ruthyn, and assumed, in 1800, the name and arms of Yelverton, in place of 
those of his paternal. His Lordship married, on the 21st of June, 1809, Anna- 
Maria, daughter of Mr. William Kellam, of Kyton-upon-Dunsmore, in the 
county of Warwick, by whom he left at his decease, in 1810, an only child and 
heiress, 

Barbara, the present Baroness. Her Ladyship inherits the barony of 
Hastings, of Ashley, from Elizabeth, sister of John Hastings, tliird Baron, who 
married Roger de Grey, of Ruthyn, the right to bear the arms of Hastings was 
confirmed as stated above. Lady Grey de Ruthyn espoused, on the 1st of 
August, 1831, George-Augvstus, present Marquess of Hastings, and has 
issue: 

Paulym-Reoinali>-S£rlo, Earl of Rawdon, bom June 2, 1832.
